T Always found in my ſelf a ſtrong Inclina- r 

tion to retire from the World, and regulate | a 

my Life according to the Rules of pure and C 

= ſevere Virtue : and in compliance with this | 
Eo Humour, I enter'd into the Franciſcan Order, | 
EE deſigning to confine my ſelf to an auſtere | 
\ Way of Living. I was over-joy'd then, 

when I read in Hiſtory the Travels and Voy- | 


ages of the Prieſts of my own. Order, 
| who indeed were the firſt that undertook- | 
 Miffions into any Place. And oft-times repre- 
ſented to my ſelf that there could be nothing 

more great or glorious than to inſtruct the 
Ignorant and Barbarous, and lead em 

to the Light of the Goſpel ; and having 
remark'd that the Franciſcans had behav'd 
themſelves in this Work with a great deal of 

Zeal and Succeſs, I found this begat in my 

Mind a Deſire of tracing their Footſteps, 

and dedicating my ſelf after their Example, 

to the Glory of God and the Salvation of 


Souls. | . 
£ In reading the Hiſtory of our Order I 
4 ; obſerv'd that in a general Aſſembly held in 
3 the Year 1621, it was reckon'd, that ſince 


the firſt Paſſing of the Reverend” Father 
Martin de Valence ( one of our firſt Refor- 
* mers 
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mers) into America, there had been more than 
five hundred Convents of Recollects efta- 
bliſh'd in that New World, and diſtributed 
into Two and twenty Provinces. As I ad- 
vanc'd in Years, this Inclination to paſs the 
Seas, fortify'd it ſelf more in my Mind. Ic 
is true, one of my Siſters married at Ghent, 
whom TI lov'd very tenderly, did diſſuade 
me from my Defign as much as ſhe could, 
and never ceas'd to redouble her Sollicitati- 
ons to that purpoſe, while I had occaſion to 
be with her in that great City, whither I 
had gone to learn the Dutch. Language : But 
being ſollicited on the other hand by many 
of my. Friends at Amſterdam, to go to the 
Eaft-Indies , my natural Inclination, join'd 
to the Influence of their Requeſts, did move; 
me much, and had almoſt determin'd me to 
undertake a Sea-Voyage. 

Being then that all the Remonſtrances of 
my Siſter could not difſuade me from tra- 
velling, I firſt commenc'd a Journey into 
Italy; and, in obedience to the Orders of 
my Superiour, viſited all the great Churches

Halles in Hainault, where I was obligd to 
perform the Office of Preacher for a Year. 
Afﬀcer which, with the Conſent of my Supe-

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riour , I came into the Country of Arrow, 
from whence I was ſent to Calas, to men-. 
E.  dicate there in time of Herring-ſalting. 
os Being there, I was paſlionately in love 
| + - with hearing the Relations that Maſters of 
Ships gave of their Voyages. Afterwards I 
return'd to our Convent at Biez, by the way 
of Dankirk ; where I us'd oft-times to ſculk 
behind the Doors of Vidtualling-houſes, 
' while the Sea-men were giving Account of 
E- | their Adventures. The Smoke of Tobacco 
E. was diſagreeable to me, and created Pains 
b in my Stomach, while I was thus intent.up- 
on giving ear to their Relations: Yet never- 
theleſs I was very attentive to the Accounts 
_ they gave of their Encounters by . Sea, the * 
Perils they had gone through, and all the. 
Accidents which befel them in their long 
Voyages. This Occupation was fo 'agree- 
able and engaging, that I have ſpent whole |

Days and Nights in it without eating ; for 
I. always came to underſtand fome new 
thing concerning the Cuſtoms and Ways of 
.X Living in remote Places; and concernin 
Wo the Pleaſantneſs, Fertility, and Riches of 
C the Countries where theſe Men had been. 
Thus I fortified my ſelf more and more in 
my ancient Reſolution ; and that I might 
advance ir yer further,, I went Miſſionary 
into moſt part of the Towns of Holland ; 
and ſtopp'd at length at Maftreichr, for eight 
Months together , adminiſtring the Sacra- 
ments to more than Three thouſand wound- 
ed Men : In which Occupation I ventur'd 
many Dangers among the Sick People, DROR

Salvation of Souls, happening then to be 


preſent at the. bloody Battel of Seneffe, / 


where I was buſied in adminiftring Comfort 
to the poor wounded Men : Till at length,

after - having endur'd all manner of Fatigue 
and Toil, and having run the riſque of ex- 


treme Dangers at Steges of Towns in the 
Trenches, and in Fields of Battel, (where I 
never ceas'd to expoſe my felf for the good 
of Mens Souls ) while theſe bloody Men 
were breathing nothing but Slaughter and 
Blood, I happily found my ſelf in a condi- 
tion to fatisfie my firſt Inclination : For I 
then receiv'd Orders of my Superiours to go 
for Rochel, in order to embark in quality of 


Miſſionary for Canada. Within rwo Leagues. 


of that City I perform'd the Fun&ion of 
Curate near two Months ; being invited fo 
to do by the Paſtor of the Place, who had 
occaſion to be abſent from his Charge. But 
afterwards I totally reſign'd my felf-to the 
Providence of God, having commenc'd my 
Paſlage through a long Tra& of Sea, the 
greateſt, perhaps, and the longeſt of any that 
15 in the Ocean. = 

I embark'd then in Company of Mr. Fra»- 
cs de Laval, created then Biſhop of Perree in 
partibus 
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lum, ahd ſince Biſhop of Quebec,

the Capital City of Canada. Then my De- 


ſign of Voyaging receiv'd freſh Augmentati- 
ons : Yet I fſtaid in that Country Four 
Years, and was ſent thence in Mifſion while 
the Abbot of Fexelon, preſent Archbiſhop of 
Cambray, reſided there. , 

T ſhall not here recount the ſeveral Adven- 
tures of our Voyage, nor the Fights we were 
engag'd in with the Ships of Turkey, Tuns, 
and Algiers, who attempted ſeveral times to 


| have taken us; but without ſucceſs. Nor 


ſhall I ſtay to relate our approach to Cape 
Breton, where we beheld with incredible De- 
light the 'Batcel ordinarily fought berwixt 
the Fiſhes call'd E/padons and the Whales, 
their mortal Enemies ; neither am I to de- 
tain my Reader with an account of what 
vaſt Quantities of Fiſh we took at Forty Fa- 
thom Water, upon the Great Bank of New- 
found-Land; or what great Numbers of Ships 


we rencounter'd, that were bound thither 


from different Nations to Fiſh in theſe Places, 
which afford-ſuch infinire Numbers of all 
manner of Fiſhes. Theſe diverting Sights 
were very agreeable to all our Crew, which 
was then about an Hundred Men ftrons, to 
three Fourths of whom I adminiſtred the 
Sacraments, they being Catholicks. I per- 
form'd likewiſe Divine Service every Day 
while the Weather was calm ; and we ſung 
the Itinerary of the Clergy, tranſlated intq 
French Verſe, after. the Evening Prayers. 
Thus we ſweetly paſs'd our Time a-board, 
till at length we arnv'd at Quebec, the Capi-

ſelf to endure the Travail and Fatigue of bx = 
laborious Miſſion. k 


M*'; Francs de Laval, Mſhop of Petree, 
having taken poſſeflion of the Biſhop- 
rick of Quebec, which was conferr'd upon him 
by Pope Clement X. and that contrary tothe 
Sentiments of many Perſons of Quality, who, 
by means of his Preferment, were fruſtrated 
of their own Pretenſions : This Reverend 
Prelate (I ſay) having taken into conſidera- 
tion the Fervency of my Zeal in Preaching 
the Goſpel in my Voyage, my aſfliduous Di- 
ligence in performing Divine Service, and 
the Care I had taken to hinder the: Youn 
Fellows of our Crew from keeping Looſe 
Company with 'the Women and Maids that 
came along with us (for which I had off- 
times been rewarded with Anger and Ha- 
tred; ) theſe Reaſons, and ſuch-like, pro- 
curd me the Favour and Applauſe of this 
Tlluftrious Prelate, he obliging me to Preach 
in Adyent and Lent to the Cloiſter of St. Au- 
guſtin in the Hoſpital of Quebec. 

But in the mean while, all this did not ſa- 
tisfie my natural Inclination : I usd oft- 
times to go ſome Twenty or Thirty Leagues 
off the Town to ſee the Country, wearing a 
little Hood, and making uſe of large Rac- 
kets, without which I had been in _ of 
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falling headlong over fearful Precipices. Some- 

times to eaſe my ſelf a lirtle, I made a great 

Dog I had bronght with me, drag my little 

Baggagealong,: thatT might arrive the ſooner 

at Trois Rivieres , St. Ann, and Cape Tour- 

wente, Bourgrojal, the Point de Levi, and at 
the Iſland of Sr. Laurence, whither I deſigr'd. 
- There I aſſembled together, in one of the 
largeſt Cottages of that Country, as many 

People as I could gather ; after which, I ad- 

mitted them to Confeflion, and to the Holy 

Communion. In the Night-time T had no- 
; thing to cover me but a Cloak ; and ſfomie- 
F - times the Froſt pierc'd to my very Bones, 
Z which oblig'd me ro make a Fire five or ſix 
times in a Night, to prevent-my freezing to 
death. My Commons alſo we very ſhort, 
ſcarce more than to keep me- from ſtarving. 

- In the Summer-ſeafon I was oblig'd, in 
the continuance of my Miſſjon, to travel by 
Canou's, that is, a ſort of little Boats (which 
I ſhall deſcribe hereafter) that rhey make 
uſe of in Lakes and Rivers : Which ſfortwof 
S Contrivance ſucceeded well enough whire 
-- the Water was ſhallow , or about tw$or 
'_ three Foot deep ; But when we came to any 
deeper Place, then the Boat, which was 
round underneath, was .in danger. of over- 
turning, inſomuch that I had certainly pe- 
riſh'd in the Water, had not I taken a cir- 
cumſpect Care of my ſelf. 

However, I found my ſelf oblig'd to tra- 
vel after this manner, for there were no paſ- 
<P Gble Roads in this Country ; it being impol- 
> ' _blecotravelover-land in theſe new ; 


lonies; 


becauſe of that infinirts number of Trees 
and Woods that repleniſh-them an all ſides, 


which muſt needs be cut down or burn'd, 
before any prafticable Way be made.

Heſe Canou's are round underneath, as - 


I ſaid but now, and pointed at the two 
ends, not unlike the YVenerian Gondals ; with- 
out them it Were impoffible to travel in Ame- 
rica, for the*Country is full of vaſt and wide- 
extended Forreſts : Beſides, the impetuous 
Winds ſometimes pluck up the Trees by the 
Roots, and Time it ſelf renverſes great 
numbers of 'em, which tumbling down 
through Age, are hudled ſo one above ano- 
ther, that the Ways are totally embaraſs'd 
and render'd impracticable. 

The Savage Natives are very ingenious in 
making hal Canou's :. They make them of 
the Rinds of Birch-Trees, which they | om 
very neatly off that fort of Trees, they 
being conſiderably bigger than thoſe of Es- 
rope. They betake themſelves to this Work 
generally about the end of Winter, in the vaſt 
Foreſts that lie rowards.the Northern Parts of

"Cedar, about four Fingers broad ; this they 
' furbiſh up with ſmall Poles made ſmooth thar . 
" make the circumference of the Canou; then 
by other Poles going a-croſs about an Inch, or 
an Inch and a half thick, which are very 
{ſmoothly poliſh'd ; theſe they join on both 
ſides to the Bark by ſmall Roots of Trees clo- 
ven in two,not much unlike the Willows that 
we make our Baskets of in Europe. + 
Theſe Canou's have no Rudder as the big- 
ger Shallops have, for they c6ndudt them 
meerly by the force of their Arms with ſome 
{mall Oars ; and can turn'them with an in- 
credible ſwiftnefſs, and dire&t them whither 
they liſt: Thoſe that are accuſtom'd to ma- 
| Nage them, can make 'em go at a wonder- 
ful rate, even'in calm Weather ; but wherr 
the Wind is favourable, they are expedite ro 
a Miracle ; for they then make uſe of lirtle 
| Sails made of the ſame Bark, but thinner than 
that of the Canou's. -As for the Europeans, 
that by long ufage come to be well vers'd in 
this fort of Tackling, they make uſe of about - 
four Ells of Linnen-cloth, hoiſted up on- a 
little Maſt, the foot of which is receiv'd by 
a Hole made.in a ſquare piece of light Wood, 
that isfaſtned betwixt the Ribs and the Bark 
of the Canou's towards the bottom.” 
Thoſe that are well skill'd in managing 
theſe Canou's, may run Thirty, or Thirty 
five Leaguesin a Day _ Rivers,and ſome- 
times more -in Lakes, if the Wind be fayou- 
rable: But ſome of 'em are much bigger than 
others. They carry generally about a Thou- 
ſand pound weight, ſome Twelve _—_—

ther with two Men or Women to fteer them 


whenever I found the opportunity. of a Miſ- 
ſion, I willingly embracd it ; tho' it oblig'd

Other Motives that induc'd the Author more for- 
cibly to undertake this Diſcovery. 


I Was paſlionately zealous, in imitation of 

many Prieſts of my Order, for enlarging 

the Limits of Chriſtianity, and converting 

the barbarous Americans to the Belief of the 

Goſpel : and in purſuance of that Deſign, I 

look'd upon the Employment of a Any 
{fo 


as a moſt Honourable Poſt for me ; fo that 


me to travel more than Twelve hundred 
Leagues off Canada: Yet I perſwaded ſeveral 
to accompany me in my Voyage; and neg- 
leted not any thing that might tend to the 
furtherance of my Deſign. 

Act firſt, for a Trial I was ſent in Miffion 
about a Hundred and twenty Leagues be- 


rence, and arriv'd at length at the brink of a 
Lake call'd by the Natives Ontario, which I 
ſhall defcribe* afterwards. Being there , I 
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16. A New Diſcovery of 
perſwaded ſeveral of the ſavage Barbarians 


to cultivate the Ground, and dreſs ſome 
Wood for building a Lodgeto us. I caus'd 'em 


make a Croſs of an extraordinary heighth 
_ and bigneſs; I caus'd 'em likewiſe build a 


Chapel near to the Lake, and eſtabliſh'd my 
ſelf there, with another of my own Order, by 
Name, Father Luke Buiſſet, whom I had in- 
duc'd to come along with me, and who dy'd 
ſince in our Franciſcan Convent upon the 
Sambre: T ſhall have occaſion afterwards to 
ſpeak of him, for that we cohabited in Ca- 
nada for a long time, and were Fellow-La- 
bourers in our Eſtabliſhment at Catarockouy ; 


which was the Place where we oft-times con- - 


certed the Meaſures of making this Diſco- 
oy I am about to relate. I there gave my 
ſelf much to the reading of Voyages, and en- 
creas'd the Ambition I had to purſue my 
Deſign, from what Light the Savages im- 
parted to us in that matter : In fine, I plain- 
ly perceiv'd by what Relations I had of ſe- 
veral Particulars in different Nations, 'that 
it were not a matter of great difficulty to 
make conſiderable Eſtabliſhments to the 
. South-Eaſt of the great Lakes; and that by 
the conveniency of a great River call'd Hoio, 
whch paſſes through the Country of the Iro- 
quows, a Paſſage might be made 'into the Sea 
at Cape Floride. © E 

While I reſided in that place, I made ſeve- 


ral little Tours, ſometimes with the Inha- 


bitants of Canada, that we had brought along 
to ſettle at our Fort of Catarockouy ; ſome- 
times in company of the Savapes alone, with 

rn whom 
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a Large Country in America. * 17 
whom I convers'd frequently. And as Ifore- 
ſaw. that the -Irequois might become jealous 
and ſuſpicious of our Diſcoveries, I reſolv'd 
to make a Tour. round their Five Cantons z 
and in purſuance of-chis Deſign, threw my 
ſelf among 'em , being. accompany'd only 
with -a Soldier of our Fort, who cravell'd 
with me Seventy Leagnes, or near the Mat- 
, ter, on this Occaſion ; we having our Feet! 
arm'd with large Rackets, co prevent the In- 
jury of the Snow, which abounds in that 
Country in time of Winter. 

I had already acquir'd ſome ſmall Know- 


ledge of the Iroquois Language ; and while I * 


travell'd in cthis manner among them, they 
were ſurpriz'd to ſee me walk in midſt of 
Snow , and lodge my ſelf in the wild Foreſts 
thar their Country is full of, We were bblig'd 
todig Four foot deep into the Snow to make 
Fire at night, afcer having journey'd Ten or 
Twelve Leagues .over-day. Our Shooes 
were made after the Faſhion of thoſe of the 
Natives, but-were not able ro keep ont the 
Snow , which melted as ſoon as our Feet 
couch'd ir, ic havin receiv'd heat from the 
motion of us walking along. We made uſe 
of the Barks of Trees* ro cover us when we 
went tofleep; and were carefully follicitous 
to keep on great Fires to defend us from the 
nipping Colds. In this loneſome Condition 
ſpent we the Nights, waicing the welcome 
return of the Sun, that we might go on in 
our Journey. As for Food,- we had none; 
fave the Indian Corn FREY ſmall, which 
we 
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we diluted with Water to make it go down 
Thus wepaſs'd through the Countries ofthe 
Hornnehioatt and Honnont ages, whogave us a very 


kind reception,and are the moſt Warlike Peo-- 


pleof all cthelroquois. When they ſaw us,they puc 
their Fore-fingers on their Mouths, ſignitying 
the ſurprizal they were in at the troublefom 
and difficult Journey we had made in the 
middle of Winter. Then looking upon'the 


mean' and mortifying Habit of St. Frawes, 


they cry'd aloud, Herchitagon ! that is, Bare- 
foot; anddid with all manner of paffion and 
aſtoniſhment pronounce the Word Garmmoron ; 
intimating, that it muſt needs haye been a 
Buſineſs of great Importance that mdv'd us 
to attempt ſuch a difficult Journey at ſo un- 


- ſeaſonable a time. 


Theſe Savages regal'd us with Elk and 


Veniſon, drefs'd after their own faſhion, which - 
we eat of, and afterwards took leave of 'eni, - 


going further on in our Journey. When we 
departed, we carry'd our Bed-cloaths on out 
Backs, and took wich us a. little Pot to boyl 
their Corn in. We paſs'd through ways 
quite inundated, that would have been abſ. 
lucely impracticable & any European : For 
when we came at vaſt Marſhes and over- 
flowing Brooks , we were oblig'd' to climb 
alorig by the Trees. At length with-much 
difficulty we arriv'd it Garmniekez, or Agniez, 
which is one of the Five Cantons; of; the Iro- 
wis, ſituared about a large Day's Journey 
rom New-Holland ,; calld at preſent New- 
Xrk : Being there, we were forc'd to _ 
, ' ON 
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ſon our Idjan Corn, (which we had us'd to 
bruize betwixt two Stones) with little Frogs 
that the Natives gather'd in the Meads to- 
wards Eafter, when the Snow was all gone. 
We ftay'd ſome time in this Kingdom, 
lodging with a Feſuirethat had been born at 
Loon, to tranſcribe an Troquieſe Dictionary; 
When the Weather began to be more favour- 


able, we chanc'd one day to meet with three. . 


Dutch-men on Horſe-back , who had come 
thither to treat about the Beavers: They 
were ſent and order d thither by Major 4n- 
drews, the Man who ſubdu'd Boſton and 
New-York to the King of England , and is at 
preſent Governour of Virginia. | 
'Theſe Gentlemen 'alighred from their 
Horſes, that we might mount em, taking us 
along with them to New-Orange to be regal'd. 
So ſoon as they heard me ſpeak Dutch, they 
teſtifi'd a great deal of Friendſhip to me, and 


told me they had read ſeveral Hiſtories of the 


Diſcoveries made by thoſe of our Franciſcan 
Order in the Northern Parts of America, but 
had never before ſeen any wear the Habit in. 
theſe Countries as we did. They likewiſe 
expreſs'd great Gladneſs to ſee me abiding a- 
mong them, for the Spiritual Comfort and Ad- 
vantage of many Catholicks who had come 
from our Netherlands, and ſetled there: AndTI 
ſhould very willingly have yielded to their 
Intreaties in reſiding there, but that T was 
afraid of giving any umbrage to the 7eluites, 
who had receiv'd me very kindiy ; and be- 


ſides, was aware of offending the Colony of + 


Canada, becauſe of the Commerce they had

A Deſcription of the Fort Cararockouy, cal 
© fence Frontenac. T 


His Fort is fi BESEY a Hundred Leagues 
from Quehec (the Capital City of Ce- 
nada) up the River Sr. Laurence Southwards. 
It is built near co the Place whey the hr 


Ontario (which is as much'as to ſay,the prer 
Lake) diſcharges it ſelf.” It was ſurrounded 
with a Rampart, great Stakes and Paliſado's, 
d- four Baſtions; 'by the Order of Count 
romtenac , Governour-General of Canada. 
They found ic neceffary to byild this Fort | 
for a Ruiwark againſt the Excurſions of the 
Irequeis, and to interrupt the. Trade of Skins 
that theſe Savages maintain with the Inhabl- 
i of New-York, and the Hollanders, Who 
have form'd a New Colony there ; for they 
furniſh the Savages with . Commodities" at 
cheaper Rates than the French of Canada,  *. 
The Irequots are an inſolent and barbarous 
Nation, that hasſhed the Blood of niore than 
Two millions of. Souls in that vaſt-extended 
. Gountry. _ "They never ceaſe from ww 
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a Large 


Repoſe of the Ewopeans, unlcf it be for 
of their Arms: For they entertain no 
Commerce with them, fave in the Merchan- 
diſe-Goods they ftand in need of, and in 
Fire-Arms, which they buy on purpoſe to 
uſe againſt their Neighbours ; and by the 
means of which, they have compaſs'd the 
Deſtruction of an infinite Number of People, 
extending their bloody Conqueſts above 5 or 
600 Leagues beyond their own Precincts, and 
exterminating whatever Nations they hate. 
This Fort, which at firft was only ſur- 
rounded with Stakes, Palifado's, and earthen 
Ramparts ; has been cnlarg'd fince-the com- 


mencement of my Miffion into theſe Coun- 


tries, to the circumference of Three hundred 
and ſixty Toiſes (cach of theſe being fix 


Foot in length) and- js now adorn'd with. 


Free-Stone, which they find naturally. po- 
liſh'd by the ſhock of the Water upon the 
brink of the Lake Ontario or Frontenac. They 
wrought at this Fort with fo much diiigence 
and p04 that in two Years time rt 
was adyanc'd to this perfection, by the Care 
and Condad of Sieur-Cavelier dela Salle, who 
was a Norman born; a Man of great Conduct 
and profound Policy. He oft-rimes preren- 
ded to me, that he was a Parifian BY Birth, 


thinking thereby to engage the Father Lake 


Buiſſjet before-mention'd , 'and me, * to put 
more confidence 1n tim :- For he had eaſily 
remark'd from our ordinary Converſation, 


that the Flemiſh, and ſeveral other Nations, 


are prone to be jealous of the Normans. 1 
am fenſible that there are Men of Honour 
ana C49 _ — agd 
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and .Probity in Normandy, as well as el{e- 
where ; but nevertheleſs it is certain, that 
other Nations are generally more free, and 
lefs fly and intriguing, than the InhaÞitants 
of that Province of France. 
This Fort Frontenac. lies to the North- 
ward of this Lake, near to its Month, where 
it exoners it ſelf; and is fituated in a Penin- 
fula, of which the Ifhmmws is digg'd into a 
Ditch. - On the other ſide, it has partly the 
Brink of the Lake ſurrounding it, partly a 
pretty fort of a natural Mould , where all 
manner of Ships may ride ſafely. 
The Situation of this Fort is fo advanta- 
geous, that they can eaſily prevent the Sallies 
and Returns of the Iroquozx; and in the ſpace

With theſe Barques in a very little time they 
can convey themſelves to the South-ſide of the 
Lake, and pillage (if it be needful) the Coun- 
try of the7/onnontouans,whoarethe moſt nume-

manure a great deal of Ground for ſowing 
their 1»dian Corn upon , of which they reap 
ordinari:y in one Harveſt as inuch. as ſerves 
*'em for two Years: Then they put it in- 
to Caves digg'd in the Earth , . and 'cover'd 
after ſuch a manner, that no Rain can gome

'The Ground which les along the Brink of

| Years and a half that I refided there in 4/-

Acres of it. Both the India» and European * 


Corns, Pulfe, Pot-Herbs; Gourds, and Water- 
Melons, ſucceeded very well. Ir is true in- 
deed, that at firſt the Corns were much 


ſpoil by Graſhoppers ; but this is a thing that | 


ppens in all the Parts of Cazeda at ghe firſt 
Cultivating the Ground, by reafon of the 
extream Humidity of all that Country. The 


firſt Planters we fent thither, bred up Poul- 


try there, and tranſported with them Hor- 
ned Beafts, which multiply'd there very fuc- 
celsfully. They have comely proper "Trees, 
fit for building of Houſes 'or _. Their 
Winter is by Three Months ſhorter than at 
Canada. In fine, we have all reafon 10 hope, 
that. e're long a conſiderable Colony ſhall 
be erected in that Place. When I undertook 


my great Voyage, I left there about Fifreen 


or. Sixteen Families together , with Father 
Lake Buiſſet a Recollet, with whom 1 had us'd 
to adminiſter the Sacraments in the Chapel 
of that Ferr. as 
While the Brink of the Lake was frozen, I 
walk'd upon the Ice to an Iogaris Village, 
call'd Ganneou/e near to Kewte, about nine 
Leagues off the Fort, in company of the 
Sieur de 1a Sale above-mention'd. Theſe. 
' Savages preſented us with the Fleſh of Elks 
and FRE, which we fed upon.  Aﬀter 
havigg diſcoursd them ſome rime; we re- 
turn'd, bringing with us a conſiderable num-

Year. His deſign wasto curb and keep under 
the Iroquois, and eſpecially the Tſownontouans, 
who are the moſt numerous People, and rhe 
moſt given to War of all chat Nation. In fine, 
ſuch a Fort as this might eaſily have inter- 
rupted the Commerce betwixrt theſe People 
and the Engliſh and Dutch in New-York. Their 
cuſtom is to carry to NewYerk the Skins of Elks, 


Beavers, and ſeveral ſorts of Beaſts, which they 


hunt. and ſeek after ſome 2 or 300 Leagues 
- from their own home. Now they being ob- 
lig'd topaſs and repaſs near to this mouth-of

The 
Country which borders upon this moſt a- 
greeable and charming Streight, is a pleaſant 
Champain Country, as I ſhall relate afrer- 
wards. All theſe different Rivers, which 


are cloath'd with fo many different Denomi- . 


nations, are nothing elſe but the continuation 
of the great River Sr. Laurence ; and this Lake 
St. Claire is form'd by the fame. - 


CHAP. IX. 
A Deſcription of the Lake Huron. 


He Lake Huron was ſo: calld by the Peo- 
ple of Canada, becauſe the Savage Hu- 
revs, who inhabited che adjacent Country, 
usd to have their Hair fo burn'd, 
Head reſembled the Head of a Wild Boar. 
The Savages themſelves call'd it the Lake 
EKaregnondy, Heretofore - Hur ons liv'd _=_ 
tus 
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this Lake, but they have been in a great mea- 
{ure deſtroy'd by the Iroquoz. . 

The circumference of this Lake may be 
reckon'd to be about Seven hundred Leagues, 
and its length two hundred ; but thebreadth is 
very unequal. To the Weſt of it near its mouth 
it ſurrounds ſeveral great Iſlands, and is na- 
vigable all over: Betrwixt this Lake and that 
of the 1/inoz, we meet with another Streight 
which diſcharges it ſelf into this Lake, being 
about Three Leagues long, and one broad, its 
courſe running Weſt-North-Weſt. _ . 
| There 15 yet another Streight or narrow. 
Canal towards the upper Lake (that runs in- 
to this of Huron) about Five Leagues broad, 
and Fifteen Leagues long,which is interrupted 
by ſeveral Iſlands, and becomes narrower by 

*tyll it comes at the- Fall of Sr. 
This Fall is a Precipice full of Rocks, ovec 
which the Water of the upper Lake, which 
flows thither in great abundance, caſts it felf 
with a moſt violent impetuofiry : Notwith- 
ſtanding which, a Canow may go up it on 
one ſide, - provided the People in it row 
ſtrongly. Burt the ſafer way is to carry 
' the Canow over-land for fo little ſpace, 
rogether with the -Commodities that thoſe 
of Canads carry thither to exchange with 
the Savages that live to the Northward 
of the upper Lake. This Fall is call'd the 
Fall of Sr. Mary Miſſlimakinak. It lies by 
the mouth of the upper Lake, and diſcharges 
it ſelf partly into the mouth of the Lake 1- 


linois towards the great Bay of Puants; all 
which 
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A Deſcription of the Lake cald by the Savages 'I 
Illinouack, and by the French Illinois. - 


He Lake DImcis,, in the Natives Lan- 
guage , ſignifies the Lake of Men; =» 

for the word [limes ſignifies a Man of full 
Age in the yigour of his Strength. It 
lies to the Weſt of the Lake Huron toward 
the North, and is about a Hundred and 
twenty, or a hundred and thirty Leagues in 
length, and Forty in breadth, being in circuie 
about Four hundred Leagues. Ir is call'd by 
the Aramis, Miſchigonong, that is, The Great _— 
Lake. It extends it ſelf from North to South, ol 
and falls into the Souchern-ſide of the Lake 
Huron; and is diſtant from the upper Lake 
about- Fifteen or Sixteen Leagues, its Source 
lies near a River which the Iroquois call 
Hohio, where the River Miamis diſcharges it 
If into the ſame Lake. 
It is navigable all over, and hasto the 
Weſtward a great Bay call'd the Bay of 
Puans, by reaſon that the Savages who now 
inhabit the Land ſurrounding this Bay, had 
deſerted their former Habitation, becauſe 
of ſome ſtinking (in French Puans) Waters tos 
wards the Sea that annoy'd them. 
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CHAP. XI. 
A ſbort Deſcription of the Upper Lake. 


THis Superiour Iake runs from Eaſt to 
Weſt, and may have more than a Hun-lil 
- dred and fifty Leagues in length, Sixty in « 
FP breadth, and Five hundred in circuit. Wene-| * 
Db ver went quite over it, as wedid over all the 
others I've hitherto mention'd ; but we ſoun- 
ded ſome of its greateſt Depths, and itreſem-E / 
bles the Ocean, having neither.Bottom nor 
Banks. | 
I ſhall not here ſtay to mention the infinice 
numbers of Rivers that diſcharge themſelves 
into this prodigious Lake , which together 
with that of 1//;»ois, and the Rivers that are 
fwallow'd in them, make up the Source o 
Es that great River Sr. Lawrence,-which runs in- 
20 to the Ocean at the Iſland of Aſſumption to- 
FM wards New-found-land, We travell'd upon 
this River about Six hundred Leagues from 
its mouth to its Source. 
T've already obſerv'd, That all theſe Lakes 
may well be calld Freſh-water Seas. They 
abound extreamly in White Fiſh greater than 
Carps, which are extraordinary good ; nay, 
at Twenty or Thirty Fathofn Water, there 
are Salmon-Trouts taken of Fifty or Sixty 
pound weight. It wereeaſie to build on the 
ſides of thele great Lakes, an infinite number 
of conſiderable Towns, which might have 
Communication one with another by Navi- -. 
\gationW-. * 
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and by an inconceivable Commerce which 
would eſtabliſh ir ſelf among 'em. And to 
be ſure the: Soil, if cultivated by Exroptanc, 
would prove very fertile. Thoſe that can 
conceive the Largeneſs and Beauty of theſe 
Lakes, may eaſily underſtand, by the help of 
our Map, what courſe we ſteer'd in making 
he great Diſcovery hereafter mention'd.

What, is the Predominant Genius of the Inhabi- - 
rants of Canada. 


TJ He Spaniards were the firſt who diſcoyer'd 

Canada ; but at their firſt arrival, having 
found nothing conſiderable in it, they aban- 
don'd the Country, and call'd it Capo 


, di Nada; that is, 4 Cape of- Nothing ; hence 


by corruption ſprung the Word Canada, which 
we uſe in all our Maps, 

Since I left that Country, I underſtand 
that all things continue very near as they 
were whilſt I refided there. Thoſe who 
have the Government of Canada commited 
to their Care, are mov'd with ſuch a ma- 
lignant Spirit, as obliges all who do not ap- 
prove their Deſign, to moan ſecretly. before 
God. Men of Probity that are zealous for Re- 
ligion, find nothing there of what they expe- 
&ed; but, on the contrary, ſuch{Repulſes and 
and ill Uſage, that no. body could have 
foreſeen. Several reſort thither, with a de- 
2 D 3 ſign 
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ſign to Sacrifice their Repoſe and Life, to 
the Temporal and Spiritual Succour of an 
Infant-Church ; but the loſs of Reputation 
and Honour, are the Sacrifices they're ob- 
lig:d ro make. Others go thither in the 
hopes of ſpending their Lives -in Peace 
and perfe& Concord ; whereas they meet 
with nothing but Jarrs , - Diviſions, and a 
Sea of Troubles. Inlieu of their fair Hopes, 
they reap nothing but Croſſes and Perſecu- 
tion ; and all for not pleaſing the Humours 
of Two or Three Men, who are the over- 
| ruling Wits of that Country. What an im- 
| menſe diſtance there is betwixt the Hu- 
mour of theſe Men, and our Flemiſh Since- 
rity ! I mean that Candour and Evenneſs of 
Mind which make up the true Character 
- a Chriſtian, and is obſerv'd every where 
elle. SD, 
- But without entring farther into any Par- 
ticulars, I leave the Judgment of all unto 
b- | God ; and {hall only fay, that we who are 
E Flemings by Bir th, went to Canada without 
A any orher private Deſign, having renounc'd 
our Native Country ' meerly for che Service 
of our Religion, after having quitted all ocher 
Enjoyments for embracing a Religious Pro- 
teflon. And therefore ic was not a ſmall 
Surprize to ns, upon our arrival in that | 
Country, to fee our Sincerity and Upright- 
_ neſs of Heart fo forrily entertain'd. There 
2 is a certain ſort of People, to whom eve- 
"F ry thing is ſuſpicions, and whom ir is im- 
poſlible to retrieve from'under the firſt Im- 
preflions” they've receivid.. Though a Man 
FE were 
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were never ſo complaiſant, yet--if he be 
not -altogether of their Stamp, or if he en- 
deavours. to repreſent Things fairly and ra- 
tionally unto. them , tho' with wiſe and 
foft Remonſtrances, yet ſhall he paſs amon 
*em for a Fellow of a turbulent Spirit. Suc 
Condud as this, does not ſavour of Chriſtia- 
nity, nor beſpeaks any other Proſpe& than 
that of temporal Intereſt.” This Conſidera- 
tion mov'd me oft-times to ſay to the Three 
Flemiſh Monks I had brought to Canada with 
me, That it had been much berter for us who 
had quitted all our Enjoyments, and ex- 
chang'd them for the .Poverty of a Mona- 
ſtick Life, to have gone in Mifhon among 
Strangers, to preach Repenrance to Infidels, 
and propagate the Kingdom of our Saviour 
among the barbarous Nations.  - 
And indeed kind Providence ſeconded my 
Good Intentions ; for the Reverend Father 
Germain Allart Recolle&, late Biſhop of Yence 
in Provence, ſent me Orders to undertake 
the Diſcovery which I am about to relate. 
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CHA P.-XIM.: 
A Deſcription of my fr ft Imbarkment in a Canow

Remain'd Two Years and a half at Fort 

Frontenac, .till I ſaw perfeted the Houſe 
of Mifſion that Father Luke Buiſſet and I had 
caus'd to be built there. This engag'd us in 
Travels, which inſeparably attend New Eſta- 
bliſhments. - Accordingly we went in a Ca- 
now down the River Sr. Laurence ; and after 
a Hundred and twenty Leagues failing, ar- 
riv'd at Quebec, where I retird into the Re- 
colles Convent of St. Mary, in order to pre- 
pare and ſanctifie my ſelf for commencing 
this Diſcovery. WD 

And indeed IT muſt frankly own , that 
when at the foot of the Croſs I pentively con- 
ſider'd this important Miſhon, weighing it 
in the Scales of Human Reaſon, and meaſu- 
ring the weight of ics Difficulties by Human 
Force, it Gan a.together terrible raſh 
and inconfiderable : But when I look'd up 
to GOD, and view'd it as an effet: of 
his Goodneſs, in chuſing me for ſo great 'a 
Work, and as his Commandment Hirefted 
to.me by the mouth of my Superiours, - who 


are the Inſtruments and Interpreters of his 


Wiil unto me: Theſe Thoughts, I ſay, pre- 
ſently infpird me with Courage and Reſo- 
lution

_ T perſwaded my ſelf, that firice it was the 
uliar Work of God, to aperi the hard 
earts Of that barbarous People, to whom I 
was fetit to publiſh the Glad Tidings of his 
Goſpel, it were as eaſie for Him to com- 
paſs it by a feeble, Inſtrument, ſuch as I 
was, as by the moſt worthy Perſon in the 
World. . 

Having thus prepar'd my ſelf for the Voy- 
age of my Miſſion, and ſeeing that thoſe who 
were expected from Europe to bear part inthis 
Diſcovery were now arriv'd ; that the Pilot, 
Seamen, and Ship-Carpenters were in readi- 
neſs, and that the Arms, Goods, and Rigging 
for the Ships were all at hand ; I took with 
me from our Convent a portable Chapel all 
compleat for my ſelf, and afterwards went 
and receiv'd the Benediction of the Biſhop 
of Quebec, together with his Approbation 
in Writing; which I likewiſe receiv'd of 
Count Frontenac, who was a Man that te- 
ſtify'd a great deal of - Aﬀection for our F'e- 
iſh Recolleds, becauſe of our Candour and 
Ingeauity ; and who was pleas'd to give pub- 
lick Teftimony to the Generofiry of my Un- 
dertaking, while we were ſet at Table. 

In fine, I embark'd in a litcle Canow made 
of the Barks of Birch-Frees, carrying no- 
thing along with me fave my portable Cha- 
pel, one Covering, and a Matt of Ruſhes, 
which was to ſerve me for Bed and Quilt 
and this was the whole of my Equipage. It 
was concerted fo, that I ſhould go © _

ware. their Aﬀairs with ſpeed. The Inha- 
bitants of Canada, upon both ſides the River 
of St. Lawrence, betwixt Quebec and Monreal, 
entreated -me to- officiate among them, and 
adminiſter the Sacraments : For they could 
not aflift at Divine Service oftner than five 


or ſix times a Year, becauſe there were only 


. Four Miſſionaries for the extent of Fifty 


nes. | 
I Baptiz'd a Child at a certain Place call'd 
Sr. Hour, and acquainted the abſent Miflio- 
nary of- the Place with the fame ; which . 
done, I continu'd my Voyage; and as I 
paſs'd by Harpentinie, the Lord of the Place, 
of one of the ancienteſt Families in Canada, 
would have ſent one of his Sons to voyage 
along with me ; but the Canow was too nar- 
row tor Four Perſons. At length I arrivd 
at Trois Rivieres, which is a Town only ſur- 
rounded with Paliſado's, lying about Thirty 
Leagues higher than Quebec. Not meeting 
there Father Sixte a Recollet-Miffionary, who 
was gone from thence in Miflion, the Inha- 
bitants beſeech'd me to preach: and perform 
Divine Service on the Firſt of Oftober. The 
next day, the Sieur Boniver, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral anpwn 3 of that Place, convey'& me a 
_— up the River Sr. Laurence. 

e moſt Jaudable Enterprizes are oft-times 
retarded by ſurprizing and unexpeted Ob- 
ſtacles; for when I arriv'd at Monreal, they 
debauch'd and entic'd away my Two Boat- 
men ; ſo that IT. was forc'd to take advan- 
tage of an offer which Two other when

In going up the River, as I paſs'd the Lake 
of St. Lowis, a little above the Iſle of Monreal, 
which is about Twenty five Leagues round, 
I obſerv'd that this River Sr. Lawrence divides 
it ſelf into Two Branches; of which one 
leads to, the ancient Country of the Hurons, 
- the Outaouatts, and ſeveral other Nations ſi- 
tuate to the Northward ; and the other to 
the Country of the Iroquus. We went up 
this laſt for about Sixty Leagues, in moſt ra- 
pid and horrible Currents, full of great 
Rocks, where the noiſe of the Water roars 
night and day like Thunder; for Three or 
Four Leagues together. All which does nor 
hinder the Boatmen and their Canow's torun 
down among theſe huge Rocks with a ſwif- 
neſs fo great, that thoſe who are in the Ca- 
now are quite blinded. "They generally car- 
ry Elks-Claws' and Skins which they ex- 
change for other Goods, with the Savages 
of that Country. | 

I ſhall not offer to-give any circumſtantial 
account of the Accidents that befel me, 
which are inſeparable Companions of - all 
great Voyages : What is needful tobe faid is,

Tents of the Fleſh of Elks, and Roe-bucks; 
in lieu of which we gave 'em little Knives 
and ſome .Tobacco, which we had for that- 
purpoſe. Theſe Savages, when they re- 
fleted upon- our deſigned Voyage, us'd-to 
clap their Four fingers on their Mouths (as 
they generally do when touch'd with the 
Admiration of any thing they cannot com- 
prehend) cry'd aloud, Orchitagon, Gannoron ! 
that is, Bare-Feet, what ye are about to under- 
take, us of great Importante. They added, 
That their moſt valiant Adventurers had 
much ado to extricate theniſelves out of the 
hands of thoſe barbarous Nations we were 
going to viſit. It is certain, that the o- 
gquois had a moſt tender Reſpet for the 
Franciſcan Monks , having obſerv'd them to 
ive all in common, with out reſerving any 
particular Poſſeflions. | h: 
The Food of the Iroquow is in common a- 
mong *em. The ancienteſt Women in the 
Houſe diſtributes about to the other Perſons 
in the Family according to their Age. When 
they ſit at their Meals, they give freely to 
eat unto all that come into their Houſes ; 
for they would rather chuſe to faſt for a whole 
Day, than ſuffer any one to go from their 
Houſes, without offering them a ſhare of all 


they had. |} 


_ The Sieurde1a Salle arriv'd at the Fort ſome 


_ time after me: God preſerv'd him (as he did 


me) from the infinite Dangers he was ex- 
- | pos'd 
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'd to in this great Voyage betwixt Quebec 
pa the Fort, having aſd the long coun 
mention'd laſt, and ſeveral other moſt rapid 
Currents in his way thither. The fame Year 
he ſent off Fifteen of our Boat-men, who. 
were to go before us. They made as if they 
had been going in their Canow towards the 
[linois, and the other Neighbouring Nations 
that border upon the River call'd by the 1/4- 
mois, Meſchaſipi ; that is, @ great River; which 
Name it has in the Map. All this was only 
to ſecure to us a good Correſpondence with: 
the Savages, and- to prepare for us in that: 
Country ſome Proviſions, and other Neceſ-- 
faries, for going about this Diſcovery. But: 
there. being among them ſome villainous 
Fellows, they ſtopp'd in the upper Lake at 
Miſlimakinak, and diverted themſelves with 
the Savages that live to the Northward of 
that Lake, laviſhing and ſquandering away 
the beſt of the Commodities they had taken 
with 'em , inſtead of providing ſuch Things 
as were needful for building a Ship, which 
we neceſſarily wanted for paſling from Lake 
to Lake to the River Meſchaſipi.

at Fort Frontenat, and after out mutual 
Embraces and Expreflions of Brotherly and 
Chriſtian ' Chariry, T embark'd in a Brigan- 


tine of about Ten Tuns. The Winds and 


the Cold of the Autumn were then very vio- 
lent, infomuch that our Crew was afraid to 
gointo fo little a Veſſel. Thisoblig'd us and 
the Sieur de 1a Motte our Commander, to di- 
re& our courſe Northwards, to ſhelter our 


ſelves under the Coaſt, againſt the North- 


Weſt Wind, which otherwiſe would have 
forc'd us upon the Southern Coaſt of rhe 
Lake. This Voyage prov'd very difficult and 
dangerous, becauſe of che unſeaſonable time 
the Winter being near at hand. fs 

On the 26th, we were in great danger 
about Two large Leagues off the Land, where 
we were oblig'd to lie at an Anchor all that 
Night at Sixty Fathom Water and above; but 
at length the Wind. turning North-Eaſt, we 
| ſet out, and arriv'd ſafely at che further end of 


the Lake Ontario, call'd by the Iroquois Skama-' 


dario. We came pretty-near to one of their 
Villages call'd Tajajagon, lying abour Seventy

We barter'd ſome Þdian Corn with the 


Iroquoz, who could not' admire us enough; 
and came frequently to ſee us on board our 
Brigantine, which for our greater ſecurity, 
we had brought toan Anchor into a River, 
tho' before we could get in, we run a> 
ground three times, which oblig'd us to put 
Fourteen Men into Canows, and caſt the Ba- 
laſt of our Ship over-board to ger her off a- 
pu "That River falls into the Lake; bur 


or fear of being frozen up therein, we were' 


forc'd to cut the \Ice with Axes and other 
Inſtruments. | 

The Wind turning then contrary, we were 
oblig'd to tarry there till the 1 5th of December, 


1578, that we ſail'd from the Northern Coaſt 


to the Southern, where the River Niagara 
runs into the Lake; but could not reach it 
that Day, tho' it is but Fifreen or Sixteen 


Leagues diſtant, and therefore caſt Anchor - 
within Five Leagues of the Shore, where we . 


had very bad Weather all the Night long. 
On the 6th, being St. Nichclas's Day, we 

got into the fine River Niagara, into which 

never any ſuch Ship as ours enter'd before. 


We ſung there Te Deum, and*ther Prayers, 


to return our Thanks to God Almigity for 
our proſperous Voyage. The Iroquox Tjon- 
nontouans inhabiting the lictle Village, fituared 
at the mourh of theRiver, took above Three 
hundred White Fiſhes bigger than Carps, 
which are the beſt reliſhing as well as the 
wholeſomelt Fiſh in the World, They pre-

their Good Luck to our Arrival. They were 
much furpriz'd at ourShip, which they call'd 
the great wooden Canow. | 
On the 7th, we went in a Canow two 
. Leagues up the River, to look for a conve- 
nient Place for Building ; but not being able 
to.get the Canow farther up, becauſe the 
_ Current was too rapid for .us to maſter, we 
went over-land about three Leagues higher, 
tho' we found no Land fit for culture. We

Monſieur de la Merte, who had the DireQion 
of them, being not able to endure the F1- 
tigues of ſo laborious a Life, gave over his 
Detign, and return'd to Canada,having about 
ewo hundred Leagues to travel. 
The 12th, 13th, and 14th, the Wind wa 
not favourable enough to ſail up the River 
as far at'the rapid -Current above ment 
 on'd, where we had reſolv'd to 'build'fome 
Houſes. ” 


W hoſoever conſiders our Map, ny 
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ſee, that this New Enterprize of. buil- 
ding a Fort and ſome Houſes on the River 

Niagara, beſides the Fort of Frontenac, was 
like to give Jealouſie to the Iroquoxs, and even \.- 
to the Engliſh, who live 1n this Neighbour- ' 
hood , and have a great Commerce with 
them. Therefore ro prevent the ill Conſe- 
quences of it, it was thought fit to ſend art

ous heighth, lying by the rapid Currents we 
| havealfeady mention'd. The 17th, x8th, and 
19th,we were buſie in making a Cabin with 
Paliſado's, to ſerve for a Magazine; but the 
Ground was ſe frozen, that we were forc'd to 
throw ſeveral times boiling Water over it to 
drive-in and beat deep the Stakes. The 2cth, 
21ſt, 22d, and 23d, our Ship was in great 3}

| An Account of the Embaſſie to the Iroquis Tſon-_ 


NONn tOUAans. ; - 


NT Ng being the -moſt nume- 
rous Nation of that Country, it was 
requiſite to avoid giving them any man- 
ner of ſuſpicion; and in order thereto, we 
thought fit to -prepoſſeſs thoſe of the little 
Village of N;agars witha favourable Opinion 
of our Deſign: We told them, that we'did 
not intend to build a Fort on the Bank of 
their River Niagara, but only a great Hanger, 


or Store-houſe, to keep the Commodities we 


had brought to ſupply their Occaſions. We 
accompany'd our Diſcourſe with ſome ſmall 
Preſents, and told them that we ſhould re- 
main with them, whilſt Six or Seven of us 
would go to the great Village of the Tſonnon- 
ztouans, to treat with their Chief Captains. 


And truly it was abſolutely neceſſary to go 


thicher, to remove the Suſpicion the Enemies 

of our Diſcovery had ſuggeſted to that Peo- 

ple concerning our Deſigns. _ 
As I was building a little Cabin of Bark, 


co perform Divine Service therein, M. de 1a. 


Motte, who was {till with us, defir'd me to 
accompany him in his Embaflie, which 1 was 
very unwilling to comply with; and there- 
fore intreated him to ſufter me to ſtay there 


with the greater number of our Men. ' But 


notwithſtanding the Arguments I us'd, i

told me that he' was refoly'd to take along 
with him 75 Menout of 16 that we were in 
all ; that I underſtood in a manner the Lan-* 
gt x So their Nation, having been often in 
Kon ence with them at the Fort of Frontenac; 
-that'the Glory of God was concern'd in this 
Undertaking ; that he would not truſt thoſe - 
that were to accompany him ; and in ſhort, 
that if our Enterprize ſhould miſcarry upon 
that account , the blame would lie at my 
door. Theſe, with ſome other ſecret Rea- 
ſons, oblig'd me to comply with his Deſire, 
and to follow him. 

| We travell'd with Shooes made after the 
Indian way,ofa ſingle Skin,but without Soles, 
becauſe the Earth was ſtill coverd with 
Snow ,, and paſt through Foreſts for thirty 
two Leagues together, carrying upon our 
Backs our Coverings and other Baggage, ly- 
ing often in open Field, and having with us 
no other Food but ſome roaſted Indian Corn: ' 
*Tis true, we met upon our Road ſome Tro- 
quoss a Hunting, who gave us ſome Wild- 
Goats, and fifteen or ſixteen Black Squirrels, 
which are excellent Meat. However, after 
five Days march, we came to Tegarondies, a 
great Village of the Iroquois T/onnontouans, and 
were immediately carry'd to the Cabinof 
their Principal Chief., where Women and 
Children flock'd: to ſee. us, our Men being 
very well dreſs'd and arm'd. -An old Man 
having according to cuſtom made publick 
Cries, to give fiotice of our arrival to their - 
Village, the younger ' Savages waſh'd our 
Feer, which afterwards they rubb'd, over 
E 3 with 
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with the Greaſe of Deers, Wild-Goats, and 
other Beaſts, and the Oil of Bears. 
4 The next Day, we wngh> the Firſt of WM 
ear 1679, after the ordinary Service, 
—_ in a little Chapel made of Barks ol if * 
rees, in preſence of Two Jeſuites, viz. Fa- 
ther Garnier and Refeix ; and afterwards wg 
had a Conference with 42 Old Men, who 
make up their Council. Theſe Savages are 
for the moſt part tall, and very well ſhap'd, 
cover'd with a ſort of Robe made of Bea- 
vers and WolyessSkins, or of Black Squir- 
rels, holding a Pipe or Calumet in their 
Hands. The Senators of Venice do not ap- 
pear with a graver Countenance, and per- 
haps don't ſpeak with more Majeſty and So- 


lidity, than thoſe ancient Irequois. 


This Nation is the moſt cruel and barba- 
rous of all America, eſpecially to their Slaves, 
whom they take above two or three hundred 
Leagues from their Country, as I ſhall ſhow 
in my Second Volume ; however, I muſt do 
them the Juſtice to obſerve ,- that 'they have 
many good Qualities ; and that - they love 
the Europeans, to whom they {ell their Com- 


 modities at very. reaſonable Rates. They 


have a mortal Hatred for thoſe, who being 
too ſelf-interefted and covetous , . are al- 
ways endeavouring to inrich taemſalves to 
the Prejudice of others. Their chief Com- 
motlities arg Beavers Skins, which they bring 
from above 2 hundred and fifty Leagues « 

their Habications, to exchapge ther with the 
Enghiſh and Dutch, whom ny affectionate 
more than the Inhabicants. of gas Hor

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' their Commiadines cheaper. . 


One; of our own Men, nam'd Anthony 
Broſſard, who. underſtood very well the Lan- 


+. guage of the Iroqudis, and therefore 'was In- 
*rerpreter, to M. de he Motte, told their Af- 


lembly, . 

Firſt, That we were come to pay them 
a Viſit, and ſmoak with them in their Pipes, 
a Ceremony which I ſhall deſcribe anon : 
And then we deliver'd our Prefents, con- 
filting of Axes, . Knives, a great Collar of 
White and Blue Porcelain, with ſome 
Cloaks. We made Preſents upon every Point 
we propos'd to them, of the ſame nature as 
the former. 7 | 

Secondly, We delſird them, in the next 
place, to give notice to the Five Can- 
ronsof their .Nation, that we were about to 
build a Ship, or great woodden Canow, a- 
bove the great Fall of the River Niagara, to 
go and fetch Ewopean Commodities by a 
more convenient way than the ordinary, by 
the River St. Lawrence , whoſe rapid Cur- 
rents make it dangerous and long ; and that 
by theſe means we ſhould afford them our 
Commodiries cheaper than the Engliſh and 
Dutch of —_ and New-York. . 'This Pre- 
tence was 19us <nOugh, and very well 
contriv'd to- engage that  barbarous Nation 
20 extirpate the - Engliſh and Dutch out of 
America : For they ſuffer the Europeans a- 
among them only tor the Fear they have of 
them, or elſe for the Profit they make in

E 4 Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, We told them farther, that we 
ſhould provide them at the River Niagara 
with a Blackſmith and a Gunſmith' to mend 
their Guns, Axes, &c. having no body a- 
mong them that underſtood that Trade, and 
that for the conveniency of their whole Na- 
tion, we would ſettle thoſe Workmen on the 
Lake of Ontario, at the Mouth of the River 
Niagara, We threw again amongſt them 
ſeven or eight Cloaks, and ſome Pieces of 
fine Cloth, which they cover themſelves 
with from the Waſte to the Knees. - This 
was in order to engage them on our fide, 
and prevent their giving ear to any who 
might ſuggeſt ill things of us, entreating them 
firlt to acquaint us with the Reports that 
ſhould be made unto them to our Preju- 
dice, before they yielded their Belief to the 
ſame. erp res LO 
We added many other Reaſons which we 
thought proper to perſwade them to favour 
our Deſign. The Preſents we made unto 
them, either in Cloth or Iron, were worth 
above 400 Livres, beſides ſome other Emro- 
fean Commodities very ſcarce in that Coun- 
try : For the beſt Reaſons in the World are 
not liſtned to amongſt them, unleſs they are 
enforc'd with Preſents. dp.” 
| I forgot to obſerve, that before our Inter- 
preter began to talk/of theſe matters with the 
Council, ' M. de 12 Morte order'd him to tell 
the Ircquos, That he would enter into no 
Particulars in preſence of Father Garnier a 
Jefuite, whom he much ſuſpected : ' Where- 
upon the Old. Senators oider'd the faid jg 
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a Large Country-in Araerica, 57 
ther to withdraw. As I had a great Reſpe&t 
for him, T went out likewiſe hes t of 
-the Aﬀeonc put upon kam, and to let M. 7z 
Motre ſee that he had no realon to defire me 
to (69 to the Council with him, ſince he had 
re{olv'd to affront in my preſence a Jeſuite- 
Miffionary , who was amongſt that barba- 
rous Nation , without any other Deſign but 
to inſtru them in the Truth of the Goſpel. 
This was the reafon why I was not prefent 
in the Council the firſt Day that we acquain- 
ted the Iroquois with the ſubje&t of our Em- 
baflie. I eaſily obſerv'd that M. /a Motre had 
been bred up amongſt People profels'd Ene- 
mies of all Monks and Prieſts ; from whence 
I concluded, that he would lay upon me all 
the Overſights he might commit in his Ne- 

otiation : Bur I thought it was berrer he 

ould be deceiv'd by thoſe he employ'd; than 
co beſo my ſelf; and therefore would never 
meddle with any Temporal Concerns,” tho” 
earneſtly defir'd by him and others. The 
Troquois, and other wild Nations, had a oe 

Love for me upon that account: They have 
_ ſupply'd me with Food for my ſubſiltance, 
and reliev'd me. upon other occaſions, only 
becauſe they obſerv'd I was not guided-by a 
private fſelf-Intereſt ; -and truly -whenever 
they made me any Preſents in return of thoſe 
I had made unto them, T immediately gave 
them to their Children. - - 

The next Day the Iroquois anſwer'd our 
Diſcourſe and Preſents Article by Article, 
having laid upon the Ground ſeveral little 
pieces of Wood, to put them in mind na

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what had been ſaid the Day before in the 
Council ; their Speaker, ar Preſident, held 
in his Hand one of thele Pieces of Wood, 
and when. he had anſwer'd one. Article of 
our Prapofal; he laid it down, - with forne 
OE Roa To DAT Com 
ey uſe to firing upon -the ſmalleſt Sinews 
of: Beaſts; and - took up arſfhther Piece 
of Wood; and {© of all the reft, *rill he had 
fully anſwer'd qur Speech, of which thoſe 
Pieces of Wood, and our Prefents, put them 
in mind, When his Diſcaurſe was ended, 
the oldeſt Man of their Aſſembly cry'd aloud 
for three times, Niacus ; that it is to fay, @ 
is well; I thavk thee ; which was repeated 
with a full Voice, and a kind of a Tune by 
-all the other Senators. 
- *Tis tq be-obſery'd. here, that the Savages, 
tho” ſome are more cunning than others, are 
generally all addicted to their own Intereſts; 
and therefore tho' the Iroquois ſeem'd to be 
pleas'd with our Propoſals, they were nat 
really ſo; for the Engliſh and Dutch affording 
them the European Commodities at- cheaper 
- Rates than the French: of Conada, they had a 
prone Inclination for +them than for ys. 
at People, fo barbarous and rude in their 
Manners, have however a piece of Civikhty 
peculiar to themſelves ; for a Man would be 
accounted very impertinent , if he contra- 
diced any thing thatis ſaid in their Council, 
and if he does not approve. even the greateſt 
Abſurdities therein prapos'd; and therefore 
they always anſwer, Naa ; that is to fay, 
Thes art in the right, Brother ; that u wel. 
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tion, they believe what” they plealc 
more ; and therefore *tis impoſbble

when they are really perfwaded- of thoſe 
I yau have tnention'd untathem, which 
| I take to be one of the greateft Obſtructions ; 
to their Converſion : For their Civility 7

Warlike Expeditions ; but the worſt of it is, 
that their Torments laſt ſometimes'a Month. 
When they have brought them into their 
Canton, they lay them upon ſome pieces of 
Wood, made like a St. Andrew's Crofs, to 
which they tie the Legs and Arms of thoſe 
miſerable Wretches, 'and expoſe- them to 
Gnats and other Flies, who ſting them to 
death. The Children of thoſe | Fromapnlhas 
Parents uſe to eat a piece of their Fleſh, and 
having broil'd the ſame, force thoſe unfortu- 
nate Creatures to cut part of their own 
Body. The Iroquois eat fome pieces of it 
themſelves, as well as their Children ; and 
_ the better to inſpire thoſe little. Canni- 
bals with Hatred for their Enemies, and the 
deſire to extirpate them, they give them 
their Blood to drink in ſome little Por- 
ringers made of Barks of Trees. Thus do 
theſe poor Creatures end their Life, after a 
long and unſpeakable Torment. _ 

That horrid Cruelty oblig'd us to leave 
the Cabin; or Cortape, of the Chief Captain 
of that barbarous People, ro ſhew them the 
Horrour we had of their Inhumanity, and 
nevereat with them ſince, but return'd the 
ſame way we went throggh the Woods to 
the River Niagara. And this was all the 
fucceſs of our Knbattic

CHAP. XVI. 
A Deſcription of a Ship of Sixty Tuns, which we 


built near the Streights of the Lake Erie, during 
the Winter and Spring of the Year 1679. 


N the 14th of Fanuary we arriv'd at our 
Habitation of Niagara, very weary of. 
_ the Fatigues of .,our Voyage. We had no 
other Food but Indian Corn; but by good 
luck for us, the Fiſhery of the White Fiſh, I 
have already ſpoken of, was then in ſeaſon, 
and made our Indian Corn more reliſhing. 
We made uſe of the Water in 'which the 
Fiſh was boyled inſtead of Broth. of Meat ; 
for when ic grows cold in the Pot, ic con- 
geals it ſelf like ſome Broth ot Veal. 

On the 2cth, 'arciv'd M. de /a Salle from 
Fort Frontenac, from whence he was ſent 
with a great Bark to ſupply us with Provi- 
ſions, Rigging, and Tackling for the Ship 
wedeſign'd tobuild at the Mouth of the Lake 
Erie; but that Bark was unfortunately caſt | 
away on the Southern Coaſt of the Lake On- 
tario, by the fauit of two Pilots, who could - 
not agree about the Courſe they were to ſteer, 
tho' they were then only within two Leagues 
of Niagara. The Sea-men have calld. this 
Place the Mad Cope. The Anchors and 
Cables were ſav'd, but ſeveral Canows of 
Barks of Trees with Goods and Commodi- 
ties were loſt. Theſe Dilappointments were 
ſuch as would have diflwaded from any = 
cher 
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62 .. 4 New Diſcovery of-. 
ther Enterprize all other Perfons but ſuch 
who had form'd the generous Deſign of ma- 
king a New Diſcovery in the Country. 

M. Je 1a Salle told us, That before he loſt 
his Bark, he' had been with the Iroqueis 7/on- 
nontouans, and had fo dexterouſly gain'd their 
AfﬀeRtion, that they had talk'd to him of our 
Embaflie with Applauſe, ahd had given him 
their Conſent for the execution of our Un- 
dertaking. This good Intelligence laſted but 
2 little while; for certain Perſons, who made 
it their Buſineſs to croſs our Deſign, infpir'd 
the Iroquws with many Suſpicions about the 
Fore we were building at Niagara, which 
was in a great forwardneſs ; and their Suſpi- 
cions grew ſo high, that we were oblig'd to 
give over our Building for ſome time, con- 
centing our ſelves with an Habitation encom- 
paſs'd with Paliſado's. ; 

On the 22d of the faid Month, we wene 
ewo Leagues above the great Fall of Niagara, 
where we made a Dock for building the Ship 
we wanted for our Voyage. This was the 
moſt convenient place we could pitch upon, 
being upon a River which falls into the 
Streight between the Lake Erie and the great 
Fallof Nz;agara. - The 26th, the Keel of the 
Ship *and fome other Pieces being. ready,. 
Mr. 12 Salle ſent the Maſter-Carpenter to de- 
fire me todrivein the firſt Pin 5 but my Pro- 
fellion obliging me to decline that Honour, 
he did it himſelf, and promis'd Ten Lows 
4 Or, to encourage the Carpenter and further 
the Work: The Winter being not half ſo 
hard in that Country as in Canada, mY _ 

| ploy 
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ploy'd one of the two. Savages of the Na- 
tion call'd the Wolf, whom we kept for Hun- 
ting, in building ſome Cabins madeof Rinds 
of Trees; and I had one made on-purpoſe 
to perform Divine Service therein on Sun- 
days and other occaſions. TT 
M. 1a Salle having ſome urgent-Buſineſs of 
his own, returtrd to Fore Frontenac, leaving 
our Commander one Toni:, an Italian by 
Birth, who had been forc'd to retire into 
| France after the Revolution of Naples, in 
which his Father was concern'd. 1 condu- 
Red M. la Salle as far as the Lake Ontario, at 
the Mouth of the River Njagare, where he 
order'd a Houſe to be built for the Smith we 
had promis'd to the Iroquois; but this was on- 
ly to amuſe them, :and therefore I cannor 
but own that the Savages are not to be 
blam'd for having not believ'd every thing "M 
they were told by M. /s Marte in his Embaſlic ; 
already related. | 2 

He undertook his Journey a - foot over, the 
Snow, having noother Proviſions but a little 
Sack of Indian Corn roaſted, which fail'd 
him two Days before he came to the Fort, 
which is above fourſcore Leagues diſtant 
from the Place where he left us. However, 
he got home fafely. with ewo Men, and a 
Dog, who dragg'd his Baggage over-the Ice 
or SNOW. 

When I return'd to our Dock, I under- 
ſtood that moſt of the Iroquow were gone to 
wage War with a Nation on the other ſide 
of the Lake Erie. In the mean time, our . - 3 
Men continu'd with. great EO by i 

ui | 


not fo infolent as before, tho' they came 
now. and'then to our Dock, and expreſs'd 
ſome Diſcontent at what we were ' doing. 
Qne of them in particular, feigning himſelf 
drunk, attempted co kill our Smich, but was 
vigorouſly repuls'd by him with a red-hot 
Iron-barr, which, together with the Repri- 
mand he receiv'd from me, oblig'd him to 
be gone. Some few .Days after, a Savage Wo- 
man gave us notice that the Tſonwnontouans had 


_ refolv'd to burn our Ship in the Dock, and 


had certainly done it, had we not been al- 
ways upon our guard. 

Theſe frequent Alarms from the Natives, 
together with the Fears. we were in of wan- 
ting Proviſions, having loſt the great Bark 
from Fort Frontenac, which ſhould havereliev'd 


us, and the Tjonnontouans at the ſame tirne refu-:; 


fing to give usof their Corn for Money, were: 


a great Diſcouragement to our Carpenters, - 


whom, on the other hand, a'Villain amoneſt 
us endeavour'd to ſeduce: That pitiful Fel- 
low had ſeveral times attempred torun away 
from us into New-York, and would have 
likely perverted our Carpenters, had I not 
confirm'd them in their Good Reſolutjon, by 


the Exhortations I us'd to make every Holy- . 


day after Divine Service; in which I repre- 


ſented to them, that the Glory of God was 


concern'd in our Undertaking, beſides the 
Good and Advantage of our Chriſtian Co- 
Jonies ; and therefore exhorted them to re-

The Ship was call'd the Grifis, alluding 
to the Arms of Count Fromenag, which have 2 
two Griffns for Supporters ; and beſides, M. /a '2 
Salle us'd to ſay of this Ship, while yer up- Wo 
on the Stocks, That he would make the Wo 
Griffn fly above the Ravens.

vers-Skins ;' but I muſt confeſsthis Commerce 
of  Strong-Waters was never accepable to 
me ; for if the Savages drink but a little too 
much of that: Liquor ,*they are worſe and 
more -dangerous than mad Men. Having 
done our Buſineſs in that-Place, we fail'd 
from the Southern to the Northern Coaft of 
_the Lake; and the .Wind being favourable, 
we quickly paſs'd by 'the Village which lies 
of the other ſide of Kente and/Gareouſſe, but 
were becalm'd not far from Fort Frontenac, 
which oblig'd me to get into a Canow with 
two Savages to manage it. We landed in 
the Iſland of Goilers, fo nam'd from Sea- 
Fowls of that Name, who abound in that 
Place, and lay their Eggs upon the Sand, 
where they are hatch'd by the -Heat of the 
Sun.

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I was kindly receiv'd by Four Miffionh- 
ries off my own Order 'that I found there, 
viz.

M. 1a Salle, without asking any body's Ad- | 
vice, reſolv'd to fend back his Ship to Nza- oO 
gara, laden with Furrs and Skins to diſcharge j 
his Debts; our Pilot and five Men with him -. 
were therefore ſent back, and orderdto re- bi 
turn with all imaginable ſpeed, to join. us - 
toward the Sourthern Parts of the Lake, 
where we ſhould ſtay for them among the 
I!l;nois. 'They failed the 18th of September 
with a Weſterly Wind, and fird a Gun to 0 
taketheir leave.

This was a great loſs 
for M. -12 Salle ahd other Adventurers ; for 
that Ship, wich its Cargo, coft about fixty 
thouſand Livres. - This will ſeem incredible 
to many, but not to thoſe who will conſider 


that the Rigging, Anchors, and Goods were 


brought by Canow's from Quebec toFort Fron- 

zenac ; Which is ſuch a vaſt Charge, that the

WE. left the Poatonaromis on the x9th of 

' September to continue our Voyape, be- 
ing Fourteen Men in all, in four Canow's. 
I had the Conduct of the ſmalleſt, tho? fr 
carry'd 5oo Weight and two Men ; but my- 
Fellow being newly come from Ewope, and ©” 
conſequently unskill'd ro manage cheſe ſort 
of Boats, I had the whole Trouble upon me : 
in any ſtormy Weather. The other four ! 
.Canow's were laden with a Smith's Forge, 
and Inſtruments and Tools for Carpenters, 
TOTO and Sawers, beſides our Goods and 
Arms. 
. Weſteerd to the South toward the Con- 
cinent, from which the Iſland of the Powrou- 
atamis is -near forty Leagues diſtant; but a- 
bout the middle of the way, in the Night- 
time, we were {urpriz'd witha ſudden Storm, | 
whereby we were in a danger.

to ſhelter our ſelves againſt the Snow and the 
Rain but our Coverings. -- We continu'd 
there two Days, having made a little Fire 

with the Wood the Waves did ſupply us 
wich; The 28th we proceeded on our Voy- 
age ; but the Wind forc'd us towards Night 
on: a Rock cover'd with thick Buſhes, 
where we remain d three Days, and there 
made an end of all our Proviſions, \which 
conſiſted in Cittruls and Indian Corn we had 
bought from the Foutouatamis." Our Canows 
were fo loaded, that 'we could not provide 
our ſelves for a longer time, and we expeR- 
ed to find Proviſions enough in our way. 

We left that diſmal Place the 1ſt of Ofober, 
and. after twelve Leagues rowing,. tho' faſt- 
ing, came to another Village of the Pourou- 
atamis, who came upon the Shoar to receive 
'us: But M. Ja Salle would not ſuffer any 
one to land, left his Men ſhould run away ; 
and notwithſtanding the bad Weather, we 
follow'd him three Leagues farther. We 
were in ſo great danger,. that he flung him- 
ſelf into the Water with his three Men, and 
carry'd a-ſhoar their Canow j vor their 
Shoulders, for elfe it had been broken to 


pieces. We were all oblig'd todo the ſame ; 
Hh: Y an 
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Goods. I carry'd upon my Back that good 
Man Father Gabrie! , whoſe great Age did 
not permit him to venture himlſelf- into the 


As we had no manner of Acquaintance 


with the Savages of the Village near which 
we landed, our Men prepar'd themſelves to 
make a vigorous Defence in caſe they were 
attack'd ; and in order to it, poſleſſed our 


ſelves of a riſing Ground, where we could 


not be ſurpriz'd, and where we might make 
head againſt a great number of Savages. We 
ſent afterwards three Men to buy Proviſions 


in the Village with the Calime: or Pipe of 
Peace, which the Poutouatame of the Iſland - 


ſtad given us. TI had forgot to mention, that 
when they made us that Preſent, they ab- 
ſerv'd a great many Ceremonies; and be- 
cauſe that Calumet of Peace is the moſt ſacred

A Deſcription of the Calumet, or Great Pipe. 


i THis Calumet is the moſt myſterious Thing 
in the World among, the Savages of the 


Continent of the Northern America ; for it : 


is us'd in all their important Tranſactions : 
However, it is nothing elſe but a large To- 


bacco-Pipe mage of Red, Black; or White - 
Marble: The Head is finely poliſh'd, __ | 
the. 
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have concluded any great Aﬀair, and iſm 
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the Quil, which is comfnonly two. foot and 
a-half long ; is made of a pretty firong Reed, 
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or Cane, adorn'd with Feathers of-all Co- 


lours, interlac'd with Locks -of Women's' 
Hair. They tie to it two Wings of the moſt 
curious Birds they find, which makes their Ca- 
Iumet not much unlike Mercury's Wand, or 


that Staff "Ambaſſadors did formerly carry 
when they went to treat of Peace. They 
ſheath that Reed into the neck of Birds they 
call Huars, which are as big as our Geeſe, 
and ſpotted with Black and White; or elſe of 
a ſort of Ducks who make their Neſfts upon 
Trees, tho' Water be their ordinary Elemene, 
and whoſe Feathers are of many different 
Colours. However, every Nation adorns 
the Calumet as they think according to their 
own Genius and the Birds they have in their 
Country. | 
A Pipe, ſuch as I have deſcrib'd it, is a 
Paſs and ſafe Condut amongſt all the Allies 
of the Nation who has given it ; and in all 


Embaſhes, the Ambaſſadors carry that Ca- 


Iumet as the Symbol of Peace, which is al- 
ways ref; » for the Savages are gene- 
rally perſwaded , that a great Misfortune 
would befal 'em, . if they violated the Pub- 
lick Faith of the Calumet. All their Enter- 


prizes, Declarations of War, or -Coneluſion 


of Peace, as well as all the reft of their Ce- 
remonies, are Sealed, if I may be permytted 
to ſay fo, with this Calumet. They fill chat 
Pipe with the beſt Tobacco they have, and 
then preſent it to thoſe with whom the: 
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this Calumet or Pipe, as the Reader will ob- 
ſerve in peruſing the following Account. .!! ' 
Our three Men, provided with this Pipe 
. as a Paſs, and very well Arm'd, went tothe 
lictle Villagaof the Savages, which was about 
three Leagues from the place where we lan- ' 
ded ; but they found no body therein ; for. 
the Savages having heard that we had refusd 
to land atthe other Village, thought we were 
Enemies, and therefore had left their Habi- 
ration. Our Men finding no body in their 
Cabins, took ſome Indian Corn, and left in- 
ſtead of it ſome Goods, to let them ſee that 
we were no Robbers, nor their Enemies. 4 
However, the Savages, to the number of ——- 
twenty Men, arm'd with Axes, ſmall Guns, Y 
Bows, and a ſort of Club, which in their 
Language they call Break-heads, advanc'd 
near the Place where we ſtood ; whereupon 
M. 1a Salle, with four Men very well Ard, 
went toward them to ſpeak with them, and 2 
deſir'd them to come near us, for fear, as he 
ſaid, a whe Oh our Men, who were gone a 
Hunting , ſhould meet with them and kill 
them. They were perſwaded to fit down at E 
the foor of the Eminence where we were _ 
poſted, and M. la Salle {poke to them all the bb, 
while of the ſubje& matter of his Voyage, 
which he: had undertaken for their Good 
and Advantage, as he told them. This was 
only to amuſe them till: our three Men re- 
turn'd ; who appearing with the Calume: of 
Peace, the Savages made a greatShout, ans 7 
role; -. 
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 _ xols;, and began. to dance. We made thei 
.  fome Excufe becauſe of our Men having 
taken ſome of- their Corn, and told them 
they had left the true Value of it in Goods; 
which they took ſo well, that they ſentim- 
mediately for more, and gave us the next 
. Day as much as we could conveniently car- 
IY-.in our Canow's. They retird towards 
.the Evening ; and M. 1s Salle order'd ſome 
Trees to: be cut down, and laid croſs the 
. way, to prevent any Surprize from the Sa- 
Vages. ALS 
The next Morning about ten a Clock, 
the Oldeſt of them cameto us with their Ca- 
Iamet of Peace, and entertain'd us with fome 
Wild-Goats they had taken. We return'd 
them our Thanks, and preſented them with 
ſome Axes, Knives, ſeveral little Toys | 
for their Wives, with which they were very |

The Water being-very 
cold, moſt of us were ſick,” and our, Proyffions. 
fail'd us again; which, together with the Fa- 
tigues of Rowing, caus'd old Father Gabriel to 
faint away in ſuch a manner, that I verily 
thought he could not live ; however, I broughe 
him again to his Senſes by means of ſome Con- 
fetion of Hyacinth, which I found very uſeful | 
in our Voyage. We had no other Subſiſtence = 
but a handful of Izdia» Corn once every fout 
and twenty Hours, which . we roaſted, . or elſe 
boyled in Water ; and yet we rowed almoſt 
every Day from the Morning cill Night. Our 
Men found ſome Hawthorn-Berries and other 
wild Fruit, which they ate fo greedily, that 
molt of them fell ſick, and were thought to- be

Being in that diſtreſs, He that takes care of "i 
the meaneſt Creatures, afforded us an unexpe&- | 
ed Relief; We ſaw upon the Coaſt a great mb- 2 
ny Ravens and Eagles ; from whence we con” "0 | 7 
jectur'd that there was a Prey ; and having lan- - 
ded on that Place, we found above the half of 
a fart Wild-Goat, which the Wolves had ftrang- 
led. This Proviſion was very acceptable to 
us, and the rudeſt of our Men cauid not. but 
praiſe the Divine Providence, who took fo par- 
ticular a care of us. - - 5 2 
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98 *' + "A New Diſcovery of 
Having thus refreſh'd our felves, we 'conti- 
av'd our oyage diretly to the Southern Parts 
of the Lake, finding every day the Country 
r, and the Weather more tem 
the Y6th of Ofober, we met with abundance of 
Game: Our Savage kill'd feveral Staggs and 
Wild-Goats, and our Men'a grvat many Tur- 
key-Cocks very fat and big, wherewith we pro- 
vided our ſelves for ſeveral Days, and fo em- 
bark'd again. On the 18th we came to the 
farther end of \the Lake, where: we landed : 
Our Men were immediately ſent to view the 
Country round about that-Place, and found a 
great quantity. of ripe Grapes, the Corns where- 


_ of were as big as Damask-Plums : We fell'd 
ſeveral Trees to gather them, and made pretty- 


good Wine,which we kept in Gourds, and bu- 
ry'din Sand toprevent its growing ſour. All the 
Trees in that Country are loaded with Vines, 
which, if cultivated, would make asgood Wine 
as ay in Europe. That Fruit was more reliſhing 
to, us than Fleſh, becauſe we wanted Bread. - - 
'Our Men diſcover'd ſome freſh Prints of 
Men's Feet, which oblig'd us to ftand uponour 
Guard, without making any noiſe tilt ;we had 
refted fome time. That Order was not Tong 
obſerv'd ; for one of our Men having eſpy'd 2 
Bear upon a Tree, ſhot him down dead, and 
drage'd him to our Cabins. M. a Salle was very 
angry with him ; and to avoid any Surprize, 
put a Sentinel near our Canow's,under which we 
had put our Goods to ſhelter *em from the Rain. 
There were ſixſcore Savages of the Nation of 
the Outrouagams inhabiting the Bay of Puans, 
encamp'dnot-far from us; who having _

Their Captain reply'd, That having heard the A 
- noiſe of a Gun, and knowing rhat none of - 
their Neighbours ufe Fire-Arms, they thoughe 
we were a Party of Iroquois, and were come with 
a Deſign co murther them ; but that underſtan- 
ding we were ſome Europeans of Canada, whom 
they lov'd astheir Brethren, they could hardly 
wait till Day to viſit us, and ſmoak in our Ca- 
lumet, or large Pipe. This 4s the uſual Compli- 
ment -of the Savages, and the preateft Mark 
they can pive of their Aﬀection.

We ſcem'd to be fatisfy'd with their Reaſons, 
and gave leave to four of them anly xo come 
to us, telling them that we would hot ſuffer a 1 
reater number, becauſe their Youth was ad- 4.4 
ied to Steal, and that our Men could not E 
fuffer it. Four Old Men came to us, whom 
we entertain'd till Day, . and then they rerir'd.

A | Þ 2 Savages were mightily puzzl'd at the 
3 Meſſage ſent by M. /a Sale ; fax having cut 
1n pieces the Coat, and other Goods they had 
ſtolFn,- and divided the Buttons, they could 
not make a full Reſtitution; and therefore they 
reloly'd- to deliver their Man by force ; and 
accordingly the next Morning, Otober 30. they 
advanc'd to attack us. The Peninſula where we 
were encamp'd, was ſeparated from the Foreſt, 
where the Savages lay, by a little ſandy Plain; 
and there being near the Wood two or three 
Eminences, M. /a Salt -reſolv'd to poſſeſs him- 
{elf of the higher, and detach'd five Men oy 
that 
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a Large Country m America.. 101 
that Service, following himſelf at a little di- 


ſtance.with the reſt, every one having roll'd - 


his Covering about the left Arm, to defend 
themſelves againſt the Arrows of the Savages ; 
for there was not above eight of them who had 


- Fire-Arms. 


_ The Savages ſceing our Men advancing up 
to them, were frighted ; and the Youngel 


. retir'd behind a great Tree, but cheir Captains 


ſtood their Ground, while we pofleſsd our 
ſelves of the Eminence I have already menti- 
on'd. I left the two Frenciſcans reading the uſual 
Prayers, and went with our. Men to exhort 
them to their Duty ; for having ſeen ſome 
Battels and Sieges in Europe, I was very little 
afraid of the Savages. I ſaw two of our Men 
curning pale ; but when I had ſpoken to them, 
they feem'd hearty enough ; and M. /z Salle 
was mightily pleas'd with my Exhortations. 
However , I conſider'd the Conſequence this 


Quarrel might have, and how advantageous 


and Chriſtian-like it would be to prevent the ef- 


fuſion of, Blood, and end it in a friendly man- 


ner ; therglpre I advanc'd towards the oldeſt 
Savages, Who” ſeeing me without any Arms, 
thought I came with a Deſign to be Mediator, 
and receiv'd me with Civility ; but in the mean 
time one of our Men having obſerv'd, that one 
of the Savages had a piece of the Cloth they 
had ſtol'n about his Head, came up to him, 


and ſnatch'd ic away. That vigorous Action 


. fo. much terrify'd the Savages, that though 


they were near fixſcore Men againſt: eleven, 
they preſented me the Pipe or Calumet of Peace, 
which I receiv'd. M. /a Salle having pafs'd his 
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Word.that they might come ſafe to him, two 
old Men told him in a Speech, That they did 
- not approve what their young Men had done : 

That they would have reſtor'd the Goods taken, - 

if it had been poſſible ; but chat having been 

cut in pieces, they could do no more bae-offer 

to reſtore what was not ſpoil'd, and pay for the 

reſt. They preſented us at the ſame time ſome 

Gowns of Beavers-Skins to appeaſe M. 14 Salt, ; 
A who having frown'd a little, told them, That 
20M as hedeſign'd wo wrong or affront no body, he 
wa would neither ſuffer any Wrong or Afront 

put upon him ; but that ſeeing they did not ap- 

prove what their Youth had done, and were 

willing to make Satisfaction for the ſame, he 
- accepted their Offers, and would be their 
/ Friend. The Conditions were fully perform'd, 
and the Peace happily concluded withour far- 
ther Hoſtility. 

The next Day was ſpent in Dancing, Feaſt- 

ing, and Speeches; and the Chief Captain ha-

The Captain of the Savages told us; that the 


'Wlinois had burntalive an Ir:quois, who confeſs d 


that the War the Iroquois made againſt them, - 
had been fomented by the Inhabitants of Ca- 
#ada, who hated them. He told us alſo many 
other things, which frighted our Men, and made 


M. /aSallkevery melancholly ; for all the Savages 
- we had already met, had toid us almoſt the ſame 


things. However, knowing how great was the 
Malice of our Enemies, and therefore ſuſpedting 
that theſe things might have been ſuggeſted to 
the Savages, in order to oblige us to give. over 
our Enterprize ; or elfe that it was a Contri- - 


,vance of the Neighbours of the 1//;n93s, who were 


afraid that they thould grow too powerful, if 
we taught them the uſe of Fire-Arms, we re- 
folv'd to go on with our Voyage, taking in the 
mean time all neceſſary Precautions for our ſe- 
curity. We told, the Outtowagams, That *' we 
were much oblig'd to them for their kind Of- 
fers and Advice ; bur that we were not afraid 
of the 1lineis ; for the Spirirs know how to gain 
the Friendſhip of any Nation, by Reaſon or by 


Force.  *Tis to be obſerv'd, that the Savages be- 


ing not able to conceive how the Exropeans can 
have more Wit than they, and admiring ſome 
Toys and. other Things we bring from Europe, 
own that they are but Men, but that we are 
Spirits, and therefore call us fo. 
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on the Lake of 'the 1/linois, and came to the 


Mouth of the River of the Mamis , whe 


comes from the + South , and falls into the 
Lake. We had appointed that Place for 
our. Rendezvous, and expected to meet 
there the twenty Men we had left at 24/- 


| filimakinak; who being order'd to come a- 
long the other Coaſt of the Lake, had a 


much ſhorter cut than we, and beſides their 
Canow's were not fo much loaded as ours. 
However, we found no body there, nor any 
Mark whereby it could appear that they had. 
been,in that Place. We refolv'd to tell, M. 
la Salle, that it was not fit to tarry any 


longer” for them, nor expoſe our ſelves to the 
Hardſhip of the Winter; and that it would 


be then very difficult to meet with the 1- 


 linois , becauſe they divide themſfelves' into 
| ' Tribes, or Families, to ſubfiſt more conve- 
\niently ; that if we were forc'd to remain 
| there during, the Winter, and that the Game 
ſhould come tofail us, all hisMen would cer- 


tainly periſh with Hunger 3 whereas we might 


expect to find ſome Indian Corn amongſt the 


Winois, who would rather ſupply with Provi- 


ſions fourteen Men than two and thirty. We 


told him likewile, that it would be in a manner 


 impoſlible to continue aur Voyage till the Win- 
ter was over, if he tarry'd any longer, becauſe 
the Rivers would be frozen all over, and. there- 
fore we could not make -uſe of our Canows. 
| Notwithſtanding theſe Reaſons, M. 1s Salle told 
us, that it was neceſſary to expet the reſt of

dition to diſcover our ſelves to the -Mllinois, and 
ſhoyld be expos'd to their Mercy and Scorn, 
if we offerd to enter their Country with 
ſo few Men ; but that \in the 'mean time 
he would endeavour to meet with fome of 


that Nation, and gain them by Preſents 


to learn their Language ; concluding, That 
altho' 'all his Men loud run ar would 
remain alone with our Savage, and find 
means to maintain the Three Miſlionaries, 
meaning I and'my Two Brethren. - © * 
Having therefore call'd his Men -together, 
he told them, That he was reſfolv'd to ex- 
pet the reſt of their Companions; and p 


posd to build a Fort in that Place for ſecu- 


ring-our Ship; for we did not know then that 
it had periſh d; as alſo to ſecure our Goods aid 
' our ſelves too, in caſe of any. Diſgrace. Our 
Men fſeem'd very much diſfatisfy'd 5 bur he 
us'd ſo many Reaſons, that they told him 
at laſt, They would entirely follow his Di-

An Account of the Building of 6 Fort and « Houſe 


near the River of Miamis. 


Uſt at the Mouth of the River, there was 

an Eminence, with a kind of a Toes 
naturally fortify'd: It was pretty high : 
and ſteep, of a Triangular Hgure defended 
on; two ſides by the River, and on the other 
by a deep Ditch, which the Fall of Waters 
had made. We felld the Trees that were on 
the top: of that. Hill, and having clear'd the 
ſame from Buſhes for about two Musket-ſhoc, 
we. began to build a Redoubt of forty Foot 
long, and eighty broad, with great ſquare pie- 
ces of Timber aig one upon the other ; and 
prepar'd a great Number of Stakes -of aboue 
ewenty five Foot long,to drive into the Ground, 
to make our Fort the more unacceflible on 
the River ſide. We imploy'd the whole 
Month of November about that Work, which 
was. very hard, tho' we had no, other Food 
but the Bears our Savage kill'd. "Thoſe Beaſts 


| are very common in. that place, becauſe of 


the great quantity of Grapes they- find there; 


but their Fleſh being too far and luſhious, our 


Men began to be weary of it, and defir'd 
leave to go a hunting, to kill fome wild: 
i en 'M. 1a Salle deny'd them that Liberty, 
which caus'd ſome Murmurs amongſt them ; 
and it was but unwillingly that -they conti- 
nu'd their Work. This, together with the 
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wherein we perform'd Divine Service every 
Sunday, and Father Gabriel and I, who preach'd 
_ alternatively, took care to take fuch Texts as 


were ſuitable to our preſent Circumſtances, 


and fit to inſpire us with Courage, Concord, 


and brotherly Love. Our Exhortations pro- 


duc'd a very 908 Effet, and hindred onr 
Men from deſerting, as they deſign'd.. 

We ſounded, in the mean time, the Mouth 
- of the River, and having found a Sand on 
which our Ship might ſtrike, we planted ſe- 
veral great Poles with Buoys, to'mark the Ca- 
nal thro' which they were to come; and for 


a greater Precaution, two Men were fent 


back to Miſlimakinak , to wait there till the 
. return of our Ship , and ſerve as Pilors. 


The 20th of November M. Tonti* arriv'd with * 


..two* Canow's laden with Stags -and Deers, 
which was a welcom Refreſhment to our Men, 


but he did not bring above the half of our 


Men with him, the reſt being left on the other 
ſide of the Lake, within three Days Jqurney 
from our Fort. M. /a Salle was very angry 
with -him upon that Account, being afraid 
that they would run away. 


- They told us that our Ship had not put 7 


the Bay. of Miffilimakinak, as they were order'd, 
and that they had heard nothing of her ſince 
we faild , notwithſtanding they had eh- 
-quird as much” as they. could, from the Sava- 
ges inhabiting the Coaſt of the Lake. This 
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confirm'd the "Suſpicion, 'or rather the Belief 
we had that ſhe. was caſt away: However, 
M. /a:Salle continy'd the Building of his Fore, 
which was at laſt perfeted, and call'd For: 
AMiams. gn; 
. . The Winter drawing fo nigh, and M. 1: 
. Salle being afraid that the Ice would ſtop his 
Voyage, ſent back M. Tort to fetch the Men 
he had left, and command them yo come. to 
-him immediately ; but meeting with a violent 
Storm, their Canow was driven againſt the 
Coaſt, . and broke in pieces, whereby they loſt 
their Guns and Equipage, , and were oblig'd, 
to return over-land. Few Days after, all our 
Mem arriv'd except two, who deſerted ; ſo that 
we prepar'd our ſelves to continue our Voy- 
age, the Rains that fell about chat time ha- 
ving melted the Ice, and made the Rivers 
navigable, 
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Continuation of our Voyage from Fort Miamis to 
the River of the Illinois. | | 


'F7E cmbark'd on the Third of December, 

' being Three and thirty Men in Eight 
Canow's, and-having left the Lake of the 1;- 
oz, went up the River AMams, which we had 
founded betoxe. - We made about Five and 
twenty Leagues to the South Welt, but cou'd 
not diſcover the place where we were to land, 


'— and carry our Canow's' and Equipage into. the 


River of the Ilinozs, which falls. into that of 
—- Meſchafipi 3 


Meſchaſipi 5 that is, in the La e of the 
nao 0 Great R;zver. We had already paſ- 
ſed the place of the Portage, but not knowing 
whereabouts we were, we thought fit to ſtay 
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; there, to expet M. la Salle, who was landed * 


to view the Country ; Weſtaid a great while, 
and ſeeing he did not come, I went very far 
into the Woods with two 'of our Men, who 
fir d their Guns, to give: him notice. of the 
| place where we were; and in the mean time 
ewo others went up the River in their Canow, 
in order to find him out; but all our Endea- 


vours were in vain, ſo that we return'd to-. 


wards Evening. 

The next Day T went up the River my 
ſelf, but hearing nothing of him, Icame back, 
and found our Men very much perplex d, 
fearing he was loſt ; bur about Four a-clock 
in the Afternoon he return'd to us, having his 
Face and Hands as black as Pitch. He brought 


along with him two Beaſts as big as Musk'd 


Rats, whoſe Skin was very fine, and like Er- 
mins. He had. kill'd them» with a Stick, as 
they hung by their Tails to the Boughs of 
Trees. ge TIX 
He told us, that the Marſhes he had met 
in his way, had oblig'd him to fetch a great 
Compals ; and that being much annoy'd b 
the Snow which fell very thick, it was oo 
Midnight: before he could arrive upon the 
Banks of the River; where he fir'd his Gun 
twice , and-that hearing no anſwer,” he con- 
cluded we were gone up higher ,-' and had 
thegefore march'd that way. He added, that 
after three Hours March, ' he ſaw a Fire —__

he was going to lie in his Room.” However, 


Yor fear of any Surprize, he cut ſeveral Boughs 


and Buſhes, to embaraſs the way; and fat 
down by the Fire, which had made his Hands 
and ' Face black, as T have *obſerv'd. Having 
thus warm'd and reft himſelf;he lay down upon 


the dry'Herbs the Savage had gather'd, under 


a Tree, and ſlept very weil, notwithſtandin 
the Froſt and Snow. Father Gabriel and - 


deſird him to remain with his Men, and 


not expoſe himſelf for the future , becauſe 
the: Succeſs of oft Enterprize depended-only 
upon him ; and he promiſed us to follow our 
Advice.

Our Savage ,| who remain'd behind Yor 
Hunting, finding none of us at the Place of 
the Portage, came up higher the River, and 


told us, we had miſt it; therefore he was ſent 


back with all our Canow's, except one which 
I kept; for M. /a Salle was ſo weary, that he 
was oblig'd to lie there that Night. -I made 
a . little Cabin with Mats of Mariſh Ruſhes, 
wherein we lay together, but were in great

-J 
tity of Horns and Bones of wild Oxen, as al- =”, 
fo ſome Canows the Savages had made with 3 
the Skins of Beaſts, to croſs: the River with 
their Proviſions. This Portage lies at the far- s. 
ther End of a Champagne ; and at the other = 
End, to the Weſt, lies a Village of the Sa- 4 
vapes Miamis, Maſcouteins, and Ojatinon, who 4

Its Source near thft Village, and ſprings out. = 
of ſome Marſhy Lands, that are fo quaking, 3 
that one can ſcarcely walk over them. The 
'Headof the River is only a League and. a half 
from that of Miamus,-and ſo our Porrage was not 
long. We mark'd the way from Place to Place 
with ſome Trees, for the convenience of thoſe I 
we Cx afrer us; and left at the Portage, +-M 
as well as Fort Miams, Letters hanging down L 
from. che Trees, containing M. 1a Salle's In- 
firn&tions to our Pilot, and the other five "q 
_ twenty Men, who were to come with = 


= CHAS AX). -- 
An Account of our Embarkment at the Head of the 


TT River is navigable within a hundred 
- Paces from its Source; I mean for Ca- 
now's of Bark of Trees, and not for others; 
but it increaſes ſo much a little way from 
thence, that it is as deep and broad as the 
Meuſe and the Sambre joyn'd together. It runs 
through vaſt Marſhes, and tho' it be rapid e- 


nough, 'it makes ſomany Turnings ahd Wind- | 


ings, that after a whole Days Journey, we 
found we were hardly two Leagues from the 
Place -'we left in the Morning. That Coun- 
try is nothing but Marſhes full of Alder-Trees 
and Ruſhes; and we could have hardly found 
for forty Leagues together, any Place to plant 
our Cabins, bad-it not been for the Froſt, 
which made the Earth more firm and con- 
ſiſtent. | | 

Having paſt thro' great Marſhes, we. found 
a vaſt Plain, in which nothing grows but on- 
ly ſome Herbs ,. which were dry at that time, 
and burnt, becauſe: the Miames ſer them on 
fire every Year, for hufiting wild Oxen, as I 


ſhall.mention anon. We found no manner of 


Game , which was a great Diſap intment 
to us, our Proviſions beginning to fail. Our 
Men travelV'd about fixry Miles without killin 
any thing elſe but a lean Stag, a ſmall Wil 

+ Goat, ſome few Swans , and two mo 
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a Large Country m America: 
which was no ſufficient Maintenance for two 
and thirty Men. Moſt of them were fo wea- 
ry of this laborious Life, that they would have 
run away, if poflible, and gone tothe Sang, 
who were not very far from us, as we judg'd by 
the t Fires we ſaw in the Plain. There 
muſt be an innumerablequantiry of wild Oxen 


with their Horns. The Miami hunt them to- 
wards the latter end of Autumn. 

We continu'd our Courſe upon this River 
very near the whole Month of December ; but 


we arriv'd at the Village of the Mines, which 
lies near one hundred and thirty Leagues from 
Fort Mjamws,on the Lake of the Vimo. We ſuf- 
fer'd very much in this Paſſage ; for the Sava- 


ges having ſer the Herbs of the Plain on Fire, - 


the wild Oxen were fled away, and ſo we 
cou'd kill but one, and fome Turkey-Cocks. 
God's Providence tupported us all the while ; 
and: when we thought that the*Extremiries we 
were reduc'd to, were paſt all hopes of Re- 
_— we found a prodigious big wild Ox ly- 
ing faſt in the Mud of che River. We kill'd 
him, and had much ado to get him out of the 
Mud. This was a great Refreſhment to our 
Men, and reviv'd their Courage; for being 
{ timely and unexpectedly reliev'd, they con- 
cluded that.God approy'd our Deſign. 
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in that Country, ſince the Earth is cover'd - 


toward the latter end of the ſaid Month, 1679.

as they, they are then very fat. There is alfo 


amongſt them abundance of Stags, Dears, and 
wild Goats ; and that nothing might be want- 


ing in thac Country for the Corivenience of - 


thoſe Creatures, there are Foreſts at certain 
diſtances, where they retire to ruminate and 
ſhelter themſelves againft rhe violence of the 
Sun

proach of the Winter, they leave the 


orth to go to' the Southern Parts. They 


follow one another, fo that you may ſee a 
Drove of them for above a League, and ſtop 
all at the Tame Place ; and the Ground where 
they. uſe to lie is 'cover'd with wild Purſlain ; 
which makes me believe thar the Dung of 
Oxen is very fit to produce that Herb. Their 
Ways are as beaten as our great Roads, and 
no Herb grows therein. They ſwim over the 
Rivers they meet on their Way, to go and 
graze in other Meadows, Burt the Care of 
the Cows for their Young one's, cannot 
be too much admir'd ; for there being in thoſe 
Meadows ' a great quantity of Wolves, 
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They change their Country according td 
of the Year; for upon the ap-.

who might ſurprize them, they goto Calye in 
the Iſlands of the Rivers, from: whence they 


don't ftir till the young Calves are able to fol- 
low them ; for then they may prote& them a-

Theſe Oxen being: very conveniene for the 
Subliſtence of the Savages, they take care not 
to, ſcare them from their Country ; and they 
purſue only . thoſe whoth they have wounded 
with their Arrows: But theſe Creatures mul- 
tiply in ſuch a manner, that notwithſtanding 
the. great Numbers they kill every Year, they 


are as numerous as ever: * 


The Women Spin the Woeoll of thoſe Oxen, 


' | and make Sacks thereof to carry the Fleſh 
_ which they dry atthe Sun, or broil upon Grid- 


irons.\i They have no- Salt, and yet they -pre- 


| pare their Fleſh ſo well, that it keeps above 


onr Months without breeding. any Corrupti- 
on; and it looks then ſo freſh, that one wou'd 
think it was newly kill d. They commonly boil 
it, and drink the Broath of it inſtead of Wa- 
ter. This is the ordinary Drink of all the Sa- 
vages of America, whohave no Commerce with 
the Europeans. We follow'd their Example in 
this particular ; and it muſt be confeſsd that 
that Broath is very wholſom. 

The Skin of thoſe Oxen weighs about ſix- 
ſcore Pound ; but the Savages make uſe only 
of the thinneſt part,, as that of the Belly, 


which they dreſs wich the Brains of all ſorts 


of Beaſts, and- thereby make ir as ſoft as our 
Shamoi's Skins. They paint them with ſeve- 
ral Colours, and adorn with pieces of Por- 
cupine-Skins, red and white, the _— 
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a Large Country in America. 117 
they make thereof, to appear in Feaſts and o- 
ther folemn Occaſions. They make other 
Gowns againſt Cod Weather, wherewith they 
cover themſelves during the Winter ; but theſe 
plain Gowns, coverd with curl'd Wodl, 
are in my Opinion the fineſt as well as the 


Whenthey kifl any Cows, their young Calves 
follow them, and lick their Hands. They bring 
them to their Children, who cat them, after 
arr” png with them. They keep the Hoofs 
of thoſe little Creatures, and when they are 
very dry, they tie them to ſome Wand, and 
move them according to the various Po- 

tures of thoſe who Sing and Dance. This 
is the moſt ridiculous Muſical Inſtrumenc that 
I ever met with. ; 

Theſe young Calves might be eaſily tani'd, 
and made uſe of to plough the Land, which 
would be very advantageous to the Savages. 
Theſe Oxen find in al Seaſons Forrage to 
ſabſiſt ;; for if they are ſurpriz'd in the Nor- 
thern Countries by the Snow, before they can 
reach the Southern Parts, they have the dex- 
terity to remove the Snow, and eat the Graſs 
underit. They bellow like our Exropean Oxen, 
but not ſo frequently. - 

Tho' theſe Oxen are taller and bigger than 
thoſe of Europe, they are however fo ſwift, 
that no Savage can overtake them : They are 
fo timorous, that they run away from any 
Man, except when they are wounded ; for 
chen they* are dangerous, and often kill the 
Sav.ige who purſues them. *Tis a diverting - - 
prolpet to ſee near the Banks of the Rivers, 
T2 ſeveral 
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; pvery' of. 
_ feveral Droves of thoſe Oxen, of about four.: 
©or five hundred together, grazing in thole green

There are ſeveral other Beaſts in that Coun- 
try, as I obſervd in my Account of Lowi- 
fans, as Stags, wild Goats, Beavers, Ortters, 
Buſtards, which have an excellent - Taſte ; 
Swans, Tortoiſes, Turkey-Cocks, Parrots, and 
| Partridges. There are alſo. an incredible;quan- 
tity of Pelicans, whoſe Bills afe of a prodigt- 
Hh ' ous Size ; anda great many other ſorts of Birds, 
— " and other Beaſts. | 7 
3 "The Rivers are plentifully ſtock'd with Fiſh, 
'. and the Soil is very fertil. The Foreſts afford 
all manner of Timber fit for Building, and 
eſpecially 'Oak ; which is thzre much better 
than -in Canada, and would be excellent for 
building Ships. That Timber might be ſquar'd, 
{aw'd, and ready prepar'd upon the Spot, and 
brought over into Exrope ; which would be ve- 
ry convenient, and pive - time to the Trees of 
= our Foreſts to. grow, whereas they are in a 
+ manner exhauſted. 
I There are in thoſe Foreſts abundance of Trees 
beating good Fruit, and of wild Vines, which

The Gnats and other 
little Flies that are fo tfoubleſome in Canade, 
andſome other dangerous Beaſts, are unknown 
in this Country ; which in two Years timg 
might ſupply its Inhabitants, if cultivated, 
with all things neceſſary for Life, without 
wanting any thing from Emrope ; and the Iſlands 
of America, with Wine, Bread, and Fleſh. 
The Bucaneers might kill in that Country a 
greater number of Oxen than in all the Iſlands 
7 reſort to. There are Mines of Coal, Slate, 
Iron ; and Feral pieces of fine red Copper, 
which I have found now and then upon the 
Surface- of the Earth, makes me believe that. 
there are Mines of it ; and doubtleſs of other 
Metals and Minerals; which may be diſcover'd 
one time or another. They have already found 
Allum in the Country of the Iroques. -

An Account of our Arrival to the Illinois, one 
the moſt Numerous Nations of the Savages of 
America. 


Hs Word 1;nois comes, as it has been al- 
ready obſerv'd from 14ini, which in; the | 
ge of that Nation ſignifies 4 whe 4 
acomplia Man. The I gn indi. - 
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are ſituated ina Marſhy Plain,boutthe fortieth 
Degree of Latitude, on the Right fide of the 
River, which is as broad as the Mewſe. Their 
reateſt Village may have in it four or 
Ns hundred Cabins, every Cabin five or| ſix 
Fires, and each Fire one or two Families, who 
live. together in great Concord. Their Ca- 
bins are cover'd with Mats of flat Ruſhes ſo 
cloſely ſew'd together, that no Wind, Rain, 
or Snow may go thro' it. The Union .that 
reigns amongſt thac barbarous People, ought 
co cover with Shame the Chriſtians; am 
whom we can ſee no trace of that brotherly 
Love, which. united the Primitive Proffeſſors 
.of Chriſtianity. | 
{\ ; When the Savages have gather'd in their »- 
dian Corn, they dig ſome Holes in the Ground, 
where they keep ic for Summer-time, becauſe 
Meat does inot keep in hot Weather ; where- 
as they have very little occaſion for it in Win- 
ter ; and *tis then their Cuſtom to leave their 
Villages, and with their whole -Families, to 
go a hunting Oxen, Beavers,  &«. carrying 
with them but a ſmall quantiry of their Corn, 
which however they value fo much; that the 
mof? ſenſible Wrong one may do them in their 
Opinion, is to take ſomeof their Corn in their 
abſence. . We found no Body in the Village, 
as we had foreſeen; for the 1lines had divi- 
ded themſelves according to their Cuſtom, and 
were gone a hunting. "Their Abſence caus'd a 
reat Perplexity amongſt us; for we wanted 
Proviſions, and yet durſt not meddle with the 
Indian Corn the Savages had laid under Ground 
for their Subſiſtence, and to ſow their Lands. 
ob However, 
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However, our Neceflity being very great, and 
it being impoſflible to continue our Voyage, 
without any Proviſions, eſpecially ſeeing the 
Oxen and other Beaſts had been driven from 
the Banks of the River, by means of Fire, as 
I have related in my former Chapter, M. /a 
Salle refolv'd to take about forty Buſhels of 
Corn, in hopes to appeaſe the Savages. with 
ſome Preſents. !\ 

We embark'd again with theſefreſh Provi- 
fions, and continu'd to fall down the River, 
which runs directly to the South. Four Days 
after, ' being. the Firſt of Fanuary, 1680. we 
ſaid Maſs; and having wiſh'd a happy New- 
Year to M. la Salle, and to all others, I 
thought fit to make a pathetical Exhortation 
to our Grumblers, to encourage them to go 
on cheerfully , and inſpire them with Union 
and Concord. Father Gabriel, Zenobe, and I, 
embrac'd them afterwards ; and they promis'd 
us to continue firm in their Duty, The ſame 
Day we: went thro' a Lake form d by the Ri- 
. ver, about ſeven Leagues long, and one broad. 

*The Savages call that Place Pimiteous ; that 1s, 
in their Tongue, A Place where there x abundance 
fat Beaſts, When the River of the [/liwois 
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, which is but ſeldom, it freezes only to. . 
this Lake, and never from thence to the Meſs**'-- 


chaſipi, into which this River falls. M. /a Salle 
obſerv'd here the Elevation of the Pole, and 
found that this Lake lies in the Laricude 
of thirty three Degrees, and forty five Mi- 
Nutes.

M We had been inform'd, that the Vines were. 
| _ our Enemies; and therefore M. ls Salle had re- 
folv'd'to uſe all manner of Precaution when we 
ſhould meet 'with them; but' we found our 
ſelves on a ſudden in the middle of their Camp, 
which took up the two ſides of the River. M. 2 
Salle order d immediately, his Men: tro make 
their Arms ready, and brought his Canow's on 

a Line , placing himſelf to the Right, and 

M. Tonti tothe Left; fo that we took almoſt the 
whole breadth of the River. The Nlincs, who 

had not yet diſcoverd our Fleet, were very 
much'ſurpriz'd- to ſee us coming fo ſwifcly up- 

on them ; for the Stream was extraordinary 


but moſt took the Flight, with horrid Cries 
and Howlings. 
'+ The Current brought us in the mean time to 
their Camp ; and M. 12 Salle went the very 
firſt a-ſhoar, fgllow'd by his Men ; which en- 
creas'd the Conſternation of the Savages, whom 
we mipht have eaſily defeated; but as it was 
not our Deſign, we made a halt to give them 
time to recover themſelves, -and ſee that we 
were no Enemies. M. /a Salle might have pre- 
vented their Confuſion by ſhewing his Calumet, 
or Pipe of Peace, but he was afraid the Savages 
would impute it to our Weakneſs. 
The Hlinois being exceedingly terrify'd, tho' 
they were ſeveral thouſand Men, tender'd us 
the Calumet of Peace; and then we offer'd 
-them ours; which being accepted on both 
ſides, an extraordinary- Joy ſucceeded the ter- 
rible Fears they had been under upon our lan- 


ding, They- ſent immediately to fetch back 
thole 


rapid in that Place : Some run to their Arms, 
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thoſe who fled away ; and Father Zenobe and I 
went. to. their Cabins. . We took their Chil- 
_ dren by the Hand, and expreſs'd our Love for 
them with all the ſigns we could; We did the 


like-to the Old Men, having compaſlion of 


thoſe poor Creatures, who are fo miſerable as 
to. be ignorant of their Creator. and Re- 
deemer. 7 
Moſt of the Savages, who had run away up- 
on our landing, underftanding that we were 
Friends, return'd; but ſome others had been 
_ ſo terrify'd, that they did not come back till 
| three or four Days after, that they were told 
that we had ſmoak'd in their Calumer of Peace. 
In the mean time we had diſcours'd the Chief 
of the Ninis by our Interpreter ; and told 
them, That we were Inhabitants of Canada, 
and their Friends ; that we were come toteach 
them the Knowledge of the Captain of Hea- 
ven and Earth, and to uſe Fire-Arms, which 
were unknown to them; with ſeveral other 


things relating to their Advantage. We were | 


forc'd. to make uſe of theſe metaphorical Ex- 
preflions, to give them ſome Idea of the Su- 
preme DEITY. They heard our Diſcourſes 


with great attention , and afterwards gave a ' 


great Shout for Joy, repeating , theſe Words: 
Tepatoui-Nika 5 That is, We'll, my Brother, my 
Friend » thou baſt done Very well, Theſe Savages 
have more Humanity than all the others of the 
Northern America ; and underſtanding the ſub- 
ject of our Errand , expreſs'd a great Gratitude. 
They rubb'd our Legs and Feet, near the Fire, 
with Oil of Bears and Greaſe of Wil&Oxen, 
which after much travel is an = io; 
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freſhment ; and preſented us ſome Fleſh to eat, 
purring the three firſt Morſels imto our Mouth 
with great Ceremonies. This is a great piece 
of Civiliey amongſt them. . 5 

M. /a Sale preſented them with fome To- 
bacco from Martinico , and ſome Axes; 'and 
told them, That he had defir'd them to meer 
to treat about ſome weighty matters; but that 
there was one in particular, which he would 
diſcourſe them. upon before any other. He ad- 
ded,: that he knew how neceſſary their Corn 
was to them ; but that being reduc'd to an un- 
ſpeakable Neceſlity when he came to their Vil- 
lage, and ſeeing no probability to ſubſiſt, he 
had been forc'd to take ſome Corn from their 
Habitations without their leave: That he 
would give 'em Axes, and other things,in lieu of 
it, if they could ſpare it; thatif they could nor, 
they were free to take it again ; concluding, 
That if they were not able to ſupply us wi 
Provifions, - he deſign'd to continue his Voyage, 
and go to their Neighbours, who would heat- 
tily give him what was neceſlary for his ſubſj- 
tence ; but however, to ſhew them his Kind- 
neſs, he would leave a Smith among them, to 
mend their Axes and other Tools we ſhould 
ſupply them with. The Savages having conſi- 
derd our Propoſals, granted all our Demands, 
and made Alliance with us. | 

We were oblig'd ro uſe many Precautions to 
make our Alliance laſting and ſolid, becauſe 
our Enemies did "their. utmoſt to prevent it. 


_ The very fame Day we came to the Camp of 


the Nincz , one of the Chief Captains of the 
Maſceutens, whoſe Name was Monſo, arriv'd alſo 
with 
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with ſome Mims, and other young Men, whio

for that Embaflie , knowing 
would rather believe him than the Afams, 
| becauſe they had never been in War with che 


Maſcoutens. This Savage arriv'd pretty late, and 


caball'd all the Night long againſt us : He told 
them, That M. 1s Salle was a great Friend of 
the Iroquox, who were to follow him ſpeedily, 
with ſome of the Europeans from Canada, to in- 


vade them, and deſtroy their Nation ; and that _ 


he was ſent by ſome of the Europeans them- 
ſelves, who could not approve that Treachery 
of their Country-men, to give them notice 
thereof, that they mighe nor be ſurpriz'd. He 
enforc'd his Arguments .by preſenting them 
with all, the Goods he had brought along with 
him; and thinking he had gain'd his Point, 
went back the ſame Night, fearing, with much 
Reaſon, that M. /a Salle would reſent that Ma- 


ſter-piece of Villany , and puniſh him for it. 


The IWinois were allembled in Council all the 
Night ; for, they never treat of any ſecret Af- 
fairs during the Day, and did not know what 
Meaſures to take ; for tho' they did not believe 
all the Stories the Maſcouten made unto 
them, yer the next Day they appear'd much 
indifferent and miſtruſting. As they ſeem'd to 
contrive ſomething againit us, we began tobe 
uneaſie 3 but M. a Salle, who ſuſpeted thar

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C H A P. XXMII. 


An Account of what hapned to us while we remain'd 
among the Illinois, till the Building of a New 
Fort. 


Ome Days after, N;kanape, Brother to Cheſ- 
 ſagouaſſe, the moſt conſiderable Chief of the 


great Feaſt ; and .before we fate down to eat, 
made a long Speech, very different from what 


He faid that he had-invited us not ſo much to 

ive us a Treat, as to endeavour to diffwade us 

m the Reſolution we had taken, to go down 

to the Sea by the great River Meſchaſipi.He added, 

That ſeveral had periſh'd, having ventar'd upon 

the ſame Enterprize, the Banks of that River 
being inhabited . by barbarous and bloody Na- * 


withſtanding our Valour and the Goodneſs of 
; that that River was full of dange- 
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ing 2 Sea-Monfter) and Serpents; that ſupps- 
ſing the Bark we deſign'd to-build was bi 
enough to protec us againſt the Dangers he-. 


had mention'd, yet it would avail us nothing 
againſt another which was inevitable ; For, ſaid 
be, the River Meſchaſipi z jo full of Rocks and 4 
Falls towards its Month, that the Rapidity of the 2 
Current cannot be maſter d, which will carry your 3 
Bark into a horrid Whirlpool, that ſwallows ud eve+ 
ry thing that comes near it ; and even the River it 
fa 3. which appears no more, loſing it ſelf in that hi- 
deous and bottomleſs Gulph. 

He added ſo many other Circumſtances, and 
appear'd ſo ſerious, and ſo much concern'd for 
us, that two of our Men, who underſtood their 
Language, but not their Politicks, were mo- 
ved at it, and their ' Fear appear in their Fa- 
ces. We obſerv'd it, but could not help it ; 
for it -would be an unpardonable' Aﬀrdnt to 
interrupt a Savage. And beſides, we had per- 
haps encreas'd the Allarms of our Men. When 
Nikanape had made an end. of his Diſcourſe, 
we an{wer'd him in ſo calm a manner, that he 
cou'd not fancy we were ſurpriz'd at his Ob- 
jecions againit.our Voyage. 

Qur Interpreter told him, by order of M. a 
Salle, that we were much oblig'd to him. for 
the Advices. he gave us ; bur that the Difficu}- 
ties and- Dangers he had mention'd, would 
make our Enterprize ſtill more glorious 3 that 
we fear'd the Maſter of the Lite of all Men, 
who rul'd the Sea, and all the World 5 and 
therefore would think it a happineſs to lay 
down our Life to make his Name known to: 
all his Creatures. We added; that we gy" >

that moſt of the Dangers he had mentioti'd 
were not in being, but that the Friendſhip he 
had for us, had put him ' upon that Invention, 
tooblige us to remain with them. We thoughe 


- 


fit however, to let him know, that we per- 


ceiv'd/ our Enemies had fomented ſome Jea- 
louſies in their Mind, and that they ſeem'd 
to miſtruſt our Deſigns ; but as we were fſin- 
cere in our Dealings, we deſir'd them.to let us 
know freely, and without any Diſguiſe, the 
Grounds of their Suſpicions, that we might 
{atisfie them, and clear our ſelves ; concluding, 
That ſeeing our Demand was fo juſt and equi- 
table, we expected they would grant it, or elſe 
that we ſhould have reaſon to think that 
the Joy they had expreſs'd upan our Arrival, 
and the Friendſhip they had ſince ſhow'd to 
us, was nothing but a Deceit and Diflimu- 


ation. Nikanape was not able to anſwer us, 


and therefore chang'd his Diſcourſe, deſiring 
us to eat. 

The Dinner being over, our-Interpreter re- 
aflunrd his Diſcourſe, and told the pany, 
That we 'were not ſurprizd at the Envy 
their Neighbours expreſs d about our. Arrival 
into their Country, becauſe they knew too 
well the Advantages of Commerce, and there- 
fore wou'd engrofs it to themſelves, and ob- 


- ſtrut by all means our good Correſpondence z 


bur that we wonder'd that-they wou'd give 
Ear to the Suggeſtions of our common Ene- 
mies, and conceal any thing from: us, ſince 
we had fo ſincerely acquainted them with our 
Deſigns. | ; 
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We did not fleep, Brother, ſaid he,  direQting his 
Diſcourſe to Nikenape, when Monſow ascaballing © 
amongſt you in the Night to our Prejudice, endeavour- 
zng-to make you believe that we were Spies of the 
Iroquois. The Preſents he made to perſwade his Lyes, 
are ſtill idden in this CO Bus why ho - _ 
away immediately after, inſtead of appeari ickly 
fo "ubif bis y 4.72 ? or art s Wie thy 
fe that upon our landing we might bave kill d 
a iy Nephews, and done what our Enemies tell you 
we deſign to-do, after we have made Alliance with 
thee, and ſettled themſelves amongſt you. But if © 
it Were our Deſign, why ſhould we defer to put it into 
exeoution ?-- And who hinders our Warriours, who are 
bere with me, to kill all of you, whilſt your young 
Men are a Hunting? Thou haſt been told, that our 
Valour is terrible to the Iroquois themſelves; and 
therefore we need not their Aſſiſtance to wage War 
with thee, if it were our Deſign. 

But to remove even the leaſt Pretence of Suſpicion 
and Fealouſie, ſend ſomebody to bring back that mali- 
cious  Accuſer,” and we will ſtay here to confute him 
in thy Preſence: For how can he know us, ſeeing he 
never ſaw us in bis Life? And bow can be be ac- 
quainted with the ſectet League we have made with 
the Iroquois, whom he knows only by Name? Con- 
ſider our Equipage ; we have nothing but Tools and 
Goods, which can never be made uſe of, but for the 
Good of thy Nation, and not for its Deſtruction, as 
our Enemies would make thee believe. 

This Diſcourſe moy'd them-very much; and 
they ſent after Morſo to bring him back ; 'but 
the Snow which fell that Night ſpoil'd the 
Track, and fo he could not be over-taken. He 
had remain'd for ſome Days not far from us, to 
a K know 
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—- 130 . 4 New Diſcovery of _ 
» ; know what would be the ſucceſs of his Em- 
baſſfie. However, ſome of our-Men lay under 
ſuch terrible Apprehenſions, that we could ne- 
ver recover their Courage, nor remove their 
Fears ; fo that ſix of them who had the Guard 
chat Nighe (amongſt which were two Sawers, 
the moſt neceſſary of our Workimen for Building 
our Ship) run away, taking with them whac 
they - thought neceſlary ; but conſidering the 
Country thro' which they were to travel,. and 
the Seaſon of .the Year, we may fay, that: for 
voiding an uncertain Peril, they expos'd them- 
elves to a molt certain Danger. | | 
M. 1a Salle ſeeing that thoſe ſix Men were 
gone, and fearing that this Difertion would 
make a diſadvantageous Impreflion upon the 
Savages, he order'd his Men to tell the 1/linois, 
That he had refolv'd to ſend after them to pu- 
niſh them as they deſerv'd ; but that the Seaſon 
being ſo hard,he was loth to expoſe his Menzand 
that thoſe Deſerters would be ſeverely puniſh'd 
'in Canada. In the mean time, we .exhorted 
the reſt to continue firm in their pony aſluring 
them, That if any were afraid of venturin 
themſelves upon. the River Meſchaſipi, becauſe 
of the Dangers Njkanape had mention'd, M. 1a 
Salle would give them leave to return next 
_ Spring to Canada, and allow them a Canow to 
=. to make their Voyage; whereas they could not 
b- - venture to return home at this time of the Year, 
without expoſing themſelves to periſh with Hun- 
ger, Cold, or the Hands of the Savages. _

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CH AP XXXIIL 


Refletions upon the Temper and Manners of cbe U1- 
linois, and tbe little Diſpoſition they hawe to em> . 
brace Chriſtianity. 


Re- I ſpeak in particular of the Nincis, I - 
think fit to obſerve here, that there is a 
Nation of the Miamis to the South-Weſt of the 
Lake of the Nlinois, who inhabit the Banks of a 
fine-River, within fifteen WK from the 
Lake, in che Laticude of 4x Degrees- The 
K 2 Mazkow- 
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A New Diſcovery of 
Maskoutens and Outtouagams live more North- 
ward on the River Melleoki, which runs into 
the Lake in the Latitude'of 43 Degrees. To 
the Weſt of it live the” Kikapous and Ainoves, 
who have two Villages; and to the Welt of 
theſe there is the Village of the Ilinois Caſcaſchia, 
ſituated towards the Source of the River Checa- 


POUMmenans. The Authoutantas and Mackonutens- 


Nadoueſſians live within one hundred and thir- 
ty Leagues of the ins, in three great Vil- 
lages, on the Banks of a fine River which diſ- 
charges it ſelf into the great River Meſchaſip;. 
We ſhall have occaſion to talk of theſe and ſeve- 
ral other Nations. ED 

Moſt of theſe Savages, and eſpecially the 
Nlinois, make their Cabins of flat Ruſhes, which 
they ſew together, and line them with the 
fame; ſo that no Rain can gothrough it. They 
are tall, ſtrong, and manage their Bows and Ar- 
rows. with great dexterity; for they did .not 
know the E of Fire-Arms before we came in- 
to their Country. They are Lazy, Vagabonds, 
Timorous, Pettiſh, Thieves, and 4 fond of their 
Liberty, that they have no great Reſpect for 
their Chiefs. 

Their Villages are open, and not enclos'd 
with Paliſado's, as in ſome other Places, becauſc- 


they have not Courage enough to defend: them, 


for they fly away as foon as they hear their Enc- 
mies approach. Beſides the Arrows, they uſe 
two. other Weapons, a kind of a Pike and 2 
Club of Wood. Their Country is fo fertile, 
that it ſupplies them with all the Neceſfaries 


for Life, and eſpecially ſince we taught them 


the uſe of Iron Took to cultivate it.

The Hermaphrodites are "_ common amongſt 

them; which is ſo much the more ſurprizing, 
becauſe T have not obfery'd any ſuch thing a- 
monegſt the other Nations' of the Northern 4- 
merica, Poligamy is allow'd amongſt them ; 

and they generally marry ſeveral Sifters, think- 

| ing they agree betrer than Strangers. They 
8 are exceedingly Jealous, and cur the Noſe of 
their Wives upon the leaſt ſuſpicion. Notwith- 
ſtanding they have ſeveral. Wives, they are fo 
laſcivious as to be guilty of Sodomy, and keep 
Boys, whom they cloth with Women's Appa- 
rel, becauſe they make of them that abomi- 
-  nable uſe. Theſe Boys live in their Families 
amonglt Women , without going either to 
their Wars or Hunting. As to their Religion, 
I obſerv'd that they are very ſuperſticious ; bur 
T could never diſcover that they had any Wor- 
' BE ſhip, nor any Reaſon for their Superſtition. 
- & They are great Gameſters, as well as all the 
[il other Savages thac I have known in Ame-

3 As there are ſome ſtony Places in this Coun- 
' try, where there is a great quantity of Serpents, 
[ very troubleſome to. the 1//invis, they know ſe- 
veral Herbs which are a quicker and ſurer Re- 
. medy againſt their Venom, than our Treacle 
and Orvietan. They rub themſelves with theſe 
> Herbs, after which they play with thoſe dan- 
£ | hou Serpents', without receiving any hurt, 
ey take the young ones and put them ſome- 
2 times into their Mouth. They go ſtark naked 
» in Summer-rime, wearing only a kind of Shoes 
5 WW made of the Skins of Oxen ; but the Winter 
nl being pretty ſevere in their Country, tho' 
BE Fe K 3 very 
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very ſhort, they wear Gowns made of the 
Skins of Wild Beaſts, or of Oxen, which they 
dreſs and /paint moſt curiouſly, as I have al- 
ready obſerv'd. 

The lines, as moſt of the Savages of Ame- 
r:ca, being brutiſh, wild, and ſtupid, and their 
Manners being ſo oppoſite to the Morals of the 
Goſpel, their Converſion is to be deſpair'd of, 
till Time and the Commerce with the Europeans 
has remov'd their natural Fierceneſs and Igno- 
rance,and thereby made'em more apt to be ſen- 
ſible of the: Charms of Chriflianity. I have met 
with ſomeiwho were more teachable ; and Fa- 
ther Zenof told me, that he Baptizd two ar 
three of tem at the point: of Death, becauſe 
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they are incapable of any previous Inſtruction 
concerning the Truth of the Goſpel, and the 
Efficacy of the Sacraments. Would I follow 
the Example of ſome other Miflionaries , I 
could have boaſted of many Converſions; for 
I might have eaſily Baptiz'd all thoſe Nations, 
and then ſay, as I am afraid they do without 
any ground, That I had converted them. 
Father Zenobe had met with ewo Savages, 
who had promis'd to foliow him every where, 
whom he inſtructed and Baptiz'd ; but tho' they 
were more tractable than the reſt, they would 
not leave their Country ; and he underſtood 
afterwards, that one of them, whoſe Name 
was Chaſſagouache, was dead in the hands of 
the Funglers, and conſequently in the Super- 
ſtitions 
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ftitions of his Country-men ; fo that his Bap- 


tiſm fſerv'd only to make him duplo Filins Ge-

CH A P. XXXIV. 


An Account of the Building of a New Fort on the 
River of the Illinois, nam d by the Savages Ghe- 
Cagou, and by us Fort Crevecceur'; as alſo a 
Bark to go down the River Meſchaſipi - _ 


Muſt obſerve here, that the hardeſt Winter” ”. 


lafts not above two Months in this charming 
Country ; ſo that on the 15th of Fanuary there 
came a ſudden Thaw, which made the Rivers 
navigable, and the Weather ſo mild as it is 
. with us in the middle of the Spring. M. /a Salle 
tmproving this fair Seaſon, deſfir'd me to go 
down the River with him to chuſe a Place fit 
| to build our Fort. Afﬀer having view'd the 
Country, we pitch'd upon an Eminence on 
the Bank of the River, defended on that ſide 
by the River, and on two others by two 

Ditches the Rains had made very deep by ſuc- 
ceflion of Time ; fo that it was acceflible only 
by one way ; therefore we caſt a Line to join 
thoſe two natural Ditches, and made the Emi- 
nence ſteep on every ſide, ſupporting the Earth 
_ with great pieces of Timber. We made a 
uy Lodgment thereupon, to be ready to de- 
fend us in caſe the Savages would obſtruct the 
Building of our Fort ; but no body offering to 
diſturbus,we wene en diligently with our Work. 
Fathers Gabriel, Zenobe, and I, made in the 
K 4 mean 
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Wy. time a Cabin _ Planks , ——_ 
Workmen. came. to Prayers every _ 1 
and Evening ; but having no Wins, we coul 
not ſay Maſs. The Fort being half finiſh'd, 
M. Ja Salle lodg'd himſelf in the middle\with 
M. Tonti ; and every body took- his Poſt. | We 
plac'd our Forge along the Courtin on the ſide of 
the Wood, and laid in a great quantity of Coals 
for thaCr uſe. | | 

In the mean time our Thoughts were al- 
ways bent towards our Diſcovery, and M. 1a 
Salle and I had frequent Conferences about it: 
But our greateſt Difficulty was to build a Bark ; 
for our Sawers being gone, we did + not know 
what to do. However, as the Timber was 
cheap enough, we told our Men, that if any 
of them would undertake to ſaw Boards for 
Building the faid Bark, we might furmount all 
other Dithiculties Two Men undertook-ir ; 
and tho' they had never try'd it before, they 
ſucceeded very well; fo that we began to 
build a Bark, the Keel whereof was forty. two 
Foot long. Our Men went on fo briskly with 
the Work, that on the 1ft of March our Bark 
was half built,- and all the Timber ready pre- 
par'd for the finiſhing of it. Our Fort was alſo 
very near finiſh'd, and we nanr'd it the Fort of 
Creveceur,becauſe the defertion of our Men,and 
the other Difficulties we labour'd under, had al- 
molt broke our Hearts. | 

Tho' the Winter 1s not harder nor longer in 
the Country of the Illinois, than in 1 rowence, 
_ theSnow remain'd upon the Earth, in the Year 
, 1680, for twenty Days together, which had 
yot been ſeen in the Memory of Man. _ 
caus 
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a Large Country m America. 137 
caus'd a great 'Surprize to the Savages, and 
upon us a world. of Inconveniencies, 
beſides the many others' we ſuffer'd. | In the 
mean time we perfe&ted our Fort; and our 
Bark was in ſuch a forwardneſs, that we might 
have expected to bein a conditian to fail: in a 
very, ſhort time, had we been provided with 
all other Neceffaries ; but hearing nothing of 
our Ship, and therefore wanting the Rigging: 
and other Tackle for our Bark, we found our 
ſelves in great perplexity, and did not know 
what to do in this fad Jun@ure, being above 
five hundred Leagues from Fort Frontenac, 
whither it was almoſt impoſlible to return at 
that time, becauſe the Snow made the travel- 
ling very dangerous by Land, and the Ice made 
it impracticable to our Canow's. - 

M. 1s Salle did not doubt then bift his Be- 
loved Griffin was loſt ; but neither this nor the 
other Difficulties dejeted him ; his great Cou- 
rage buoy'd him up, and he refolv'd to 're 
turn to Fort Frontenac by Land, notwithſtand- 
ing the Snow, and the unſpeakable Dangers- 
attending fo great a Voyage. We had a long 
Conference about it in private, wherein ha- 
ving examin'd all things, it was refolv'd that 
he ihould return to Fort Frontenac with three 
Men, to bring along with him the nece 
things to proceed on our Diſcovery, while I 
with two Men ſhould go in a Canow to the 
River Meſchaſipi, and endeavour to get the 
Friendſhip of thoſe Nations inhabiting the Banks 
of that River. Our Reſolution was certainly 
very great and bold; but there was this effen- 
tial difference, that the Inhabitants - the

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. Countries thro' which M. /a Salle was to travel, 
knew the Europeans ; whereas thoſe Savages 
whom I deſign'd to viſit, had never heard ' of 
us in their Life ; and had been repreſented by 
the /;nojs, as the moſt barbarous Nations in the 
World. However, M-:-/a Salle and T had Cou- 
rage enough to undertake our Difficult Task;. 
but we had much ado to perſuade five of our 
Men to follow us, or to engage ' to expe&t our 
Recurn at Fort Crevecoewr. |

C H A P. XXXV. 


Containing an Account of what was tranſatted at 
Fort Crevecceur before M. la Salle's return to 
Fort Frontenac; and the Inſtructions we re- 
ctiv'd from a Savage concerning the River Me- 
ſchaſipi. 


|” ora M. 12 Salle and I parted, we fourid 
' means to undeceive our Men , and re- 
* move the groundleſs Fears they had conceiv'd 
from. whar the [inos, thro' the Suggeſtions of 
Afonſo, had told us concerning the Dangers, 
ar rather the Impoſlibilicy of Sailing upon the 
River Aeſchaſipi, Some Savages inhabiting be- 
yond that River, came to the Camp of the 
Tllinois, and gave us an Account of it, very 
different from what N;&anape had told us ; fome 
other Savages own'd that it was navigable, 
and not incerrupted by Rocks and Falls, as 
the Min would make us believe ; and one 
of the Mins themſelves, being gain'd by ſome 
fall Preſents, told us in great Secareſie, _ 
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the Account their Chief had given us, was a 
downright Forgery, contriv'd on purpoſe to 
oblige us to give over our Epterprize. This 
revived ſomewhat our Men; bur yet they 
were ſtill wavering and irreſolute ; and there- 
fore M. /2 Salle ſaid, that he would fully con- 
vince them, that the Dlimis had reſoly'd in their 
Council to forge that Account, in order to ſtop 
our Voyage ; and few Days after we met with 
a favourable opportunity for it. 
The - Ilines had made an Excurſion South- 
ward ; as they were returning with ſome Pri- 
ſoners, one of their Warriors came before 
their Comrades, and viſited: us at our Fort 
we entertain'd him as well as we could, and 
ask'd him ſeveral Queſtions touching the River 
Meſchaſipi, from whence he came, and where 
he had been oftentimes, giving him to under- 
ſtand that ſome other Savage had given us an 
account of it. He took a piece ' of Charcoal, 
and drew a Map of the Courſe of that River, 
which I found afterwards pretty exact; and 
told us that he had been in a Pyrogue; that is, 
a Canow made of the Trunk of a Tree, from 
the Mouth of this River, very near the Place: 
where the Meſchaſipi falls into the great Lake 
for ſo they call the Sea : That there was nei- 
ther Falls nor rapid Currents, as we had been 
told ; that ic was very broad'towards the gre 

Lake, and interrupted with Banks of Sand; 
bur that there were large Canals betwixt them, 
deep enopgh for any Pyrogue. He told us alfo 
the Name of ſeveral Hons inhabiting the 
Banks of the Meſchaſip;, and -of ſeveral Rivers 
that fall into it. - I fer down in my Journal 
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all that. he told 'us, of which I ſhall perhaps | 
; give 'a larger Account in. another place. We | 

made him a ſmall Preſent, to thank him for 

his' Kindneſs in diſcovering a Truth, which the 

Chief of his Nation had fo carefully conceal'd. 

He deſir'd us to hold our Tongue, and never 

to mention him, which we promis'd; and 

gave him an Axe,wherewith we ſhut his Mouth, 

according to the Cuſtom of the Savages, when 

they recommend a Secret. Lg 

The next Day, after Prayers, we went to. 

_ the Village of the Minw; whom we found in 
the Cabin of one of -their Chiefs; who enter- 
tam'd them with a Bear, whoſe Fleſh is much 
valu'd among them. They deſird us to ſit 
down upon a fine Mat of Ruſhes : And fome 
time afcer our Interpreter told them, thar we 
were come to acquaint them, that the Maker 
of all Things, and the Maſter of the Lives of 
Men, took a particula”Care of us, and had 
been pleas'd to Jet us have a true account of 
the River AMeſchafipi ; the Navigation whereof 
they had repreſented ro us as impradticable. 

We added all the Particulars we had learn'd, 
bur in fach Terms that it was impoflible they 
ſhould ſuſpect any of their Men. | 

- The Savages were much ſurpriz'd, and did 
not doubt but we had that Account by ſome 
extraordinary Way ; therefore they ſhut their 
Mouth with their Hand ; which is their uſual 
Cuſtom to expreſs their Admiration. They 
told us frankly afterwards, that the great de- 
fire they had to ſtop amongſt them our Cap- + 
tain, and the Grey-Coats or Bare-foot, as they 
call the Franciſcans, had obligd them to org 
rne 
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the Stories they had told. ys, and to conceal the 
Truth ; but fince we+ had come-to the Khow- 
ledge of it by another way, - they" would' rel 
us all that they knew ; and confirm'd e 
particular their Warrior had told us. | "This 
Confeflion remov'd the Fears'of our Men, 
who were few Days after ſtill more fully per- 
ſuaded that the Ins defign'd- to frighten us 
from our Diſcovery : For ſeveral Savages of 
the Nations of Oſages, Cikaga, and ' Akanſa, 
came tp {ce us, and brought tine Furs to barter 
for our Axes. They told us that the Meſcha- 
fipi was navigable almoſt from its Source to the 
Sea; and gave us great incouragement to 
on with our Deſign, affuring us, that all t 
Nations inhabiting along tle River, from the 
Mouth of that of the 1linox, to the Sea, wou'd 
come to meet us, and dance the Calumet of 
Peace, as they expreſs it, and make Alliance 
with us. 
The Miamy arriv'd much about that time, 
and danTt'd the Calumet with the Wines, ma- 
king Alliance with them againſt the Iroquoss, 
their implacable Enemies. We were Witneſles 
to their Treaty ; and M. /a Salle made them 
ſome Preſents, the better to oblige both Par- 
ties ro the Obſervation of their League. _ 
We were three Miflionaries for that Handful - 
of Europeans at Fort Creveczur; and therefore we 
chought fit to divide our ſelves: Father Gabriel 
being very old, was to continue with our Men ; 
and Father Zenobe among the Illinow, having 
delir'd it himſelf, in hopes to convert that nu- 
merous Nation: And 1, as I have already re= 
lated, was to go on with our Diſcovery. ___ 
ther 
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ther Zenobe liv'd already among the lines, but 
the rude Manners of that People made hi 

foon weary of it. His Landlord , whoſe 
Name was Omaboubs, that is to fay Wolf, was 
the Head of a Tribe, and took a ſpecial Care 
of Father Zenobe, eſpecially after M. /a Salle 
had made him ſome Preſetits: He lov'd him 
as his Child ; but however, I perceiv'd in the 


Viſits he made us, ( for he liv'd but within 


half a League of our Fort ) that he was not 
fatisfy d to live amongſt that brutiſh Nation, 
tho' he had already learn'd their Tongue. 
This oblig'd me to offer him to take his Place, 
provided he wou'd ſupply mine, and go on 
with our Diſcovery amongſt ſeveral Nations, 
whoſe Language we did not underſtand, and 
who had never heard of us; but Father Ze- 
nobe foreſeeing the Danger and Fatigue I was * 
like to be expos'd to, choſe to remain with the 
Illinos, whoſe Temper he knew, and with 


- whom he was able to converſe. *.. 


_ M. /a Salle left M. Tonti to command in 
Fort Creveczur , and order'd our Carpenter to 
prepare ſome thick Planks of Oak, to Fence 
the Deck of our Bark in the nature of a Pa- 
rapet, to cover it againſt the Arrows of- the Sa- 
vages, in caſe they deſign'd to ſhoot at us from 
the Shear. Then calling his Men together, he 


_ defird them to obey M. Tomi's Orders in his 


Abſence, to live in a Chriſtian Union and 
Charity ; to be courageous and firm in their 
Deſign ; and above all, to give no credit to 
the falſe Reports that the Savages might make 
unto* them, either of him, or of their Com- 
rades that were going with me. He aff ike 
tem 
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them that he would return,-wich all the pred 


imaginable, and bring along with him. a fÞ 
Supply of Men, Ammunition, and Rigging for 
our Bark ; and that in. the mean time he left 
them Arms, and other things neceſſary for z 
vigorous Defence, in caſe their Enemies ſhould 
attack them before his return. 4 

He told me afterwards, that he expected T 
ſhould depart without any farther Delay ; but 
T told ' him that tho' I. had promis'd him-to do 
ic, yet a Defluxion I had on my Gums a Year 
ſince, as he knew very well, oblig d me to 
return' to Canada, to be curd; and that I 
wou'd then come back with him. He was 
very much ſurpriz'd, and told me, he wou'd 
write to my Superiors, that I had obſtructed the 
good - Succeſs of our Miſtion, and defir'd Fa- 
ther Gabriel to perſuade me to' the contrary. 
Thar good Man had been my Maſter during 
my Nowvitiate in our Convent, of Berhune, in 
the Province of /rtc;s.; and therefore I had fo 

reat a Reſpect for him, that I yielded to his 

dvice; and contider'd that ſince a Man of 
his Age had ventur'd ro come along with me 
in ſo dangerous a Miflion, it would look as 
Puſilanimity in me to return and leave him. 
That Father had left a very good Eſtare, be- 
ing Heir of a Noble Family of the Province 
of Burgundy ; and I muſt own that his Exam- 
ple reviv'd my Courage upon ſeveral Occa- 
fions. - | : 

M. /2 Salle was mightily pleas'd when I told 
him I was refolv'd to go, notwithſtanding my 
Indifpoſition : He embrac'd me, and gave me. 
. a Calumet of Peace ; and two Men to manage 
| our

our. Canow, whoſe Names were Anthony "Au 
guel,” firnam'd” the Picard du Gay; and Mitchel 
Ako, of the Province of Pojiou, to whom he 
gave fome Commodities to the value of about 
xo00 Livres, © to trade with the Savages, or 
make Preſents. He gave to me in particular, 
and for my own uſe, tent Knives, twelve Shoe- 
maker's Auls or Bodkins, a ſmall Roll of | To- 
bacco from Martinice, about two Pounds of 
! Raſade; thatis to ſay, Little Pearls or Rings 
of colour'd Glaſs, wherewith the Savages make 
Bracelets, and other Works , and a ſmall Par- 
cel of Needles to give to the Savages; telling 
me, that he would have given me a preater 
quantity, if it had been in his Power. _. 
The Reader may judge by theſe Particulars 
- of the reſt of my Equipage for ſo great an 
Vs Undertaking ; however, relying my ſelf on 
the Providence of God, I took my leave of 
M. a Salle, and imbrac'd all our Men, recei- 


ving ' the Blefling of Father Gabriel, who told 
me ſeveral Things, to inſpire me with Cou- 
rages concluding his Exhortation by theſe

WW Hoſoever will conſider the Dangers td 
| which I was going to expoſe my ſelf, 
in ani unknown Country, where no European 
had travelF'd before, and amongſt ſome Savages 

whoſe Language I did not underſtand, will 


not blame the Reluctancy I expreſſed againſt 


that Voyage: I had ſuch an Idea of it, that 
neither the fair Words, or 'Threats of M. 
Salle, wou'd have been able to engage me to 
venture my Life ſo raſhly, had I not felt with- 
in my felt a ſecret but lirong Affurance, if I 


may uſe that Word, that God would help and 


proſper my Undertaking. 
We ſet out from Fort Creveceur on the 29th 
of February, 1680, and as we fell down the 


River, we met with ſeveral Companies of Sa 


vages, who return'd to their Habitations, with 
their Pirogues or Wooden-Canow's, loaded with 
the Oxen they had kill'd : they wou'd fain per- 
ſuade us to return with them, and the two 


Men who were with me, were very willing to 


follow their Advice; telling me, That M. /a 


Salle had as good to have murther'd us : But I 


oppos'd their Deſign, and told them that the 


reſt of our Men wou'd ſtop them as they ſhou'd 
come by the Fort, if they offer'd to return, and 


ſo we continu'd our Voyage. They confeſsd 
to me the next Day, _ they had reſolv'd to 


leave 
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146 A New Diſcovery of 
leave me with the Savages, and make' their E- 
ſcape with the Canow and Commodities, 
thinking that there was no Sin in that, fince 
M. /a Salle was owing to them a great deal 
more than their value ; and that I had*been 
very ſafe. This was the firſt Diſcouragement 
I met with, and the Forerunner of a great 
many others. Ty 

The River of the 7inos is very near as deep 
and broad as the Mewſe and Sambre before Na- 
mur ; but we found fome Places where *tis a- 
bout a quarter of a League broad. The Banks 
of the, River are not even, but interrupted 
with Hills, diſpos'd almoſt at an equal diſtance, 

» and cover'd with fine Trees. ' The Valley be- 
eween them is a Marſhy Ground, which is 
overflow'd after great Rains, eſpecially in the 
Autumn and the Spring. - We had the Curio- 
ſity to go up one of thoſe Hills, from whence 
we diſcover'd vaſt Meadows, with Foreſts, juſt 
as we had ſeen before we arriv'd at the Village 
of the 1ilinos. The River flows ſo ſoftly, that 
Te the Current is hardly perceptible, except when 

SW, it {wells But it will carry at all times great 

Barks for above 100 Leagues; that is, om 
thEſaid Village to its Mouth, It runsdirectly 
to the South-Weſt. On the 7th of March we 
met, within two Leagues from the River Me- 

: \ - ſchaſipi, a Nation of the Savages call'd Tamaroa 

= or Maroa, conſiſting. of "about 200 Families. 

E They deſfign'd to bring us along with them to 

their Village, which lies to the Weſt of Me- 

ſchaſipi, about ſeven Leagues from the Mouth 
of the River of the 7inzs ; but my Men fol- 
low'd my Advice, and wou'd not ſtop, in hopes 

's - to 
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to exchange their Commodities with more Ad- 
vantage in a more remote place. Our Reſo- 
Jution was very good; for I don't queſtion 
but they wou'd have robb'd us ; for ſeeing we 
had ſome Arms, they thought we wene going 
to carry them to their Enemies. They pur- 
ſu'd us in their Pyrogues or Wooden-Canow's ; 
but ours being only of Bark of Birch-Trees, 
and conſequently ten times lighter than theirs, 
and better fram'd, we laught at their Endea- 
vours, and got clear of them. They had ſent 
a Party of their Warriors to lic in Ambuſcade 
on a Neck of Land advancing into the River, 
where they thought we ſhou'd paſs that Even- 
ing or the next Morning ; but having diſco-

verd ſome Smoak on that Point, we ſpoil'd 
_ their Deſign, and therefore croſs'd the River, 


and landed in a ſmall Iſland near the other 
ſide, where we lay all the Night, leaving our 
Canow in the Water, under the Guard of a 
litce Dog ; who doubtleſs wou'd have awak'd 
us, if any body had offer'd to come near him; 
as we expected the Savages might attempt it, 
ſwimming over in (the Night; but no _y 


came to diſturb us.” Having thus avoided thoſe 


Savages, we came to the Mouth of the River 
of the 7linis, diſtant from their great Village 
about 100 Leagues, and 5o from Fort Creveczur. 
It falls into the Meſchaſipi between the 35th 
and 36th Degrees of Latirude, and within 120 
or 130 Leagues from the Gulph of Mexico, ac- 
cording to our Conjecture, without including 
the Turnings and Windings of the Meſchafipi, 
from thence to the Sea. 
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148 A4 New Diſcovery of 
' The Angle between the two Rivers on the 
South-ſide, is a ſteep Rock of forty Foot high, 
and flat on the Top, and conſequently a fic 
Place tobuild a Fort; and on the other ſide 
of che River, the Ground appears blackiſh, 
from whence I judge that it would prove fer- 
til, and afford two Crops every Year, for the 
ſubſiſtence of a Colony. The Soil looks as if 
it had been already manur'd. 

The Ice which came down from the Source 
of the Meſchaſipi, ſtopp'd us in that Place till 
the 12th of March; for we were afraid of 
our Canow : But when we ſaw the Danger 
over, we continu'd our Courſe, ſounding the 
River, to know whether it was navigable. 
There are three ſmall Iſlands over-againſt the 
Mouth of the River of the 1/lizzis, which ſtop 
che Trees and Pieces of Timber that come 
down the River ; which by Succeflion of time, 
has form'd ſome Banks : . But the Canals are 
deep enough for the greateſt Barks; and Ijudge 
that in the drieſt Summer, there is Water e- 
nough for flat-bottom-Boats. 

The Ms:{chafipi runs to theSouth-South-Welt, 
between two Rows of Mountains, which fol- 
low the great Windings of the River. ' They 
are near the Banks, at the Mouth of the River 
of the 1/l;nois, and are not very high ; but in 
other Places, they are ſome Leagues diſtant ; 
and the Meadows between the River and the 
Foot of thoſe Hills, are cover'd with an infi- 
nite number of wild Oxen. The Country be- 
yond thoſe Hills is fo fine and pleaſant, that 
according to the Account I have had, one 
' might juſtly call it che Delight of America. . 
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The Meſchaſip; is in ſome places a League 
broad, and halt a League where it is narrow- 
eſt. The Rapidity in its Current is fomewhat 
abated, by a great number of Iſlands, cover'd 
with fine Trees interlac'd with Vines. Ir re- 
ceives but two Rivers from the Weſt ſide, one 
whereof is call'd Orontenta ; and the other dif- 
charges it ſelf into it near the Fall of Sr. An- 
 thony o* Padoua, as we ſhall obſerve hereafter : 
Burt ſo many others run into the Meſchafipifrom 
the North, that it ſwells very much toward 
its Mouth. | | 

I am reſfolv'd to give h:re an Account of 
the Courſe of that River ; which I have hi- 
therto conceal'd, for the ſake of M. /a Salle, 
who wou'd aſcribe to himſelf alone the Glo- 
ry, and the moſt ſecret Part of this Difco- 
very. He was fo fond of it, that' he has ex- 
pos'd to viſible Danger ſeveral Perſons , chat 
they might noe publiſh what they had ſeen, 
and thereby prejudice his ſecret Deſigns.

The Courſe of the River Meſchaſipi from the Mouth

of the River of the Nlincz, and the Perils I 
was expos'd to in the Diſcovery'of the Colrſe 
of the Meſchaſipi, my Joy and Satisfaction can- 
not be expreſs'd. I was as good. as ſure that 
M. 1a Salle wou'd ſlander me, andrepreſent me 
to my Superiors as a wilful and obſtinate Man, 
if I preſum'd to go down the 'Meſchaſipi inſtead 
of going up to the North, as I wasdelir'd, and 
as we had concerted together ; and therefore I 
was very loath to undertake it: But on the 0- 
ther Hand, I was expos'd to ſtarve; and threat- 


ned by my two Men, that if I oppos'd their 


Reſolution of going down ,the River, they 
wou'd leave me a Shore during the Night, and 
carry away the Canow where-ever they plea- 
ſed; ſo that IT thought it was reaſonable 
to prefer my own Preſervation to the Ambi- 
tion of M. 1a Salle ; and fo I agreed to follow 
my Men; who ſeeing me in that good Diſpo- 
ſition, promis'd that they woujd be faithful 
to me. 

We ſhook- Hands, to ſeal theſe Promiſes; 
and after Prayets, imbark'd in our Canow the 
8th of March, 1680. The Ice which came 
down from the North, gave us a great deal of 


- trouble ; but we were ſo careful, that-our Ca- 


now receiv'd no. hurt; and after ſix Hours 
rowing, we cameio the River of a Nation 


 call'd Oſage, who live toward the Meſſorwes. 


That River comes from the Weltward, and 
ſeems as big as the Meſchaſipi ; but the Water 
is ſo muddy , that 'tis almoft impoſlible to, 


- drink. of it, | % 


The 1/zzi, who inhabit toward the Source of 
the Meſchaſivi, come ſometimes in their- Excur- 
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fions to'the Place where I was then; and I un- ' 
. derſtood afterwards from them, having learn'd 
their, Language, that this River of the Ofages 
and Meſſorites is form'd from ſeveral other Ri- 
vers, which ſpring from a Mountain about «, my 
twelves Day's Journey from its Mouth. They 
told me farther, that from that Mountain one 
might ſee the Sea, and now and then ſome 
great Ships ; that the Banks-of that River are 
inhabited by ſeveral Nations ; and that- they 
have abundance of wild Oxen and Beavers. 
Tho' this River is very big, the Meſchaſipt - 
does not viſibly ſwell ; but its Waters continue 
muddy to its Mouth , albeit ſeven other 
Rivers fall into it, which .are near as big as 
the Meſchaſipi, and whoſe Waters are extraor- 
dinary clear. 
We lay every Night in Iſlands, at leaſt 
-if it were pollible, for our greater Secu- 
rity ; and as{oon as we had roſted or boyl'd 
our Indian Corn, we were very careful to put 
out our Fire; for in theſe Countries they ſmell 
Fire at two or three Leagues diſtance, according 
to the Wind. The Savages take a particular 
Notice of it, to diſcover where their Enemies 
are, andendeavour to ſurprize them. 
The  gth we continu'd our Voyage, and 
ſix Leagues from the River of the Ofages, 
diſcover'd on the South-ſide of the Meſchaſips, 
a Village, which we thought to be inhabited 
by the Tamaroa, who had purſu'd us, as I have 
related, Seeing no body appear, we landed, 
and went into their Cabins, wherein we found 
Indian Corn, of which we took ſome Buſhels, 2 
leaving in lieu of it fix Knives, and a ſmall RF 
S414. quan- 2} 
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quantity of little Glaſs-Beads. This was good 
Inck foe us; for we durſt not leave the River, 
and go a hunting, for fear of falling into the 
Hands of the Savages. EIT os 
The next Day, being the roth of March, 
we came to a River within 4o Leagues of Ta- 
maroa ; near which, as the nos inform'd us, 
there is a Nation of Savages call'd Ouadebache. 
Weremain'd there till the 14th, becauſe one of 
our Men kill'd a wild Cow, as ſhe was ſwim- 
ming over the River, whoſe Bleſh we were ob- 
-ligd to beſmoak, to preſerve it. Being thus 
provided with [:4ian Corn and Fleſh, we left 
that place the _ 14th; and ſaw nothing worrh 
Obſervation. The Banks of the River are-ſo 
muddy , and fo full of Ruſhes and Reeds, 
that we had much ado to find a place to go 
a-ſhoar. 
The 15th we diſcover'd three Savages, who 
came from Hunting, or from ſome Expediti- 
on. As we were able to make head againſt 
them, we landed, and march'd'up to them ; 
whereupon they run away ; but after ſome 
Signs, one return'd, and preſented us the 'Ca- 
lumet of Peace, which we receiv'd ; and the 
-others came back. We did not underſtand a 
Word of what they ſaid; nor they; I ſuppoſe, 
what we told them: Tho' having nam'd them 
two & three different Nations, one anſwer'd 
threE*times Chikacha or Sikacha, which was 
likely the Name of his Nation. They gave 
us fome Pelicans they had kill'd with their Ar- 
rows; and we preſented them with part'of 
our Meat. Our Canow being too little to 
take them in, they continu'd their way, ma- 


king

king ſeveral Signs with their Hand, to follow 
them along the Shore ; but we quickly loſt the 
Sight of them. : EN 
. Two Days after, we ſaw a great Number 
of Savages'near the River-ſide ; and heard im- 
mediately after a certain Noiſe, asof a Drum ; 
and as we came near the Shore, the Savages 
cry'd aloud Saſacoweſft ; that is to ſay, Who goes 
there? as T have been inform'd. We wete un- 
willing to Land; but they ſent us a Pirogue or 
heavy Wooden-Canow, made of the Trunk 
_ of a Tree, which they make hollow with Fire, 
and we diſcover'd amongſt them the three Sa- 
vages we had met two Days before. We pre- 
ſented our Calumet of Peace , which they re- 
ceiv'd; but gave us to underſtand by Signs, 
that we muſt go to the Akanſa; for they re- 
peated ſo often that Word, pointing at the 
Savages a-ſhore, that T believe this is the right 
Name of their Nation. We cou'd not avoid 
it ; and as ſoon as we were landed, the three 
Chikacha took our Canow upon their Shoulders, 
and carry'd it to the Village. \ The Savages re- 
*ceiv'd us very kindly, and gave us a Cabin for 
Gur ſelves alone 7 and preſentedus with Beans, 
Indian Corn, and Fleſh to eat. We made them 
alſo ſome Preſents of our European Commodi- 
ties, Which they admir'd : They pur their Fin- 
_ gers upon theirMouth,eſpecially when they ſaw 

our Guns ; and I think this way of expreflin 
their Surprize, is common to all the Savages of 
the Northern America. 
Theſe Savages are very different from thoſe 
of the North ; who are commonly fad, pen- 
five and ſevere ; whereas theſe appear'd jovial, 


civil, 
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civil, and free. Their Youth is ſo modeſt, 
that they dare not ſpeak before Old fMen, 
unleſs they are ask'd any Queſtion. I obſer- 
ved they have tame Poultry, as Hens, Tur- 
key-Cocks, and Buſtards, which are as tame as 
our Geeſe. Their Trees began to ſhew their 
Fruit, as Peaches, and the like ; which. muſt 
be a great deal bigger than ours.' Our Men 
lik'd very well the Manner of theſe People ; 
and if they had found any Furrs and Skins to 
barter for their Commodities, they wou'd have 
left me amongſt them ; but I told them that 
our Diſcovery- was more important to them 
than their Trade ; and advis'd them to hide 
their Commodities under-ground, which they 
might take again upon our return, and ex- 
change them with the Savages of the North. 
They approvd my Advice, and were ſenſi- 
ble that they ſhou'd prevent many Dangers ; 
for Men are covetous in all Countries. | 
The 18th we embark'd again, after having 
been entertain'd with Dancing and Feaſting 3 
and carry'd away our Commodities, tho' the 
Savages_were very loath to part with them $. 
but having accepted our Calumet of Peace, 
they did not prefume to ſtop us by Force. 
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CHAP. XXXVIIL_ 


A Continuation of our Voyage on the River Meſ- 
chaſipi. 


S we fell down the River, we look'd for 
a fit Place to hide our Commodities, and 
at laſt pitch'd upon one between two Eminen- 
ces near a Wood. We took up the green Sodds, 
and laid it by, anddigg'd a hole in the Earth 
where we put our Goods, and coyerd them _ 
with pieces of Timber and Earth , and then 
put on again the green Turf; ſo that 'twas im- 
poflible to ſaſpet that any Hole; had been 
digg'd under it, for we flung the Earth into the 
River.. We tore afterwards the Bark of three 
Oaks and of a large Cotton-Tree, and ingrav'd 
thereon four Croffes, that we might not miſs 
the Place at our return. We embark'd again 
' with all ſpeed, and- paſt by another Village of 
Savages about fix Leagues from Akanſa, and 
then landed at another two Leagues lower, 
where we were kindly entertain'd, Men,, 
Women, and Children came co meet us; which 
makes me believe that the firſt | {ka»ſa had 
given notice of our arrival to all the Villages of - 
their Nation. We made them ſome Preſents 
of litcle value, which they thought very conſj- 
derable. Preſents are the Symbols of Peace 
in all thoſe Countries. C27 
The 2 1ſt thoſe Savages carry'd us in a Pyrogue

The Men, 
Women, and Children, who attended him, ex- 

reſs'd a uu Reſpe&t for me, and kifs'd the 
eeves of the Habit of Sr. Francs ; which made 
me believe that they had ſeen ſome Spaniſh 
£ Franciſcans from New Mexico , it being uſual 

3 there to kiſs the Habit of our Order : But this is 

a meer Conjecure ; tho? ] obſerv'd they did not 

pay that Reſpe&t to the ewe Men who were 

with me. i =. 
'The Taen/a conducted us into a fine Cabin of 
flat Ruſhes and ſhining Reeds, and entertain'd 
us as well as their Country could afford ; and 
then Men and Women, who are half cover'd 
= in that Country, danc'd together before us. 
ih Their way of Dancing is much more difficult 

* - than ours, byt perhaps as pleaſant, were it not 
for their Muſick, which 1s very diſagreeable.

' "That Country is full of Palm-Trees, wild 
| Laurels, Plum-Trees, Mulbery-Frees; Peach- 

Trees, gps" Tron and Walnut-Trees of five 
or ſix kinds, whoſe Nuts are a greatdeal bigger 
than ours.|// They have alſo ſeveral forts of 
Fruit-Trees unknown in Europe, but I could nor 
diſcern the Fruit, becauſe of the Seaſon of the 
Year. | fl 

The Manners and Temper of that Nation is 
very different from that of the Troqueis, Hurons, 
and Illinos. Theſe are Civil, Eaſie, Tractable, 
and capable of Inſtructions ; whereas the others 
are meer Brutes, as fierce and cruel as any wild 


Beaſts. Welay that Night in their Village, and 


were entertain'd as civilly as we could have 


wilh'd for; and we did likewiſe our utmoſt to 
oblige them : We ſhew'd them the Effe& of our 
Fire-Arms, and a Piſtol, which ſhot four Bul- 
lets one after another, without needing to be 
new charg'd. Our Men took their beſt Cloth, 
which pleas'd them very much ; and they 
ſeem'd well ſatisfy'd with us, as they expreſs'd 
by many Signs and Demonſtrations. They 


ſent over night to the Koroa, who are their 


Allies, to give-them notice of our {arrival z and 
their Chief came next Morning in great Cere- 
mony to ſeeus. They ſeem'd tranſported with 
Joy, and *tis great pity we could not under- 
ſtand what they cold us, to know what Opini- 


on they entertain'd of us, and from what part 


of the World they fanſy'd we came. I order'd 

my Men to ſquare a Tree, and having made a

/{ The 22d we left-that obliging People, and 
the Chief of the Koroa attended us to his Vil- 
lage, which is ſituated about ten Leagues lowe” 
-upon the River in a fertile Soil, which pro- 
duces abundance of Ihdian Corn, and other 
things neceſſary for Life. // We preſented them 
with three Axes, ſix Knives, ſeven Yards of 
good Tobacco, ſeveral Awls and Needles. They 
receiv'd our Preſents with preat Shouts, and 
their Chief preſented us with a Calumet of Peace 
of red Marble, the Qui whereof was adorn'd 
with Feathers of five or ſix ſorts of Birds. 

They gave us alſo a Noble Treat according 
to "their own way, which I hk'd very well ; 
and after we had din'd, the Chief of that Na- 
tion underſtanding by our Signs which way 
we were bound, -took a Stick, and made ſuch 


had not above ſeven Days Journey to the Sea, 
which he repreſented as a great Lake with large 
wooden Canow's. The next Day we prepar'd 
eo continue our Voyage, but they made ſuch 
Signs to oblige us to ſtay a Day or two longer, 
that I was almoſt perſwaded to do it ; but ſee- 
ing the Weather ſo favourable for our Journey, 
we embark'd again. The Chief of that Nation 
ſeeing we were reſolv'd to be gone, ſent ſeve- 
ral Men in two Pyrogues, to attend us to the 
Mouth of the River with Proviſions ; but when 
I faw that the three Chikacha,. of whom T have 
ſpoken, follow'd us every-where, I bid my Men 
to have care of them, and obſerve their Mo- 
tions upon our landing, for fear of any Sur- 
prize. It was then Eafter-Day, which we 
kept with great Devotion, tho' we could not

ſay Maſs for want of Wine ; but we ſpent all | 
the Day in Prayers in ſight of the Savages, who 
wonder'd\much at it. | 

The Me{chaſipi divides it ſelf fix Leagues be- 
low = Villages: of _ _ into two Bran- 
ches, forming an Iſland- about ſixty Leagues 
long, according to our beſt Obſervation. - The 
Koroa oblig'd us to follow the Canal to the 
Weſtward , tho the Chikacha, who were in 
their Pyrogues, endeayour'd\ to. perſwade me to 
take the other : But as we had ſome ſuſpicion 
of them, we refus'd to follow their Advice 
tho' I was afterwards convine'd that they de- 
ſign'd only to have the Honour to bring us to 
ſeveral Nations on the other Bank of the Ri- 
ver, whom we viſited in our return. ; 

We loſt quickly the Company of our Sa- 
vages; for the Stream being very rapid in this 
Place, they could not follow as in their Py- 
rogues, Which are very heavy. We made that 
Day near forty: Leagues, and landed in the 
Evening upon the Iſland, where we pitch'd our 
Cabin. | 1 

The 24th we continu'd our Voyage ; and a- 
bout five and thirty Leagues below che Place 
. we had lain, - we diſcover'd two Fiſhermen, 
who immediately ran away. We heard ſome 
time after a great Cry and the Noiſe of a Drum; 
but as we ſuſpected the Chikacha, we kept in 
che middle of the River, rowing as faft as we 
could. This was the Nation of Quinipiſſa, as 
we underſtood fince. We landed that Night 
in a Village belonging to the| Nation of 7an- 
gibac, as we have been inform'd ; but the In- 
habitants had been ſurpriz'd by their 6

for we found ten of them murther'd in their 
Cabins; which oblig'd us-to embark again, and 
croſs the River, where we landed ; and having 
made a Fire, roaſted our Indian Corn. | 

The 25th we left the Place early in the 
Morning ; and after having row'd the beſt part

We kneel'd 
then near che Croſs, and having fung the Ve- 
xilla Regis, and ſome other Hymns, embark'd 
again on the 1ſt of April to-return towards the 
Source of the River. | 
© Wefaw no body while we continu'd there, 

and therefore cannot cell whether any. Natives 
inhabit thar Coaſt, We lay during the time 
we remain'd a-ſhoar under -our Canow's, ſup- 
ported with four Forks, and the berter ro pro- 
red us againſt the Rain, we had ſome Rolls of 
Birch-Bark , wherewith we made a kind of 
Courtains about our Canow, hanging fron the 
top down. to the,ground. *Tis obſervable, that 
during our Navigation, God : protected us a- 
gainſt the Crocodiles, which are very nume- 
rous in that River, and eſpecially towards the 
Mouth : "They look Ireadfial, and would have 
attack'd us, had we not . been very careful ro 
avoid them. We were very good Husbands of

men follow'd us with their Children, who held 
me'by my Gown and Girdle, exprefling much 
the ſame Kindneſs to my two Men.

as far as the Meſchaſip; to hunt them ; but by 
good chance we found a great. quantity of 
Sturgeons, With long Bills, as we calld them, -< 
from the Shape of their Head. It was then 
the Seafon "that, theſe Fiſhes ſpawn ; and they 
cbme as near the Shoar as they,can;- ſo -chat 
we kill'd as many as -oy wou'd' with our Axes | E 
and Swords, © without {| nding .our Powder | 2 


and Shot. They were ſo numerous, that we 
took nothing but the _— and other dainty 
Parts, throwing off the reſt; ; 
| As we came near the Mouth of the River 
| of the Illinois, my: Men begun to be very af- 
fraid- ro meet with their Comrades of? Forc 
Creveceur ; for having not yet exchang'd their 
Commodities, as they. were order'd, and re- 
fus'd to go Northward at firſt, as I defird 
an, they had much reaſon to fear that chey. 
ou'd ſtop them, and puniſh them for fot ha-. 
a follow'd my Dire&tions. I.was likew

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afraid, that by theſe Means our Voyage towards 
the Sea wou'd bediſcover'd, ( there being ſome 
Reaſons to keep it ſecret, as'I ſhall obſerve in 
another place) andour farther Diſcovery ſtopt ; 
© and therefore to prevent any ſuch thing, I ad- 
_ visd them torrow' all the Night, and reſt oug 
ſelves. during the Day in the Iflands ; which 
are ſo numerous in that River, The Trees 
and Vines wherewith thoſe Iſlands are cover, 
are-ſo thick, that one can hardly Land, and 
fo we might lie there very ſafe, it being im- 
poflible to difcover us., This Advice was: ap- 
prov'd, and thereby we avoided any Rencoun- 
ter ; for ] did not doubt but our-Men 'came 
now and then from Fort Crevearw, to obſerve 
the Meſchafipi, - and get Intelligence of us. | But 
when we found our ſelves pretty far from the 
the Riverof the 1/;nois, we travell'd in the Day, 
as we uſed to do, in order to make our Ob- 
ſervations, and view the Country ;- which 
does not appear ſo fertil, nor cover'd with fo 
fine Trees above the River of the Minis, as 
it is below, down the Meſchaſipi to the Sea:

T can ſay very little: of it, | 
having obſerv'd only its Mouth ; but I judge , 
from thence, that it is not very conſiderable.

it yet the more terrible, they hurry'd us croſs

Howls, as were capable of ſtriking Terror in- 
to the moſt refolute and daring Souls. Being 
come 'a-ſhoar on the other 'ſide, we unloaded 
our Canow, and landed our Things, part of 
which they had robb'd us of already. Some time- 
after our Landing, we made a Fire a ſecond 
time, to make an end of boiling our Baſtard. 
Two others ae ghar: the Barbarians, who 
together what they ſhou'd do 
with us, two of their Leaders came up to us, 
and made us to underſtand by Signs, that their 
Warriors were refolv'd upon: our Death. This | 
oblig'd me, whilſt one of our Cahow-Men 
look'd after our Things, to go With the other 
and apply my ſelf to their Chiefs. Six Hat- 
chets, ehcen Knives, ſome pieces of Tobacco, 
was the Preſent that I made them. * Aﬀer 
which, bending my Neck, and pointing to a 
Hatchet, I ſignify'd to them by that Submiſti- 
on, that we threw our ſelves on their Mercy. 
The Preſent had the good Effet to ſoften 
ſome of them, who, according to their Cu- 
ſtom, - gave. us ſome Fleſh of Beaver to eat, 
themſelves putting the three firſt Bits in our

Afeer this they ſet their 
Platter before us, which was made of the Bark

The two Canow-Men reſolv'd toſell their Lives 
as dear as they cou'd, and to defend themſelves 
like Men to the laſt, in Caſe they ſhou'd at- 
tack us. For my part, I told them T reſolv'd 
to ſuffer my ſelf to be flain without the leaſt 
reſiſtance, in jmitation of our Saviour, who 
reſign'd himſelf up voluntarily into the Hand 
of his Executioner. However, we watch all

Ts 13th of April, very Jearly in the 
Morning, one of their Captains, whoſe 
Name was Narrhetoba, being one of thoſe who 
had been for kiiling us; and whoſe Body was 
painted all over, came and demanded my 
Pipe ,of . Peace. | It being deliver d him, he 
fill'd it with Tobacco of - their own growth,

Many of them obſerving 
my Lips to move, told mein a harſh and ſe- 
vere Tone, Ou4ckanche'z from whence, becauſe 
we underſtood not a Word of their Language, 
we concluded them to be very angry. Micha 
Ako, one of the Canow-Men, told me with a 
frightful Air, that if I continu'd to ſay my. 
Breviary, we ſhou'd infallibly be murther'd 
by them. The Picard du Gaydelir'd meat leaft 
to ſay my Prayers in priva.e, for fear of en- . 
raging them too far. The laft Advice ſeem'd 
the beſt ; but the more I endeavour'd to con- 
ceal «my ſelf, the more of them had I. at my 
Heels. If at any time Iretir'd into the Woods, 
they anmediately concluded *twas to hide ſome- 
c_ So that I knew not 'which way to turn 
mefor the performance of my Duty ; for they 
bs ores ſuffer me a Moment out of their 
his compell'd meat laſt 'to acquaint the 
two Canow-Men, that I cou'd no longer diſ- 
pence: with my ſelf in omitting the Duty of 
. tiny Office : Thar if they ſhou'd murder us. on - 
this account, I ſhou'd indeed be the pos 


Cauſe of - their Death as. well as my own; 
that therefore I ran the ſame Riſque as they, 
' but that no Danger was great enough to: ju- 
- . ſtjifie mo in the diſpenſing with my Duty. In 
fine, .the Barbarians underftood by the Word 
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an Evil Spirit, as 1 afterwards underſtood: by 


- |. being amongſt them. However, I then knew. 


by their Geſtures that they had an averſion for 
it. Wherefore to uſe them to it by degrees, I 
was wont to fing the Litanies, as we were up- 
on the Way, holding the Book in my Hand.

"AL HE, many Outrages which were done us 
by theſe. Barbarians., thro' the whole. 


Courſe of our Voyage, are not to be imagin'd. 
Our Canow. was both bigger and heavier laden. 
than Theirs. They ſeldom carry any thin 

but a Quiver full of Arrows, a Hom ny 
ſome ſorry Skin or other, which uſually ſerves 


two ,of them for a Coverlet. The :Nights.

Oxackanche, that the Book in which I read, was 
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Night *twas neceſſary our ſelves as” 
with awe cou'd;'te Tn et.

One 
ſeated himſelf on my Lefr, the other ewo be- 
hind the Men, to help "them to row, that we 
might make the more haſte. The Barbarians 
ſometimes row no leſs than thirty Leagues n 
Dal when they are in haſte to take the Field; 
and deſign to ſurprize their Enemies. - Thoſe 
who took us were of ' divers Villages, and as 
much divided in their Sentiments in regard of 
us. . Every Evening 'twas our peculiar Care to 
plant our Cabin near the young . Chief, who 
had taken Tobacco in our Pipe of Peace ; ſig- 
oh! ug iD him thereby, that we put our ſelves 
under his Protection. . | 
This we did by reaſon of the Diviſions which 
reign'd amongſt the Savages. Aquipaguelin, one 


to. 


_ of their Cheifs, who had a Son kilfd by the 


Miams, finding he cou'd not revenge himſelf 
of that Nation, thought of venting his Paſſion 
upon us. Every Night wou'd he bewail his. 
Son, whom he had loſt in the War, thinking 
thereby to ſtir up thoſe of his Band to revenge 
his Death, kill us, ſeize oar Effects, and after 
that purſue the Aamis. But the other Sava- 
ges, who were very fond of European Com- 


' modiries, thought it more adviſeable to. prote&t 


us, that, other Europeans might be encourag'd 
to come amongſt them. They chiefly defr'd 
Guns, upon which they ſer the higheſt value, 
having ſeen the uſe of chem upon one of our 
Canow-Men's killing three 6r four er" 

Wild- 
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Wild-Turkeys, at ene ſingle Diſcharge of his 
_. Fufilz whereas they cou'd not kill above one 
at a time with their Bows. 


We have underſtood by them ſince, that. 


the Words Manza Ouakanche ſignifie Iron poſ- 


ſeft by an Evil Spirit. So they call the Fufil, 


which breaks a Man's Bones 5 whereas their 
Arrows glide only 'between the Fleſh and the 
Muſcles, which they pierce without breaking 
che Bone, very ſeldom at leaft. For which 
reaſon it is, that theſe People do much eaſier 
cure the Wounds which are made by the Ars 
row or Dart, than thoſe of the Fuſil. 

When we were firſt taken Y the Barbarians, 
we were gotabout an hundred and fifty Leagues 
up the River, from that of the Mincis. : We 
row'd afterwards m their Company for nine- 
teen Days together, ſometimes North, ſfome- 
times North-Eaſt, as we judg'd by the Quarters 
from whence the Wind blew, and according 
to the beſt Obſervations we cou'd make by our 
Compaſs.So that after theſeBarbarians had forc'd 
us to follow them; we made more than two 
hundred and fifty Leagues upon that ſame Ri- 
ver. The Savages are of an extraordinary force 

inaCanow.They'll row fromMorning to Night 
 withoutrweſting, or hardly allowing themſelves 
ſo much time as to eat their Victuals. 


To obligg us to follow them the faſter, there 
were uſuflly fohr or five of theirMen a-board us; 
for ourCanow was larger and deeperloaden than - 


theiry, ſo that we. had need of their Afliſtance 
to be able to keep 'em company. When it 
' rain'd, we ſet up our Cabins; but-when *cwas 
fair, the Heavens were our Canopy» By his 

| yi" O means 
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194 A NewDiſcoveryof © 
means we had leiſure of taking our Obſerva-. 
tions-from the Moon and the Stars when it was 
clear. Notwithſtanding the fatigue of 'the 
Day, the youngeſt of the Warriors went at 
- Night and danc'd the Reed before four 'or five 
of their Captains tilt midnight, The Captain 
to whoſe Quarter they went, ſent with a deal 
of Ceremony to thoſe that Danc'd, a Warrior 
of his own Family, to make them Smoak one 
after another in his own Reed of War, which 
7 diſtinguiſh'd from that of Peace by its Fea- 
thers. 

This fort of Ceremony is always concluded 
by the two Youngeſt of thoſe who have had 
any Relations kill'd in the Wars. Theſe take 
ſeveral Arrows, and laying \them a-croſs at the 
point, preſent them in that. manner to their 
Captains, weeping very _ bitterly ; who, not- 
withſtanding the exceſs of theit Sorrow, return 
them back to be kiſs'd. In ſhort, neither the 
Fatigues of the Day, nor Watchings, are ſuf- 
ficient ro prevail with che Elders to much as 
to ſhut their Eyes, moſt of them watching coll 
almoſt break of Day, for fear of being ſarpriz'd 
by their 'Enemies. As ſoon as the Morning 
appears, one of them ſers up the ordinary Cry, . 
when in a moment the Warriors are alin cheir 
Canow's. Some are ſent to encompaſs the I- 
flands, and ſee what Game. they®cgn -meet 
_ with; whilſt others more ſwift go by: Land to

Hen the Savages of. the North are at 

War, *tis their cuſtom to poſt them- 

ſelves upon--the point of ſome one of thoſe 
many Iſlands; of which this River is full, where 
they look upon themſelves to be always ſafe. 
Thofe of. the 'South who are their Enemies, 
have nothirig but, Pyrogues, or Canow's of 
Wood, with  which-they cannor go very faſt, 
| becauſe of their weight. None but the Nor- 


thern Nations have Birch to'make Canow's of . 
Bark. The People of the South are depriv'd 


of this Advantage; whereas thoſe of the North 
can with an admirable faciliry paſs from Lake 
to Lake, and River to River, to attack their 
Enemy. | Nay, when rhey are diſcover'd, they 
value it not, provided they have time to re- 
cover” theic Canow's ; for 'tis impoſſible for 


_ thoſe who purſue them either by Land or in the . 


Pyrogwes, to do it with any fuccefs.: - . 

As to- what relates ro Ambuſcades, no Na- 
tion in the Warid comes near thoſe Northern 
Savages, - being patient of Hanger, and the-ur- 
moſt Severies of the Weather, beyond belief. 
*Tis their ſure Game; and they never fail be- 
ing ſuccour'd by thre: gr four of their Com-

tades, whenever their Enemies attack them. 
So that they always bring their Deſigns about 
this way, atleaſt if not over-power'd fo by 
numbers, as not to: be able to'recover their 
Canow s, and fave themſelves by flight. 

One of the Nineteen Days of our moſt tire- 
ſome Voyage, a Captain call'd Aquipagwetin, 
whoafterwards.adopted me:for his Son, as' we 
ſhall ſee anon, thought it adviſable to halt about 
Noon in a fine large Meadow, ſituate on the 
Weſt of the River Meſchafipi, This Chief had 
killd a large fat Bear, to which he invited: 
the Principal Captains of the Warriours. After 
the Repaſt, theſe' Savages having all! of them 
certain Marks in the :Face; and their Bodies 
painted with the. Figure of ſome: Beaſt, ſuch 
as every one fancy'd beſt, their Hair being-al- 
ſoanointed with the Oil of Bears, and ſtuck all 
over with Red and White Feathers, -and their 


Heads cover'd with the. Downe of Birds, began 


to dance with their Hands all upon their Hip, 
and ſtriking the Soles of their Feet with that 
violence againſt the Earth, chat the very Marks 
appear'd. :;During the Dance, one'of the Sons 
of che Maſter of the Ceremonies;”. made'em all 
ſmoak in the Pipe of War, himſelf ſhedding a- 
bundance of Tears during. the whole "Action. 
.And. the Father, who marſhall'd the whole 


48; melancholy Scene, accompany'd, him with a 
+ -Voice fo lamentable and broken,: with ſo many 


riting Sighs,' as were capable..of melting the _ 
molt obdurate Heart, bathing himſelf a the 
while in his Tears : Sometimes would he ad- 


dreſs himſelf to the Warriour , ſometimes to 
me,laying his. Hands on my-Head, as he didalfo 


' on my Ms. Sometimes would he lift up his - 
Eyes to Heayen, repeating the Word Lows,” 
which in their Speech ſignifies the Sun, appeal-' 
ing to him for Juſtice on the Murderers of his ' 
Son, and: hoping to engage * his Followers to ' 
avenge bis Fhath.TE TIS: | 
As for us, as far as we could judge, all this ' 
Grimace boded us no good : And indeed we- 
afterwards underſtood ,- that this Barbarian 
meant nothing leſs than our Deſtruction by ir, 
as well now as at other times. ' But finding the. 
oppoſition he was like to meet with from the' 
other Chiefs, who wereof a contrary Opinion, 
he was content to ſuffer us to re-embark, refol- 
ving however to make uſe of ſome 'other Stra-' 
tagem to get into his own hands by lictle and 
littlethe-reſt of our Things. To take them from 
us openly by force, tho' he eaſily could, he durſt 
not, for fear of thoſe of his own Nation, who 
for ſuch an Action would have accus'd him of

What Tricks and Artifices were us d by Aquipaguetin 
"#0 cheat us handſomely of our Goods; with many 
other Accidents that hapned in our Voyage. © 


BY what has been ſaid, it plainly appears 

that Aquipaguetin . was a crafty, ' deſigning 
Knave. He had with him the Bones of one of 
his deceas'd Friends, which he kept very choice- 
ly in the Skin of a Beaſt, adorn'd with ſeveral 
WT | O 3 : Wood 
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and Black Liſts of a  Porcupige's. . He 
\ . would be from. time-1o time aſſembling his Fol- 
lowers to make them ſmoak ; and then. would 
' he ſend for us one after another, and oblige us 
to cover the Bones of their Deceas'd with ſome - 
of our European Merchandiſe; in order. to dry 
up the Tears which. be had ſhed for him and his 
Son, who had been kill d by. the AGams. ' 

To appeaſe the crafty, old Savage, we 
ſirow'd on the Bones of the Deceas'd ſeveral 
Pieces of Martizzco-Tobacco,. Hatchets, Knives, 
Rode 2n ſome Bracelets of Black and White 
Porcelain. 'Thus you ſee how we were drain'd 
by fuch Methods. and Pretences, as we could 
not caſily gainſay. - He gave us to underſtand, 
That what he had .chus demanded. of us, was 
not for himſelf but:the Dead, and to. give the. 
Warriours. that he brought with him ; ,and in- 
deed he diſtributed. amongſt - them whatever he 
took from us. He would have had us under- 
ftood by this, 'That as a Captain he wauld 
take nothing himſelf but what we ſhould freely, 

ent him with. Th. 

'All this while-we lay at the 'point of the 
Lake of Tears ; we nam'd it fo by- reaſon of the 
Tears which this Chief did ſhed here every 
Night. When he was weary of Weeping, - he 
made one of his Sons come and ſupply his 
Place. His Delign .in” this was. to. excue'.the 
Compaſlion of ' the Warriors,” and to prevail 
with them to kill 'us', and after that to purſue 
their Enemies; and ſo revenge the Death of 

- his Son which he had loft. eds 

Sometimes they ſent the ſwifteſt amongſt 

them by Land ty ſeek for Prey, who would 
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and force them to ſwim the River. 2 
they ſo-netimes kill'd forty or fifty, but took 
only the Tongues, and ſome other of the beſt 
Pieces: The reſt they left, nor'to burden them- 
ſelves, thatygþey mighe make the. more haſt 
home. | 


*Tis true, we had Proviſions plenty and ood '$ 


but then we had neither Bread nor Wine, nor 
Salt, nor indeed any thing elſe to ſeaſon it; 


and this laſted during the Four laſt Years of the 


almoſt Twelve that I liv'd in America. In our 
laſt Voyage, we liv d much after the- ſame 


manner, lomerimes -abounding, and at other 


_ times again reduc'd to the laſt Extremity ; fo 
that we have not cat a bit for four and twenty 
Hours together, and ſometimes longer. The

one can ſtow bur lictle: So that whatever Pre- 
caution' a Man may uſe, he will often find 
_ himſelf deſtirute. of all. Things neceſſary to

half the Fatigues, or did they but obſerve 
Faſts that we have kept for ſo long a time to- 
gether in America, there would nzed no Proofs 
to Canonize them. But then it muſt be own'd, 
that what deſtroys the Merits of our Faſts, was, 
That if we did ſuffer on ſuch occafions, our 
Sufferings proceeded not from our Choige; bur, 
as the proverbial Saying is, our Virtue was our 
Neceflity.

Any Nights together ſome or other of 
M the Elders came and wept over us. They 
rubb'd our Arms and Bodies very ofcen with 
their Hands, Which they afterwards laid on our 
Heads. , Theſe Tears gave us many yneaſie

for the evil Treatment they made us undergo. 
However it were, Tam fure theſe Tears affe&ted 
me more .than thoſe that ſhed them. 

About this time , Aquipaguctin had another 
opportunity of perfecuting us afreſh: He-had 
fo dexterouſly manag'd the. matter with the ' 
Warriors of his Party, that it was one Day im- 

racticable for us ro encamp near the young 
Chief Narhetcba, who protected us, but were 
forc'd to go and place our ſelves , with our 
Canow and Effects ar the end' of the Camp. 
Then it was that thefe Barbarians gave us to 
underſtand , that the aforeſaid Captain was 
fully refolv'd to have our Heads. This oblig'd

were inclining' our Necks, and deliveri 


. the Ax, the-young Commander, . who 


to be our Prote&tor (and it may be really was) 


came and ſnatch'd us by the Arm, and all 


a rage hurry'd us away to his Cabin. - His Bro- 
ther too taking up ſome Arrows, ' broke *em in 


. our ſight,” to aflure us by that Aion, that he 


would prote&t our Lives at the hazard of his 
own. | 

The next Day they left us alone in our Ca- 
now, without putting any of their Men aboard 
to affiſt us, as they had hitherto done : How- 
ever, they kept all 'in the reer of us. Afﬀrer 
rowing four or five Leagues, another of their 
Captains came up to us; and made us land. 


-As ſoon as we got on ſhoar, he fell to cutting of 


Graſs, which he made into three little Heaps, 
and' bade ms fit down upon them : Then he 
took a piece of Cedar, which was full of little 
round Holes, into one of which he thruſt a 
Stick of a harder Subſtance than the Cedar, 
and began to rub it about pretty faſt between 
the Palms: of his Hands, till at length it took 
fire. The uſe he put it co was to light the To- 
bacco in his Great Pipe; and after he had wept

b as we came to underſtand afterwards. Here 


En the Barbarians order'd us to land in a Creek of 
Es the River Meſchaſipi pi; afrer which, they held 
Ss: anAfſembly, to conſult what they were to do 


| with us. In ſhore, they ſeparated, and gave 
, _ as to three of their Chiets, inſtead of three of 
their Sons which had been kill'd in the War: 
+ Then they ſeizd our Canow, gnd took away 
_ all our wr ay The Canow. they pull'd 
to or fear it might affiſt us to return to 
their Enemies: : Their own they hid amongſt . 
the Alders, to uſe again when they ſhould have 
occaſion to hunt.that way. So that though we 
might have gone conveniently | enough quite 
_ into their Country by Water, yer were we 
lig'd, w their ag to travel -no lefs than 
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Water, which was often full of Ice, for we 
 travelF'd ſtill North, I was hardly able to ſtand 
upon my Legs. In theſe Parts the Frofts conti- 
nue all night even at this time of the Year ; fo 
that our Legs were all over Blood, being cut oy 
the Ice, which we broke by degrees in our Pal- 
| ſage as we waded o'er the Lakes and Rivers. 
We never cat but once in four and twenty 
Hours, and then nothing but a few. Scraps.of 
Meat dry'd in the Smoak after their Faſhion, 
which they afforded us with abundance of re- 
gret. | 
I was ſo weak that I often lay me down, re- 
ſolving rather to die than follow theſe Savages 
any farther, who travell'd at a rate fo extraor- 
dinary, as far ſurpaſſes Oe Serengg of any Eu- 
ropeay. However, to haſten us, they ſometimes 
ſet fire to the dry. Graſs in the Meadows 
through which we pals'd ; ſo'that our Choice 
was march or burn. I:had'a Hat which I had 
taken. with me, to fence me front the Sun du- 
ring the, Heats of the Summer. This would 
often fall from my Head into the Fire, becauſe 
ic was.not over-fit, and the Fire ſo very near, 
The Barbarians would. ſnatch it out again, and 
lend me a hand to fave me .from the Flames, 
which they had kindled as well to haften our 
March,

a-foot, and undergone all' the Fatigues 
of Hunger, Thirſt,” and Cold, beſides a thou- 
ſand Outrages. daily done us in our Perſons, 
after we had march'd Night and Day withour 
= ceaſing, wading thro* Lakes and Rivers, and 
"8 ſomerimes ſwam. As we now began'to ap- 
4 - ._ - proach che Habitations of the Barbarians, 
»% which are ſituated ' in Moraſles inacceflible to 
their Enemies, they thought it a proper time to 
divide the Merchandiſe which they had taken 
from us.\\Here they had like to havefallen out, 
and cur one another's Throats, about the Roll 
of 'Martinico-Tobacco, which might ſtill weigh 
abour fifry Pound. Theſe People: value this 
Commodity far beyond what we do Silver or 
Gold. They have very good of their own 
growth ; but this was fo well drefs'd, and made 
up into ſuch beautiful ' Rings, that. they were 
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. perfectly charm'd wich it.) The moſt reaſonable | 
emer them- made- us underſtand by Signs, 
that they would give their Canow-men ſeveral 
. Caſtor-Skins in return for what they had taken: 
Bur others looking upon us as Slaves, becauſe 
they faid we had furniſh'd » Arms to their Ene- 
mies, maintain'd that they were no_ ways ob- 
lig'd co make any return for the Things they 
had taken. - p "4-3 To 
The reaſon why they divided the Spoil here 
was, becauſe this Band was compos'd of rwo 
or three different People : So thar thoſe that 
liv'd at a diſtance, were apprehenſive leſt che 
others, who were juſt at home, might detain all 
the Merchandiſe which they- had taken, in the 
Þ Villages they ſhould come at; and there- 
ore were reſolv'd to play a ſure Game, and 
have their | Share aforehand. Nor had they | 
any preater Reſpect for what. belong'd to me, 
than for the Merchandife which they took 
from'the Canow-men ; for they ſeiz'd my Bro- 
card Chaſuble, and-all the Ornaments of. my 
-portable Chapel , except the Chalice, which 
they durſt not touch. They obſerv'd that this 
Veſſel, which was of Silver gilt, caſt» a glitte- 
ring Light, fo that as often as they chanc'd to 
look towards it, they would ſhut their Eyes: 
The reaſon was, as we underſtood afterwards, 
becauſe they believ'd it to be a Spiric which 
would kill them. I had a little Cheſt, which 
I kept lock'd; they made me underſtand by 
Signs, that if I'did-not open it, or 'break he 
| Lock, they would do it for me, againſt {ame 
ſharp Stones which they ſhow'd me. The rea- 
fon why they threatned me thus,” was, m_

A Eter five hard Days travel , without fo 
much' as reſting, except a lictle by Night 
in the open Air, we pexceiv'd atlaſt aburidance 
of 'Women- and Children coming out to meet 
our lictle Army : All che Elders of the Nation 
were” aſſembied-upon this occafion. We ob- 
ſerv'd feveral Cabins, near the Poſts of which 
lay ſeveral Trufles of Straw and dry'd Weeds, 
where theſe Barbarians are wont to faſten and 
burn the Slaves which they bring home wick: 
them from their” Wars. Here they order'd 
this Picard, du Gay to ſing, who all the time 
rattled a hollow Gourd full of little” round 
tones which he held in his Hand. * I obſerv'd 
rc, that his Hair and Face were pms 
Wit 


with Aifferent Codouck,: Se”, Sas they had faſt. 
ned a Tufr of White Feachers'to his Head. - 
Theſe Ceremonies renew'd our Fears; and we 
thought we had more reaſor-than ever to be- I 
lieve, that they had ſtill a Den to.put us to "0 
deach.. Nor were our Fears , lince mn 
theſe, with many others, are the Cercties I 
nies which chey uſe at the burning of their - if 
The worſt was, we could not . make our © =+ 
ſelves be underſtood. However, after many” 
Vows and ſecret Prayers which we offer'd u 
to God on this occafion, the Barbarians at 
gave us 'fome wild Oats to eat, of which I 
have ſpoke elſewhere. They gave. them | us 
in great Diſhes made of Birch; and the Savage 
Women had ſeaſon'd them, with Bluez.. This . 
is a ſort of Black Grain, which they.dry in the 
Sun in the Sumner, and'are as good as Cor- 
rans: The Dwrch call them Clake-beſien. 
All the while the Feaſt Jaſted, which -was 
the beſt Meal that we had made ever fince we 
had been taken, there was a high Difpute be- 
eween Aquipaguetin and the others, about the -

1680. the Day I cannot precileiy tell ; "4 I7 580

that I could not make all the little Obſerva- »_ /, 5 
tions which otherwiſe I would have done; 
beſides, there is ſome ſeven. or eight Hours dif- 
ference between the Days and Nights of Ex- | 
rope, and thoſe of North-America, - becauſe of x 


the Retrogradation of the Sun. The Cape was 
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always to Weſt of us from Rochel to. Quebec 3 


but to South-Weſt from thence, till we came 
to Meſchaſipi, which made a conliderable Va- 
riation in the Needle. 
This Variation was occaſion'd by the ' un- 
conſtant motion of the Needle, which in cer- 
rain Laticudes would encline to the North, or 
North-Eaſt ; whereas in others *"twould turn 
from the Norch to the North-Weſt. We ne- 
ver could be fo well aiſur'd of our Computa- 
tions in our long Voyages, as to know exactly 
the way our Canow's made in a Day, or what 
was the Variation of the Needle in each La- 
titude, But we found there were many Mi- 
nutes of Variation, according to the Point the 
Wind was in. To fay the truth,able Men might

have loſt the Memory of many Things under 
the ſame Circumſtances with my ſelf. F 
At the entry of the Captains Cabin who 
had adopted me, one of the Barbarians, who 
ſeem'd to be very old, preſented me with a 
great Pipe to ſmoak, and weeping over me 
all the while with abundance of Tears, rubb'd 
both my Arms and my Head. This was to 
ſhow how concern'd he was to ſee me fo ha- 
raſsdand fatigu'd: And indeedT had ofren need 
enough of two Men to ſupport me when I was 
up, or raiſe me when I was down. There was 
a Bears-Skin before the Fire, upon which the 
youngeſt Boy of the Cabin caus'd me to lie 
down, and then with the Greaſe of Wild Cats 
anointed my Thighs, Legs, and Soles of my 


\ Feet. 


Aquipaguetin's Son, who call'd me Brother, 
had got my Brocard Chaſuble , and was ftrut- 
ting up and down with it upon his naked Back. 
He had wrapp'd up in it the Bones of a Man 
who had been very conſiderable amongſt them, 
for whoſe Memory they had ſtill a wonderful] 
Reſpe&t. The Prieſt's Girdle, which was made of 
Red and White Wooll, with 2 Loops at the end, 
ſerv d him to faſten it, whilſt he carry'd it up 
and down in Triumph, calling it Lowis Chinnen, 
which fgnities, as I ſince underſtand, the Robe 
of him, who is nam'd the Sun. After they had 
for ſome time us'd my Chaſuble as an Orna- 
ment to cover the Bones of their Dead, at the 


celebrating their moſt ſolemn Rites, they made 


a Preſent of it to a People in Alliance with 
thern, who liv'd 4 or 5oo Leagues diſtant 24 
: Wards 
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wards the Weſt, but were come in Embaſlie, 
and had danc'd the Calumet. 
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The Day after my arrival, Aqguipaguetin, who 


was Head of a Great Family, put me on a Robe 
which was made of the Skins of the Bellics of 
Wild Bulls: He gave me a ſecond, made of 
ten large Caſtor-Skins. Then he ſhew'd me 
ſix or ſeven of his Wives, (for Poligamy is in 
faſhion here; ) he told them, as I afterwards 
underſtood, That they were to eſteem me as 
one of their Sons. After this, he ſet a Bark- 
Diſh before me, in which were Bremes, and 
other White Fiſh, for me to regale wichal. He 
gave Orders to thoſe about him to give me the 
Title that was due to the Rank which I was to 
hold amongſt my New Kindred. Eo 
Farther ; This new Father of mine obſerving 
thac I could not well riſe without two or three 
to help me, order'd a Stove to be made, which 
he caus d me to enter ſtark naked with four Sa- 
vages 5 who before they began to ſweat, ty'd 
their Prepuces about with certain Strings made. 
of the Bark of a White Wood. This Stove 
was coverd with the Skins of Wild Bulls, and 
in it they put Flints and other Stones red-hot: 


They order'd me by Signs to hold my Breath, 


time after time, as long as I could, which I did, 
as well as thoſe that were with me. . As for the 


undecent Parts, I had only a Handkerchief to 


cover me. | | 
As ſoon as the Savages that were with me 
had x go their Breath, which they did with a 
eat force, Aquipaguetin begani to ſing with a 
foud and tad +, ng 
him ; and laying theic Hands on my Body, 
GS. be- 
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ring Voice; the others ſeconded

began to rub it, -and at the ſame time to wee 
bitterly. I was like to fall in a Swoon, and ſo 
was forc'd to quit the Stove. Art my comin 
out, I was ſcarce able to take up my Habit ©

However. they continu'd to make me ſweat 
thrice a Week, which at laſt reftor'd me to my 
priſtine Vigour, ſo that I found my ſelf as well as 
ever.

MP” a melancholy Day did I paſs a- 
V4 mongſt theſe Savages. Aquipaguetin , 
. who adopted me, gave me nothing to eat but 
a few wild Oats five or fix times a Week, and 
the Roes of dry'd Fiſh. All this Traſh the Wo- 
men boil'd up in an Earthen-Pot : Beſides, 
he ſent me into a Neighbouring Iſle, with his 
Wives, Children, and Servants, where I was 
to. Hough and Dig with a Pick-axe and Shovel, 
which I had recover'd from thoſe that robb'd 
us. Here we planted Tobacco, and ſome Eu- 
ropean Pulſe which I brought from thence, and 
were highly priz'd by Aquipaguetin. '\ 

This Man, to make himſelf the more conſi- 
derable amongſt choſe of his Tribe, would of- 
ten Aſſemble the Ancients of his Village, and 
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in preſence of them,, ſend for my Compaſs, 
which I had ſtill by me. Upon my turning 
the Needle with a Key, he took occaſion to. 
ell them, and wich Truth enough, That by 
the Guidance of that Machine it was, that 
we Europeans travell'd the whole World. Nay, 
being an able Spoakſman, he poſleſs'd them 
farther, That we were Spirits; and that we 
were capable of bringing Things to paſs that 
were; altogether out of their Power. At the 
_ end of his Diſcourſe, which was very pathe- 
tick, all the Elders wept over me, admiring in 
me what they could not comprehend. | 
I had an Iron-Pot about three foot round, 
which had the Figure of a Lion on it, which 
during our Voyage ſerv'd us to bake our Vi- 
&uals. This Veſſel was not fo apt to break as 
our ordinary Kettles, which are more brittle; 
for which reaſon it was, not being likely to 
meet with Braziers to furniſh us with new u 
on occaſion, that we took this with us. This 
Pot the Barbarians durſt never fo much as 
touch, without covering their Hands firft in 
ſomething of Caſtor-Skin. And fo great a Ter- 
rour was it to the Women, that they had it 
hung abroad upon the Bough of a Tree ; for 
they durſt nor come or fſlcep in the Cabin 
when 1t was there. | 
We would have made a preſent of it to ſome 
of their Chiefs ; but noneof them would either 
accept or make uſe of it, becauſe they thought 
chat there was a Spirit hid within that would 
certainly kill them. Theſe People are all of 
them ſubjed to the like Superſtition. Their Jug- 
lers impoſe whatever they think fir upon their 
"4 Belicf.

Belief. "Twas ſome time I ſpent amongſt 'em 
before I cou'd make my ſelf be underſtood. 
But hunger beginning to preſs me hard, I ſet 
about making a Dictionary in their Tongue, the 
' which I did by means of their Children, with 
whom I made my felf as familiar as poflible, 
to inform my {elf by their Prattle. 

When once I had got the Word Tabetchiaben, 
which ſignifies in their Language, How call you 
- this? I began to be ſoon able to talk of fuch 
' things as are moſt familiar. This Difficulty 

was hard to ſurmount ar firſt, becauſe there 
was no Interpreter that . underſtood both 
Tongues. For Example; If I had a Mind to 
know what 7o run was in their Tongue, I 
was forc'd to mend my pace, and indeed actu- 
ally-run from one end of the Cabin to t'other, 
ceill they underſtood what I meant, and had 
told methe Word; which I preſently fer down 
in my Dictionary. The Principal of them 
obſerving the great Inclination I had to learn 
their Language, wou'd often tell me, Vatchifon 
sgagabe, Spirit, thou takeſf a great deal of Pains. 
Put Black to White. One Day they told me the 
Names of all the * Parts of a Human Body. 
However I forbore ſetting down ſeveral immo- 
deſt Terms, which theſe People ſcruple not to 
uſe every Foot. Obſerving it, they wou'd of- 
.- en ay igagabe, igagage ; Spirit, Spirit, ſet down 
that ord as well as the reſt. © 

Thus wou'd they divert themſelves wich me, 

and often ſay to one another, When we ask Fa- 
ther Louis any thing; for they had heard our 
Canow-Men call me fo,” be does not anſwer ws. 
But when he bas lookt upon the White,for they have. 

no 
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no Word for Paper, he then talks, and makes «s 
underſtand bis Thoughts. The White thing, wou'd 
they add, muſt needs be a Spirit , which tea- 
ches bim to underſtand all we ſay. Hence they 
concluded that neither of the Canow-Men had 
ſo much wit as my ſelf, becauſe they cou'd 
not work upon that which was White. So that 
this Qualification in me, made them fondly 
imagine that I cou'd do any thing elſe. 

One Day, ſeeing the Rain fallin ſuch abun- 
dance,.that they fear'd *twou'd ſpoil their hunt- 
ing, they order'd me to bid it ceaſe. Ttold 
them, pointing with my Finger to the Clouds, 
That He, who was the Great Captain of Heaven, 
was the ſole Maſter of the Rain and Sunſhine ; That 
be was the Great Diſpoſer of all the Events that 
happen to Mortals, or the Univerſe in general ; That 
what they bid me do, depended not on me, but the 
Firſ# Mover, who had ſent me thither, to teach 
them to acknowledge him for their Creator and Re- 
deemer. | 

Obſerving me diſtinguiſh'd from the Canow- 
Men by my Habit, and having no Notion of 
Celibacy, they wou'd often ask what Age I 
was, and what Wives and Children I had. 
Their way of reckoning their Years is by Win- 
ters. Theſe Wretches, void of Light and In- 
ſtruction, were ſtrangely ſurpriz'd at the An- 
{wer I made them. I told them, pointing to 
the two. Canow-Men, . whom I was come three 
I eagues to viſit, That with ws one Man might 
marry but one Wife, and that nothing cou d ſeparate 
him agqjn from that One, but Death : That, for my 
ſelf, 1 had promis'd the Great Maſter of Life never 
to marry any 53 but to come and dwell amongſt, 
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and infirut them in the Commands of the Great 
Maſter of Heaven and Earth, and to live poorly 
amongſt them, far from my own Country,' where all 
good Things did abound. : A 
'Ti« true, ſays one of them, here is little or 
no Hunting in theſe Parts, and thou ſuffereſt much : ; 
But have but patience till Summer, we ſhall then go 
into the hot Countries, where we ſhall kill Bulls e- 
mough, and then thou wilt make thy ſelf ſufficient a- 
mends for the time thou haſt [pemt here. I had been 
well content had they let me ear as their Chil- 
dren did ; but they hid the Victuals from me, 
and wou'd riſe to eat in the Night, when I 
knew nothing of it. And altho' Women have 
uſually morc Compaſſion than Man, yet they 
kept the little Fiſh that they had, all for their 
Children.\\They conſider'd me as a Slave whom 
their Warriors had taken in their Enemy's 
_ Country ; and preferr'd the Lives of their Chil- 
dren before any Conſideration they had for me; 
as indeed it was bur reaſonable they ſhou'd. v. 
However, ſome of the Elders wou'd come 
ofren and mourn over me in a very doleful 
manner.

'@ roger that is to ſay, The Pierc'd Pine,

the Chiefs of the Tſari and Nadoweſſians made 
it publickly appear that he was highly incen- 
| ſed againſt the Warriors, that had us'd us fo 
very ill. He ſaid once in afull Council, That 
thoſe that had robb'd us of our Things, were 
to be compar'd to famiſh'd which ha- 
ving ſtole a piece of Fleſh outof a Diſh, ſneak 
away with it when they have done: That they 
that had ated much after the ſame rate in 
ard of us, ought to bs look'd upon as Dogs, 
who cou'd put Fch unworthy Affronts upon 
Men, who brought them Iron, and other Mer- 
. chandizes, which they had no knowledge of, 
tho' they were found to be ſo uſeful ; Thar 
for Himſelf, he ſhou'd one Day have an Op- 
reunity of being reveng'd on him, who had 
uk Author of all our Sufferings. This Re- 
rimand was worthy the Character of a Per- 
on of Owaſicoude's Authority : And the Gene- 
roſity of - the Action redounded ſince og the 
Benefit of the whole Nation, as we ſhall ſee 
anon. | 
Going one Day, as I often did, to viſit the 
Cabins, I found the Infant-Chi.d of one call'd 
Mameniſi, very ſick. Having a little _— d

Whence it appears that 
there is no ſuch thing as the Streights of Anian ; 
and that Japan s on the ſame Continent as Toui- 
fiana. 


'S| Nder the Reign of the Emperor Charles V. 
the Fathers Recluſe of our Order were the 
firſt that were ſent by his Command into New- 
Mexico z ſince which time there have been of 
them beyond the Vermilian-Sea. The moſt re- 
markable Epoque of the Streights of Anian, 
commences from the time of that moſt excel- 
lent Religions, of our Order, Martin de Valen- 
cia, who was the Firſt Biſhop of the great Ci- 
ty of Aecxice. We have ſpoke of him elſe- 
where. 

In proceſs of time 'twas believ'd that the 
faid Streights were only imaginary :; Many 
Perſons noted for great Learning are of this 
Opinion ; and to evince the Truth of ir, I 
will here ſubjoin one evident Proof, to thoſe 
which are already produc'd by them : and it is 
this. During my Stay amongſt the 1/ati and 
Nadowcjians, there arriv'd four Savages in Em- 
bafly to theſe People. They had come above 
five hundred Leagues from the Weſt ; and told 
us by the Interpreters of the 1/ati, that they 
were four Moons upon the Way; for ſo it 1s 
they call their Months. They added, that 
their Country was to the Weſt,and that we lay 
ro 
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to the Eaſt in reſpe& of them z that they had 
march'd the whole time without reſting, ex- 
cept to ſep, or kill Game for their Subſiſtance. 
They affur'd us there was no ſuch thing as the 
Streights of Anian ; and that in their whole 
Journey they had neither met with, nor paſ- 
ſed over any Great Lake ; by which Phraſe they 
always mean the Sea, nor any Arm of it. 

They farther inform'd us, that the Natian 
of the Aſſeni-poulaes, whole Lake is down in 
the Map, and who lie North-Eaſt of the I1ſati, 
was not above ſix or ſeven Days journey from 
us :: That none of the Nations: within their 
Knowledge, who lie to the Weſt and North- 
Weſt of them, had any great Lake abour their 
Countries, which were very large, but only 
Rivers, which coming from the North, run 
croſs the Countries of their Neighbouring Nati- 
ons,which border on their Confines on the ſide of 
the Great Lake, which in the Language of the 
Savages is the fame as Sea : That Spirits,and Pig- 
mies,or Men of little Stature,did inhabit there, 
as they had been inform'd by the People that 
liv'd farther up than themſeives ; and that all 
the Nations-which lie beyond their Country, 
and thoſe which are next to them, do dwell 
in Meadows and large Fields, where are many 
Wild-Bulls and Caftors, which are greyer than 
thoſe of the North, and have their Fleck more 
inclining to Black; with many other Wild- 
Beaſts, which yield very fine Furrs. 

The four Savages of the ſaid Embaſſy af- 
ſur'd us farther, thac there were very few Fo- 
reſts in the Countries thro' which they paſs'd 
in their way hither; infomuch that now ang 
then 
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then they were {o put to it for Fuel, that they 
were forc'd to make Fires of Bull's to 
boil their Victuals with in Earthen-Pots, which 
they make uſe of, as neither having, nor know- 
ing of any better. ON 

| All thefe Circumſtances which I have here 
inſerted, make it appear, that there is no ſuch 
thing as the Streights of Anian, as we uſually 
ſee them ſet down in Maps. To aſſert the 
Truth of what I fay_, I here frankly offer 
my ſelf to recurn into theſe Parts, with ſuch 


Ships as His Britanick Majefty, or their High and 


Mightineſſes the, States General, ſhall think fit to 
ſend thither, in order to a full Diſcovery ; in 
which TI have no other Aim but the Glory of 
God, the Propagation of the Goſpel, Inftruction 
of thoſe blind and ignorant People, who have 
been neglected for ſo many Ages, Improvement 
of Trade, which, the better 'tis underſtood, the 
more will it daily increaſe between the Subjects 
of the King of Spain my Maſter,and thoſe of- His 
Britanick Majeſty and States General : And laſtly, 
That Correſpondence and Union ſo neceſlary 
to. be maintain'd amongſt them, that they may 
live and labour together for the Common Good. 
I declare, I have no other Deſign; that my 
Intentions are ſincere and upright, and that my 


Deſire-is to be ſerviceable to all Ewope ; Re-. 


ſpe& being firſt had, as I am in Duty bound, 


to my natural Prince ; the King of Erglend, 


and the States; to whom I am ſingularly en- 
gagd, for the good Reception they were 
pleas'd to honour me with. Others perhaps 
wou'd have us'd me ill, in return of all my 
Services, and the many dangerous 0g I 
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have 'made, with no other Deſign but to-con- 
tribute what in me lay to the Glory of Gpd, 

_ the Salvation of Souls, and the Good of all 
Chriſtendom. IT know well what I ſay. But to 
return : Whatever Efforts have been made for 
many Years paſt, by the Eng/iſh and Dutch, the - 
People of the World, whor are the greateſt 
Voyagers at Sea, to find out a Paſſage to Chins 
and Fapas, thro' the Frozen-Sea, they have 
not as yet been able to effe&t it. But by the 
help of my Diſcovery, and the Afliſtance of 
God, I doubt not to let all Ewrope ſee that a 
Paſſage may ffill be found thither, and that 
an eafje one too. For Example; One may 
be tranſported into the Pacifick-Ses by Rivers, 
which are large, and capable.of carrying great 
Veſſels, and from thence *tis eaſfie to go to 
China and Fapan, without crofling the Equi- 
nodtial-Line. Thoſe that read my Relation, 
and will never ſo little examine the Maps which 
are annext to it, will ſoon” acknowledge the 
Truth of what I ſay.

The Ifſati aſſemble to hunt the Wiid-Bull. Refuſal 
of the two Canow-Men to take the Author into 
their Canow, in order to go down the River of 
St. Francis, 


Fter three Months or thereabouts, - ſpent 
very ul, amongſt the 1Jati and Nadoueſſ- 

ans, theſe Nations attembl'd to hunt the Wild- 
Bull; and their Captains having aflign'd oo

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' theirStations, that they might nor fall in with

with about 2oo Families. But remembring 
the Reproaches which the great Captain Oza- 
I _ffcoude had made him, upon the Score of our 
>, ill uſage, I was apprehenſive, leſt he ſhou'd 
3 lay hold of this Opportunity to avenge him- 

ſelf on me. I told him therefore, I expeed 

ſome Spirits, which in their Language 'is as 
« much asto ſay Europeans, at the River Ouiſconſin, 


fipi; that according to the Promiſe made me 
by the Sieur de /a. Salle, they wou'd meet me 
there with Iron, and other Commodities, 
which as yet they were unacquainted with ; 
= and that if he wou'd think of turning his Ex- 
I pedition that way, I ſhou'd be very glad to 
accompany him. He heard my Propofal, and 
was Willing to embrace it ; but thoſe of his 
Band wou'd not let him. 

In the beginning of Fuly, 1680. we began 
to deſcend towards the South, with the Great 
Captain Owaficoude, and abour 80 Cabins, con- 
taining 130 Families, and 250 Warriors. The 
Savages, who had notiing but old Canows, 
cou'd. not make me room ; ſo that they went 
four Days Journey lower, to get ſome Birchen- 
Bark, tro make more new ones. I made a 
Hole in the Ground, in which I hid my gilt 

. Chalice, with my Books and Papers, till we 
ſhov'd return from Hunting ; and took nothing 
with me but _ Breviary, that I might nor 
cumber my ſelf. " F 
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one” another, they ſeparated themſelves: into 


;ipaguetin, the Chief, that had a me 
or his Son, wou'd have carry'd me to the Weſt 


which diſcharges it ſelf into the River Meſcha-' 
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 _ TT placd my f&f upon: the Brink of the 
Lake which forms the River of Sr. Francs, 
where I held out my Hands to the Canow- 
Men, as they paſs'd very ſwiftly by, to deſire 
them to take me in. Our two Europeans were 
in a Canow, which had been piven them by 
the Savages. However, I cou'd not prevail 
with them to receive.me. Michael! Ako told me 
very brutiſhly, he had carry'd me long enough. 
This rough and unhandſome Anſwer made me 
very melancholy, when I ſaw my feif forſa- 
ken by thoſe of my own Country and Religi- 
on, whom I had always endeavour'd to ob- 
lige, as themſelves had often acknowledg'd be- 
fore: Perſons of the firſt Quality, where I was 
usd to be receiv'd with ail the Marks of Di- 
ſtin&tion, while themſelves were ſuffter'd to ftand 
and cool their. Heels at rhe. Door. | 
But God, who of his Mercy never torſook 
me throughout all my Adventures, infpir'd two 
of the Savages with ſo much Compaliton, as 
to take me with them into their Canow, tho' 


it were leſs than that of the Europeans. Here * 


I was continually employ'd in laving out 
Water , which ſoak d*in again as faſt as 
'twas thrown our, through abundance of lit- 
tle Chinks. This Work was uneaiie enough ; 


beſides thac, I cou'd not keep my ſelf from 


being throughly wet. However, "was neceſ- 
ſary to have Patience. It might have been 
properly faid of this little Veſſel, that when a 
an was init, he was in his Coffin ; ſo crazy 
was it, and ready to break. This fort of Ca- 
now's feldom weigh above 5o Pounds, and 
the leaſt Motion of the Body overſers them, 
| at 
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at leaſt if you have not been long acquainted - 
with this ſort of. Navigation. 4 
At Evening when we landed, the Picard be: 
gan to excuſe himſelf, pretending their Canow 
was a very rotten one, that it wou'd certainly 
have burſt, had we been all three in it, and 
that we mult needs have been left by the way. 
Notwithſtanding thefe Excuſes, I told them, 
that being Chriſtians, they had not done well 
to uſe me as they did, eſpecially contidering 
among whom we were: That they had forſa- 
ken me very unſeaſonably, having left me all 
alone at above 8oo Leagues diſtance from Ca- 
nada, allowing for the Reaches we were to 
make, before we cou'd get thither : That if 
they had receiv'd any good Uſage from the Sa- 
_ vages, 'twas owing to my Ingenuity more than 
their own, having been 'capable of lettirig ſe- 
veral of them Blood, and otherwiſe afliſting 


'em in their Sickneſs by my Orvietan, and ſome 
other Medicines which I carefully [Kepe by me. 
a 


To this I added, that by the ſame means I 
had cur'd others of them that had been bitten 
by Ratcle-Snakes, of which I fhall ſpeak in 
r Second Volume. That I ſhav'd the Crowns 
of their Children's Heads, ( on which they 
wear the Hair till Eighteen or twenty ) which 
was no ſmall matter, conſidering they coud 
not do it themſelves, without putting them to 
great Pain, by burning off- the Hair with flat 

» Stones, which they heat red-hot 1n the Fire: 
Thar as hitherto indeed}, I bad made bur lit- 
tle advance in order to their Salvation, by 
reaſon of their natural Stupidity ; bur that the 


belt way to take the Soul was to: begin with 
; . the 
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Health to the Sick; which they thought was 
a Treaſure never to be valu'd as it ought. *' 


None was with me during this Harangue, 


but the Picard du Gay, who, as he was going 
to his Cabin, deſir'd me to pardon him. But 
the great Captain oo gem having heard of 
this barbarous Action of the two Canow-Men, 
order'd them to appear before the Council, and 
told them, that. for the future he wou'd take 
Care to remove me out of the reach, not only 
| of Aquipaguetin, who had fo often attempted 
my Life, and yet adopred me for his Son, but 
likewiſe from their Company, who, like two 
Villains as they were, had fo baſely deſerted 
me. Had I not luckily bechought my ſelf to 
break three Arrows in the preſence of this 
brave Chief, the Canow-Men being yet by, 
he had infallibly caus'd them to have been pur 
co Death that very Minute. I ſhall never es 
get the Humanity of this great Captain, who 
treated me ſo favourably. on all Occaſions. The 
two Canow-Men were ſurpriz'd at what had 
hapned, and promis'd me an entire Obedience 
for the future. 
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The Sawvares halt above the Fall of St. Anthony of 
Padua. They are ftreighten'd for Proviſions. The 
Author, with the Picard, returns to the River 
Ouiſconſin. The Adwventures of the Voyage. 


TD Our Days after our Departure to hunt the 
Wild-Bulls, the Barbarians made a Halr 
{ome eight Leagues above the Fall of Sr. Anthony 
of Padua, upon an Eminence, over againſt the 
River of Sr. Francs. The Savage Women 
prepar'd little Docks to build the new Canow's 
in, againſt che return of thoſe who were gone 
for Bark. The Youth in the mean time went 
out to hunt-the Stag, the Wild-Goatr, and. the 
Caſtor ; but with fo little Succeſs; that the 
Prey they brought home was ſo diſproportio- 
nable to the Number that were to feed on't, 
that we had bardly every one a Mouthful. 
_ Happy the Man that once in four and twenty 
' Hours cou'd ger fo much as a Sup of Broath. 
This put the Picard and my {cif upon hunt- , 
ing after Gooleberries, and other wild Fruits, 
which often did us more harm than good. And 
I am confident, that had it not been for my 
Orvietan-Powder, which in a great meaſure 
' corrected the bad Nutriment which we took 
in, our Lives had been in great Danger. 
This extreme Want made us take a Reſo- 
lution, upon Michael Ako's refuſing to ac- 
company us, to venture our ſelves in a little 
forry Canow as far as the River Mn 
whic 
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which was at no leſs diſtance from us than 130 
Leagues, to fee if the Sjeur de Salle had kept 
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his Word with us : For he had promis'd us po- . 


ſitively to ſend Men wich Powder, and Lead, 
and other Merchandizes, to the place which 
T have already mention'd : And of this he af- 
ſur'd me more than once, before his departure 
from the IWinos. | 


The Savages wou'd never have ſ{uffer'd us to. 


have made this Voyage, without one of the 
three being left with them : And my ſelf was 
the Man they pitch'd upon to ſtay, by the Ad- 
vice of the great Captain Owaſicoude, whilſt the 
two Canow-Men were at Liberty to proceed 
on their Voyage. But Michael Ako, who was 
apprehenſive of the many Hardſhips he was 
like to meet with in this Expedition, cou'd 
never be prevail'd upon to conſent to it : So 
that ſeeing he began to reliſh the Barbarian's 
way of living, I deſir'd. their Chief, that I 
might have lea 
in his ſtead; who accordingly granted my 
Requeſt. 6 

Our whole Equipage conſiſted in fifteen. or 
twenty Charges of Powder, a Fuſil, a little 
forry Earthen Pot, which the Barbarians gave 
us, a Knife between us both, and a Garment 
of Caſtor. - Thus were we equipt for a Voy- 
age of 25o Leagues; but our greateſt Truſt 
was in Providence. As we were carrying our 
little Canow to the Fall of Sr. Anthony of Pa- 


ve to accompany the ' Picard 


dua, we perceiv'd five or ſix Savages, who were. 


got there before us. One of them was got up 
into an Oak over againſt the grear Fall of Wa- 
ter, where he was weeping moſt bitterly, ha-

The poor Wretch had offer'd it in Sacrifice 
to the Fall ; which, indeed, of it ſelf is ter- 
 Tible, and hath ſomething in it very aſtoniſh- 
' . ing: However, it doth not come near that of 

Niagara. TI cou'd hear him ſay, as he was ad- 
drefling himſelf to the Caſcade with Tears 
ſtarting in his Eyes; Thou art a Splrit, grant 
that Thoſe of my Nation may paſs here withont any 
Diſaſter ; That we' may meet with a great many 
WWild-Bulls; and that we may be ſo ; York as to 
vangquiſh our Enemy, and take a great many Slaves, 
whom, when 2we have made them ſuffer according to 
their Merits, we will bring hither, and ſlay in thy 
Preſence. The Mefſenacks ('tis fo they call the 
Nation of the Omuttoungams )) have ſlain ſome of 
our Kindred :' Grant we may ve able to revenge our 
ſelves upon *em for thats Afﬀront. S ; 
_ The Jaſt part of his Requeſt hapned to be 
fulfilPd ſooner I believe, than he expected: For 
as they recurn'd from Hunting the Wild-Bulls, 
they attack'd their Enemy, kull'd a good many 
- | of them, and carry d off ſeveral Slaves, whom 
they put to death before the Fall, after the moſt 
barbarous and inhumane manner in the World, 
as we ſhall fee in the Second Volume. Now it 
after ſuch a-barbarous Ceremony as I have been 
deſcribing, it happen bur once that the Suc- 
3 cefs anſ\vers the Requeſt, "ris ſufficient to ren- 
L der them obſltinare in their ſuperſticious Cu- 
— ſtom, tho' it mifcarry x hundred times for 
once that it Hits: As for the Caſtor-Robe, 
”” which

which was thus offer'd as. a fore of Sacrifice, 
one of our Europeans made bold with it at his 
return, and wou'd have been'glad of having 
more frequent ' Opportunities of profiting by 
their Devotions. <= - 

When we had got about a League below the 
Fall, the Picard miſs'd. his Powder-Horn, and 
remembring he had left it there, was forc'd to 
go back and fetch it. At his Return I ſhew'd 
him a huge Serpent, as big as a Man's Leg, 
and ſeven or eight Foot long. He was work- 
ing himſelf infenſibly up a ſteep and craggy 
Rock, to get at the Swallow's Nefts, which 
are there in great Numbers: And at the Bot- 
com of the Mountain. we ſaw the Feathers of 
thoſe he had already devour'd. We pelted 
him fo long with Stones, till at length he fell 
into the River. His Tongue, which was in 
form of a Launce, was 2 an extraordinary 
length. His Hiſs might be heard a great way, 
and the Noife of it ſeiz'd us with Horror. 
The poor Picard dreamt of him at Nighe, and 
was in 2 great Agony all the while. He told 
me, I had done him a ſenſible Kindneſs in wa- 
king him; for tho' he was a Man intrepid e- 
nough, yet he was all in a ſweat with the. 
fright of his Dream. I have likewiſe my ſelf 
been often diſturb'd in my ſleep with the ]1- 
mage of him ; ſo great an Impreſſion did 
he fight of this Monſter make upon our 

pirits. 

As we were falling down the River Meſcha- 
fipi with extraordinary, Swiftneſs, becauſe the 
Current 1s very rapid in this place, by reaſon 
'ris ſo near the Fall, we found ſome of the 
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Savages of our Band, in the Iflands of the 
River, where they had ſer up their Cabins, 
and were well provided with Bulls-Fleſh. They: 
offer'd us very freely of what they had. But 
about two Hours after our landing, we thought 
we ſhou'd have been all 'murder'd : Fifteen or 
ſixteen Savages came into the middle of the 
place where we were, - with their great Clubs 
in their Hands. The firſt thing they did was 
to over-ſet the Cabin of thofe that bad invi- 
ted us. Then they took away all their Vidtuals, 
and what Bear's-Oll they could find in their 
Bladders, or elſewhere, with which they rubb'd 
themſelves all over from Head to Foot. 

We took *em at firſt for Enemies ; and the 
Picard was very near ſticking the firſt that came 
in with his Sword. - At the firſt ſurprize, I be- 
gan to lay hold of the two Pocket-Piſtols that 
du Gay had left me; but by good luck I con- 
rain'd my ſelf, or otherwiſe, without doubt, 
there had been an end of us; for their Com- 
panions would not have fail'd to have reveng'd 
upon us the Deach of thoſe we had kill'd. 

We knew not what theſe Savages were at 
firſt ; but it appear'd they were ſome of thoſe 
that we had left above at the Fall of Sr. Anthony. 
One of them, who call'd himſe!f my Uncle, 
told me, That thoſe who had given us Victuals, 
had done baſely to go and foreſtal the others in 
the Chace; and that according to the Laws 
and Cuſtoms of their Country, 'twas- lawful 
for them to plunder chem, ſince they had been 
\ the cauſe that the Bulls were all run away, be- 
fore the Nation could get together, which was 
2 great Injury to the Publick : For when they 
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* a Large Country in America. 233 

are all met, they 'make a great Slaughter a- 
monegſt the Bulls ; for- they ſurround them ſa 
on every ſide, that *tis impoſlible for them wo 
eſcape.

CHAP. LY 


The Hunting of the Tortoiſe. The Author's Canow 
carry d off by a ſudden blaſt of Wind, which was 
like to bawe reduc'd bim and his Companions to 
great Streights. 


IN about threeſcore Leagues rowing, we had 
kill'd but one Wild-Goat, which we did as 
he was croſling the River. The Heats were 
now ron o exceflive, that our Proviſions 
would be ſpoil'd in twenty four Hours. This 
put us upon Hunting the Tortoiſe; but *'twas 
with much difficulty that we could take any ;_ 
for being very quick of Hearing, they would 
throw themſelves into. the Water upon the 
leaſt noiſe. However , we took 'one at laſt, 
which was much larger than any we had ſeen 
His Shell was chin, and the Fleſh very fat. 
Whilſt I was contriving to cur off his Head, he 
had like to have been before-hand with me, b 
ſnapping off my Finger with his Teeth, whi 
are very ſharp. | 
- Whilſt we were managing this Aﬀair, we 
had- halled our Canow a-ſhoar; but it ſeems 
a ſudden and violent Blaſt of Wind had carry'd 
her off again into the middle of the River. 
The Picard was gone into the Meadows, to 
ſee if he could kill a Wild Bull; fo that I ow 
| c 
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left” alone with-the Canow. This oblig d me 
to throw my Habit as faſt as I could over the 
Tortoiſe; which I had turn'd, for fear he ſhould 
get away. TI likewiſe laid ſeveral Stones u 
my Clothes, the better to ſecure him. When 
I had done, I fell a ſwimming after our Canow, 
. which went very faſt down the River, being 
carry d by a very quick Stream, becauſe *twas 
juft at the turning of a Point. After I had re- 
cover'd it with a great deal of difficulty, I 
durft not get into it, for fear of being over- 
ſet, and wetting the Woollen Coverlet that was 
in it, which I us'd to ſleep on, and the reſt of 
our little Equipage: For which reaſon 1 was 
forc'd to puſh it ſometimes before me, and 
fometimes tvg it after me, till by lictle and 
btcle T gain'd the Shoar, a ſmall half quartter 
of a League beiow the Place where I had left 
the Tortoiſe. ; EE, 

The Picard returning from the Chace, where 
he had kill d nothing ;- and finding only my 
Habit upon the Tortoiſe, but no Canow, had 
reaſon to think that ſome Savage or other ha- 
ving found me alone, had kill'd me. In great 
ſuſpence , he return'd into the Meadows, to 
look about if he could fee any body. In the 
mean time, I had made what haſte I could up 
the River with my Canow ; and had no ſooner 
taken up my Clothes, but I 'fpy'd a Drove of 
ſixty Bulls and Cows with their Calves crofling 
the River, towards the Land on the South- 
ſide. I purſu'd them m my Canow, and ſet 
up as great a Cry asI could, to give the Picard 
notice of it. He made up-to the Noiſe, and 
had time enough to get into the Canow, whilſt 
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a Large Country m Ame io 
2 Dog which we had with us, by Ny as 
I them to a. Bay in the-Ifles of 
River. When we were prepar'd, the Dog drove 
them from thence; and as they paſs'd by us,the 
Picard kill'd one of them with his Fuſil, hav 
/  lodg'd the Bullet in his Head. Having dragg' 
it to the ſide of the River, it 'prov'd to be 
Cow, that weigh'd afgur five or ſix hund 
weight. The Bulk have more Fleſh, and 
weigh heavier ; but becauſe we could not gec 
it quite to Land, we contented our felves with 
cutting the beſt Pieces; and left the reſt in the- 
Water. , 
*T was almoſt now eight and forty Hours 
ſince we eat laſt; fo that we fell a kindling a 
Fire as faſt as we could, which we made of t 
Wood the River had thrown upon the Sands ; 
and as faſt as the Picard $kinn'd it, I put the 
Pieces of Fleſh into our lictle earthern Pot to 
boil. We eat of it with that greedineſs, that 
| both of us wereſick; fo that we were obligd 
to hide our ſelves in an Iſland, where we 
, ewo Days for the recovery of our Health by 
the help of my Orvietan, which was a great 
Benefit to us during the whole Voyage. Whilt 
I was fetching the Pieces of Fleſh which the P;- 
card gave me, I went -backward and forward 
very often cloſe by a Rattle-Snake, ſeven or 
eight Foot long, without perceiving him, as 
he lay wrapt aſleepin the Sun. I told the P3- 
card of it, who came and killd him with our 
Oar, and afterwards threw him into the River. 
 Tobeſhort, we could not charge our ſelves 
with much Proviſions, becauſe of the ſmallneſs 
of our Canow; beſides that, the exceflive "_ 
taint 
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tainted it preſently ; ſo that *ewould ſwarm 
with Worms in an inftant. For theſe Reaſons 
we were ſoon in the ſame condition; and 


- when we embark'd in the Morning, we knew 


not whether we ſhould have any thing to cat 
at Night. Never had we more reaſon to ad- 
mire the Goodneſs-of Providence, than during 
this Voyage. "Twas not every Day we met 
with any Game, nor when we did, were we 
ſure co kill it. 

The Eagles, which are to be ſeen in abun- 
dance in theſe vaſt Countries, will ſometimes 
drop a Breme, a large Carp, or ſome other 


Fiſh, as chey areCcarrying them to their Neſts 


in their Talons, to feed their young. One 
day we ſpy'd an Otter, which was feeding on 
a great Fiſh upon the Bank of the River; which 
Fiſh had upon its Head a fort of Beak about 
five Inches broad, and a Foot and a half long. 
As ſoon as the Picard *ſpy'd it, he cry'd out he 
aw the Devil between the Claws of the Otter. 
This Surprize was not ſo great, but that we 
made bo'd to feed heartily upon it. The Fleſh 
of it was good ; and we namd it the Sturgeon. 
with the long Beak. —- 
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CHAP. IXI 


We continue our Courſe in ſearch of the River Ouil- 
conſin. Aquipaguetin finds as, and gets thither 
before ws. We ſubſiſt meerly by Providence. 


yn, we had row'd ſo many 
| N Leagues, yer could we find no River 
Ouiſconſm : This made us believe that it was 
ſtill at a great diſtance from us; when behold 
Aquipaguetin, whom we believ'd to be above. 
200 Leagues off, appear'd all on a ſudden, with 
ten Warriors with him, towards the middle of 
Tuly, 1680. We thought at firſt he came to 
kill us, becauſe we - had quitted him, though 
*twere by the Conſent of the other Savages : 
Bur he gave us ſome wild Oats, with a Piece 
of good Bulls Flcſh; and ask'd us if we had 
found the Europeans who were* to meer us with - 
their Merchandiſe. Our Anſwer not fatisfy- 
ing him, he was reſolv'd to go to Owiſconſm 
himſelf ; bur when he came there, found no 
body. He return'd at the end of three Days, 
as we were ſtill purſuing our Voyage, being re- 
{olv'd to acquit our ſelves fully of the Promiſe 
which we had made the Sieur de Salle, to come 
thither and meet thoſe that he ſhould ſend. 
When Aquipaguetin firſt appear'd at his return, 
the Pjcard was gone to Hunt in the Meads, and 
my ſelf remain'd alone in a little Cabin, which 
we had ſet up under our Coverlet, which one 
of the Savages had return'd me, to ſhade us 
from the Sun-beams, which were very ſcorch- 
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ing at this Seaſon. Aquipagnetin ſeeing me a* 
lone, came up to me with his Club in his 
Hand : I immediately laid hold of my two 
Pocket-Piſtols and a Knife, which the Picard 
had recover'd out of the Hands . of the Barba- 
rians. I had no mind to kill the Man that had 
adopted me, but only frighten him, and keep 
him from murdering' me, in caſe that were his 
intent. 
. Aquipegwetin began to reprimand me for ex- 
ſing my ſelf in the manner I did to the In- 
ults of their Enemies ; and that at leaſt T ought 
to have kept the other ſide of the River. He 
would have carry'd me with him, telling me, 
; that he had 3oo Hunters with him, who kill'd 
 - *' moreGamethan thoſe that I was engag'd with. 
© And probably ic had been more adviſcable for 
I me to havefollow'd his Advice, than to proſe- 
cute my Voyage any farther. However, our 
Reſolution then was to continue our courſe to- 
of wards the River Ouiſconſm ; where when we 
3 - Came, we found none of che Men the Sieur de 
b - Iz Salle had promis'd to ſend us. The Picard 
Lo and my ſelf had like to have periſh'd on a thou- 
ſand different Occaſions, as we came down the 
River : And nowwe found our ſelves oblig'd to 
go uUpit again, which could not be done with= 
out repeating the ſame Hazards, and other Dit- 
ficulties not to be imagin'd. | 
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| Great Streights which the Author - and hu xn, oY 

nion are reduc'd to in their Voyage. They at laſt 
meet again with the Savages at their return from 
Hunting.

He Picard, who had been very ill us'd by 
the Savages, had rather venture all than 
gO up the River with Aquipaguetin. Six Charges 
of Powder was all that we had left, which 
oblig'd us to husband it as well as we could ; 
wherefore we divided it into twenty, to ſhoot 
only for the future-at Turtles or Wild Pigeons. 
When theſe alſo were ſpent, we had recourſe 
to three Hooks , which we baited with ſome 
ſtinking Barbel that an Eagle hapned to drop. 
We took nothing the ewo firit Days, and were 
deſticute of all means of ſubſiſtence. This made 
us, you muſt chink, betake our ſelves to Prayers 
with greater fervency than ever. And yet the 
Picard, *midſt all our Misfortunes, could not © 
forbear telling me, that he ſhould pray to 'God 
wet a much better Heart if his Belly were 
ull. 
TI confol'd both him and my ſelf as well as I 
could, and defird him to row with all the 
force hehad left, to ſee if we could catch a Tor- 
toiſe. The next Morning, having row'd the 
beſt part of the Night, we found a T crtoife, 
which was no bigger than an ordinary Plate. 
We went to boiling him the ſame Minute on 
the Fire that we hM light. We devourd why 
haſti- 
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haftily, that I did not obſerve that T cut the 
Gall, which made my Mouth as bitter as it 
ſelf; but I ran immediately and gargled my 
Throat, and fo fell to't again, with the ſame 
erneſs as befote. ” 
Notwithſtanding our fammh'd Condition, we 
got at laſt to the River of Bulls: Here we caſt 
our Hooks, which we baited- with a white 
Fiſh that an Eagle had let fall. God, who 
never abandons thoſe that truſt in him, ſuc- 
cour'd us very viſibly on this occafion ; for we 
had ſcarce finiſh'd our Prayers towards ten at 
Night, when the Picard, who heard the Noiſe; 
quitted his Devotion, and ran to the Hooks, 
where he found two Barbels hung , which 
were ſo large, that I was forc'd to help him co 
get them out of the Water. We did not ſtand 
to ſtuddy. what Sauce we ſhould make for theſe 
monſtrous Fiſh, which weigh'd above twenty 
five pounid both ; but having cut them to pieces, 
broil'd *em on the Coals. Boil them we could 
not, our little Earthen Pot being unhappily 
broke ſome time before. , : 
When we had ſarisfy'd our Appetite, ' and 
return'd our Thanks to Him, whoſe Providence 
had fo ſeaſonably reliev'd us, we heard a noiſe 
about two in the Morning, upon the Bank of 
the River of Bulls, I we then were. After 
the Who-goes-there ? we heard the Anſwer was;

Tepatoni Nika, and the Word Nikanagij ; which 
15 as much as to ſay, Friends, all s well; I told 
the Picard, that by the Language I believ'd 
them to be Ilinus or Outowarams, who are Ene- 
mies of the 1/ari, or Nadouſens.

Theſe People have a way to 'preſerve their 
Meat thus, without Salt,. as we ſhall fee here- 
after. We fell down the River a ſecond time, 
in company of a multitude of Canow's, of 
which. I have already ſpoke, Hunting all che 
way we as went, and were got a matter of 
| fourſcore Leagues. The Savages from time to 
time hid their Canow's in the little Ifland, «or 
in the Reeds upon the Bank ; of the River, and 
' went ſeven or eight Leagues up the Country 
S into the Meadows beyond the Mountains, 
|. Where at ſeveral times they kill'd between an 
hundred and fixfcore Cows.and Bulls. Whilſt 
| they are at the Chace, they always leave ſome 
Old Men on the top of the Mountains, to ſee 
if they can diſcover the Enemy. 
FE. All this while I had a Savage under my 
2 Cure, who uſually call'd me Brother : He had 
8 run a Thorn-very deep into his Foot, and I 
was then putting a Plaiſter on it, when on a 
fudden the Alarm took 4n our Camp.

cond. Hunting, I was forc'd to carry \'an O:d 
Woman with me in my Canow, who wasa- 3 
bove fourſcore : For all that, ſhe help'd me to. — 
row, and with her Oar would now-and-then q 
pat two .or three little Children, that lay and 
| difturbd us in the middle of our Ganow. The 
Men were very. kind to me ; bur for all that, 
"Twas neceſſary to make my Court to the Wo- 
men ; for the Victuals were all in their Cu- 
ſtody, who deliver'd every one his Mefs. This 
I did by ſhaving now-and-then, the Crowns of 
their Children's Heads , who wear their Hair 
ſhorn not unlike our Monks. They let it grow 
till they are fifteen, ſixteen, or eighteen Years 
oid, as well on the cop of the Head, as elfe-_ 
where ; but at that Age, their Parents take it 
off, by burning it with flat Stones made red-hot 
inthe Fire: So that the Women thought them- 
| ſelves mightily beholding ro me for ſhaving 
their Children, becauſe I took off the Hair 
without pain. | | | ” 
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+ We had yet another Alarm in our Camp : 
The'Old Men, who had their'Station on. the 
'top of the Mountains, ſent to give notice that 
they. had deſcry'd ſome Warriors from afar. 
'The Archers ran as hard: as they could drive, 
towards the Place where the Enemy was faid 
tro appear , | every# one endeavouring To be 
firſt in the Action. But after all this Noife, - 
they brought nothing back with them but two 
Women of their own Nation, who were come 
to acquaint them that one of their Parties be- 
ing gone a Hunting, towards the end of the 
Upper Lake, had light upon five Spirits, by 
which Name it 1s they call 'the Europeans. Fhey 
added, That theſe Spirits had talk'd to em, by 
means of ſome of their Nation who had feen 
us, and had been Slaves amongſt the Outouage- 
mis and Irequoz,, whoſe Language they under- 
ſtood : 'That they had alfo deſir'd-them to con- 
dud them to the Place where we were, becauſe 
they ſhould be very glad to know whether-we 
| were Engliſh", Dutch, Spaniards, or Candians : 
And farther, That they could not imagin how 
we had been able to penetrate fo far up into the 
Country awoneſt theſe People. 5 
I muſt obſerve hereupon, that there are cer- 
tain Perſons at Canada, who have got the Ma- 
nagement of all Afﬀairs there into rheir hands, 
as I have elſewhere ſaid. Theſe PeoplE being 
very angry, that we bad been aforehand with 
them in Qur Diſcoveries, had ſent Men after us 
to ſhare in the Glory of the Aion : For they 
hoped by our means to get, a Knowledge of the 
' Nations which we had feen, in order-to Trade . 


thither; as ſoon as they ſhould have a Pretence 
of ſending us back to Europe. _ CHAP.

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tain, was overjoy'd to ſee me; and told me as 


a Secret, that thoſe who had ſent him, wou'd 


miſs of their aim, as he wou'd let me know 


more at leiſure. And obſerving how -I ſhav'd 


'the Crowns of the young Savages, he'order'd 


them to be told I was his eldeſt Brother. . 
. All this made the Savages treat. me better 
than ever, and furniſh me very plentifully with 


Proviftions. I apply'd my feif alſo more than 


ever to the means of their Salvation; and 'ris 


true, they hearken'd to me attentively enough. 


But then, .to make any Progreſs, one muſt hve 
whole Years amongſt them, they are fo igno- 
rant, and grounded in Superſtition. 

The Sieur du Luth was charm'd at the ſight of 
the Fall of. Sr. Anthony of Padua, which was the 
Name we lad given it, and in all appearance 
will remain with it, I alſo ſhew'd him the crag- 
gy Rock, where the monſtrous Serpent was 
climbing up to devour the young Swallows 1n 
their Neſts ; and recounted to him the Horror 


that ſeiz'd the Picard, at the Image his Fancy 


fram'd of that terrible Animal in his Dream. 

T muſt here obſerve, tharſecing my felf art 
Liberty to ſay my Office after the Arrival of 
the Sieur d« Luth, to be more exact 1n the ' Ser- 
vice, I chought I wou'd ask him the Day 'of 
the Month : He told me as freely, he cou'd not 
ſatisfhe me in chat Point, for he had no Notion 
of it lefr. Upon this I recounted. to-him the 
ill uſage which we receiv'd at, the Hands of 
the Barbarians, at their firſt raking us, which 
proceeded many times fo far as to threaten our

- Savages were afraid ſo much as to taſte them. 
A little after our return, the Savages invited 
us to a great Feaſt after their own faſhion. 
There were above an hundred and twenty Men 
at it naked. Onaſicoude, the firſt Captain of 
the Nation, and Kinſman of the Deceas'd, ; 43 
whoſe | dead Body I coverd , when they "i 
brought him back to the Village in a Canow, | 
brought me ſome dry'd Fleſh and wild Oats | 
in a Diſh of Bark, which he ſet before me up- 
on a BulP's-Hide, whiten'd, and garniſh'd with 
Porcupine-Skins on the one ſide, and curld 4 
Wool on the other. 2 
Aﬀeer T had eat, this Chief pat the ſame 
Robe on my Head, and cover'd my Face with 
ic, ſaying with a loud Voice before all that 
were prelent, He whoſe dead Body thou didft cover, 
covers thine while alizve.

this Country TY was finer than what thou wearefs. . 
When theſe Savages ſpeak of a Journey of

They march well, and will travel fificen 
Leagues a Day. By which the Reader may

Na- 
tions who were their {ſworn Enemies, ' and 
wou'd be ſure to ſeize their Men, and take 
them out of our Hands, either to burn them, 
or put them otherwiſe to Death by exquiſite 
Torments, and that without our being able to 
hinder it, being ſo few in Number as we were. 
I anſwer'd, That all choſe People, whom 
they were afraid of, were our Friends and Al- 
lies,, and that in confideration of us, they 
wou'd forbear to/ injure -any of their Nation 
chat were with us. Theſe Barbarians wane 
no Wit; on the contrary, their Natural Parts.

-ple, who. were their ſworn Enemies, we ſhou'd 
do well to deſtroy them, at whoſe Hands they 
had receiv'd ſo many Injuries ; that then their 
Men ſhou'd go and return with us to fetch 
them Iron, and other Commodities which 
they wanted, and wou'd gladly treat with us 
about. From whence we may gather, that 
theſe Barbarians are full of Reſentment, and 
Thoughts of Revenge, Diſpoſitions not alto- 
zther. ſo well. prepar'd, to receive- the meek 
ocrine of the Goſpel. | 
In fine, Oxaficoude their chief Captain, ha- 
ving conſented to our Return, in a full Coun- 
cil, gave us ſome Buſhels of Wild-Oats, for 
our Sbliſtence by the way, having firſt re- 
gaFd us in the beſt manner he cou'd, after 
their faſhion. We have already obſerv'd, that 
theſe Oats are better and more wholfom then 
Rice. Afﬀeer this, with a Pencil, he mark'd 
down on a Sheet of Paper -which I had left, 
the Courſe that we were to keep for four hun- 
dred Leagues together. In ſhort, this natural 
Geographer deſcrib'd our Way fo exactly, that 
this Chart ſerv'd us as well as my Compals cou'd 
- have done. For by obſerving it punqually,

The Barbarians might judge . by it, that We 4 
prov'd their Superſtition,, On the' contrary, t 
Sieur d# Luth maintain'd, That they -ought to 
have let the things alone in that Place where 
they were, for that the Savages wou'd not. 
fail ro revenge the Aﬀeront which we.had put 
upon them by this Action, and that it was to 
be fear'd leſt they ſhou'd purſue and inſult us 
by the Way. .

E found many Canadians in this Bay of 

the Puans. The Nation that inhabits 

here, is ſo call'd, becauſe formerly they dwelt 
in certain Marſhy Places, full of ſtinking Wa- 
ters, ſituate on the Sourb-Sea, Bur beihg drove 
out thence by their Enemy, they came and ſet- 
led in this Bay , which is to the Eaſt 'of the 
Illinois, The Canadians were come hither to ' 
Trade with the People of this Bay, contrary to 


| an Order of the Viceroy. They. had ſtill a 


lictle of the Wine left, which they brought 
with them, and kept in a Pewter-Flagon. I 
made uſe of it for the Maſs. Till now, I had 
nothing but a Chalice, and a Marble-Altar, 
which was pretty light, and very handfomly 
ingrav'd: But here by good Fortune 'T mec 
with the Sacerdotal Robes too. ' Some Illinois 


| who had happily eſcapd their Enemies the 
Troquois, who had attack'd and almoſt de- 


{troy d them fince my Voyage, and the 'time 
that I had been a Slave amongſt che Barbari- 
ans, had brought with them the Ornaments of 
the Chapel of Father Zenobizs Mambre, whom 
We 
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were, deliver d me up all che Ornaments of 
the Chapel, except the Chalice. ' They pro- 


mis'd to ger me that too for a: little Tobacco, 


whid® I was to give them ; and were as good - 


as their Word, for they broughe ic me ſome 
few Days after. | 21 oak 

*Twas more than nine Months fince I had: 
celebrated the Sacrament of the ' Maſs, for 
want of Wine. We might indeed- have done 
1t in our Voyage, had we had Veſlels proper 
to keep Wine in: Byt we cou'd nor charge our. 
Canow with fach, being very' unfit ro carry 
things 'of Weight. *Tis true, we met with 
Grapes in many Places through which we 
paſs'd, and had made ſome Wine too, which 
we put into Gourds ; but it fail'd us whilſt 
we were amone the 1/1;nois, as I have elſewhere 
obſerv'd. As for the reſt, I had ſtill ſome 


Wafers by me, which wereas good as ever, ha- 


ving been kept-in a Steel-Box ſhut very cloſe. 
We ſtay'd two Days at the Bay of the 


' Puans'; where'we ſung Te Deun, and my ſelf 


ſaid Maſs, and Preach'd. Our Men prepar'd 
themſelves for the Holy Sacrament, which ws 
receivd, in order to render our Thanks to 
God, who had preſerv'd us amid{t the many 
Dangers. we had run, the Difficulties we had 
ſurmounted, and Monſters we had over-

This: Religioze, 
who retain'd. ſtil} the free and open Humour 
of his Countrymen, had made himſelf be- 
lov'd by his obliging Behaviour, and ſzem'd. to 
be an utter Enemy of Caballing and Intrigues, 
baving a, Soul' well-rurfd, generous, and. fin- | 
cere.

withdrew themſelves from its Neighbourhood, 
leſt they ſhould likewiſe become deaf; or out 
of the continual fear they were in of Rattle- 
Snakes, which are very common in this Place 
during the great Heats, and lodge in Holes all 
along the Rocks as far as the Mountains, which 
lie ewoLeagues lower. Fs 

Be it as it will , theſe: dangerous Creatures 
are to be met with as far as the Lake Frontenac, 
on the South-ſide ; but becauſe they are never. 
to be ſeen but in the midſt of Summer, and 
then only when the Heats are exceffive, they 
are not fo afraid of them here as elſewhere. 
However, cis reaſonable to preſume, that the 
horrid noiſe of the Fall; and the fear of theſe

The Savages came to meet. us, repeating of- 
ten” thtis Word O:chitagon, meaning by it;- that * 
the Bare-foot was return'd from the great Voy- 
age he had undertook, to viſit th& Nations 
that are beyond theRiver Hohio and Meſchaſipi; 
and/tho' our Faces were burnt by the Sun, 
and my Clothes patchis up with wild Bull- 
Skins, yet they knew me, and carry'd me 
with my two Men into one of their Officer's 
Cotrages. | 

They did call their Council, which met to 
the number of Thirty, or thereabouts, wear- 
ing their Gowns in a ſtately manner, made 
up withall ſorts of Skins, twiſted about their 
Arms, with the Calumet in theis Hands. They 
gave order that we ſhou'd be entertain'd ac- 
cording to their own Faſhion, while they did 
ſmoak, without eating. Fn £: 
_  Aﬀer we had done eating, I told them by 
a Canadian that was my interpreter, that their 
Warriors had brought 12 Outraouatts as Slaves, 
tho' they ' were their Confederates and Onontio's 
Friends, (tis the Name they give to the Vice- 
roy'of Canada }- breaking thereby the Peace, 
and 'proclaiming War againſt Caneds: And 
the better: to'oblige __ to deliver up to _

the OuttavwaFs, who by good Fortune were ſtill 
alive, we flung in the middle of the Aſſembly. 
two Collars of Porcelain, that Captain Tater 
' + had given .us; This is the only way among 
them, to enter upon any Aﬀair. 9 Opp 
Lhe next Day the Council met, and the Iro- 
quoani{wer'd me:with ſome other Collars of 
Porcelain; and told me, That thoſe who had 
made theſe Men Slaves, were young Warriors 
without Confideration ; That we might affure 
Onontio, ( who was then Count Frontenac) that 
that their Nation wou'd always reſpe& him in 
all things; That they ſhou'd live with him as 
erue Children with their Father, and that they 
wou'd deliver up the Men who had been taken. 
Teganeot, one of the chiefeſt, who ſpoke for 
the whole Nation in the Council, preſented 
me with ſome Skins of Otter, Martin, and 
Beaver, tothe value of thirty Crowns. I took 
his Preſent with one Hand,and deliver'd it with 
the other to his Son, whom he lov'd tenderly. I 
told him, that I made him that Preſent, that he 
might Exchange it with fome Merchandizes of 
Europe ; and that the Bare-feet will accept of no 
Preſent at all, not out of Contemprt,but becauſe 
we are diſintereſted in all things; afluring him, I 
wou'd acquaint the Governour of his Friendſhip. 
The Ircquois was ſurpriz'd that I did not ac- 
cept of. his Preſent ; and ſeeing beſides, that I 
gave a little Looking-Glaſs to his Son, he ſaid 
tothoſe of his Nation, that the other Canadians 
were not of that Temper: And they ſent us 
ſeveral Fowls, as an acknowledgment of their

R/T I was reſting after my great Labours, 
the Lord Frontenac did receive Letters 
from Father Zenobe Mambre, whom I left a- 
mong the Ins. He ſent him Word, . that 
the Iroquois had drawn the AMamis into their 
Party ; and that being joyn'd together, they 
had form'd a great Army, and were fall'n on 
a ſudden upon the Iiins, to deſtroy that Na- 


cion Fug t they were. got together to the 


number of Nine hundred, all Fuſiliers ; theſe 
two Nations being well provided with Guns, 
and all fort of Ammanitions of War, by the 
+ Commerce they have with the Europeans. . 
> The Ioquois were projeRting this Enterprize 
about the 12th of September, 1680. while I was* 
about the Diſcovery of the River Meſchaſipi. 
The Illincis did not miſtruſt them ; for they had. 
concluded a Treaty of Peace with theſe two 
Nations; and M. Ja Salle had affur'd them, 
that he wou'd do his utmoſt Endeavours to 
oblige'them to obſerve the Treaty ; therefore 
the Wins were eaſily ſurpriz'd, having ſent 
moſt part of their Youth to make a Warn an- 
other Country. _ F 
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a Large Comntry in America. 285. 
- A Chaouanon, Conftederate to the Ilinoss, re- 
turning from their Country home, came back 
again, to give them notice that he had dif- 
coverd an Army of Iroquois and Miamis, who 
were already enter'd into their Country, on 
purpoſe to ſurprize them. 

. "This News frighted the Iinois ; yet the next 
Day they appear in the Field, and march'd 
direatly to the Enemy ; and as ſoon as they 
were in hgh, they charg'd them. ' The Fight 
was very ſharp, and a great many Men were 
kill'd on both ſides. - 

M. Tqnti, whom M. la Salle had left in the 
Fort of Creveceur, to command there in his 
Abſence, hearing of this Irruption, was in fear 
for the Iimis's Sake; for tho' their Army was 
' more numerous than that of their Enemy, yet 
they had no Guns ; therefore he offer'd himſelf 
to £0 Askenen, that is, Mediator, carrying the 
Calumet of Peace in his Hand, in order to brin 
them to an Agreement. 

The Iroquois finding more reſiſtance than they 
thought at firft, and ſeeing that the 1/inois were 
reſolv'd to continue the War, conſented to a 
Treaty of Peace, accepting M. Tonti's Media- 
tion, and hearken'd to the Propoſals he made 
them from the 7//inois, who had choſen him 
for Mediator. 

M. Tonti repreſented to them, thar the 1/lincis 
were Onontio's ( *tis the Name they give to the 
Viceroy of Canada Children. and Confede- 
rates as well as themſelves ; and that it wou'd 
be very unpleaſant to him, who lov'd them all,

Ir is t6 be obſerv'd, that the River - Meſchafip: runs 
from the North to.the South, to diſcharge ir ſelf into 
the Gulf of Mexico; fo that the Illinois, whither the 
Sieur /a Salle intended to go, lie on the North-Eaſt of 
the Way he took. *'Tis very likely that the faid /; 
Salle wanted Pyrognes, or Canows, there being none in 
the Countries through which he was to travel, but only 
among the Northern Nations. So that Father Anafts- 
Jius mentioning no Ship in his Hiſtory, there's reaſon ro 
believe that they made this Journey by Land for wanr 
of Canows ; or that the Sieur /a Salle was not ſure of 
having found the Mouth of the River -Meſchaſips ; for 
if he had, ir had been eaſfie for him ro go to the 1/linox 
by Warer. 


After three Days march, Father Anaſta/ius tells us, 
they found rhe fineſt Country in the World, and faw a

addles, Thele People invired them to rheir Habira- 
tions ; but becauſe they were our. of their Way, they 
thank'd them for their Kindneſs, after they had enquir'd 
of rhem what way theywere to take; which is to be ſup- 
ke rhey did by Signs, fince none of the Sieur la Salle's 
en under the Language. of thoſe People, who 
had ſome naintance with the Spaniards. They 
went on Bron par the remaining part of the Day, 
and hurred themſelves rowards Night in a little Fort 
intrench'd with Stakes, which they continu'd to do ever 
after tor their Security. _ I. 

The -next Day they purſu'd their Journey, and 
march'd rwo whole Days through a continu'd Meadow, 
a5 far as the River which they call'd Robeck : found

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Spaniards, Cibola, that the leaſt Herd of them ſeem'd 
to be of two or three hundred. The Sicur a Salle and 
his Men kill'd preſently eight or ren of them, and dry'd 
part of the Mear, becauſe. they did nor care to ftay 
above five or fix Days in thar Place. 'A League and a 
half farther they mer with a fine River, greater and 

than the Scine at Paris: Its Banks were hedg'd 
with the fineft Trees in 'the World, which look'd as 
if chey had been planted on Purpotn, with Meadows 
on one fide, and Woods on: the other. They palſsd ir 
with Cajeux, and call'd it Ma/ign. Thus crofling -rhoſe 
fine Countries and pleafing Meadows, intermix'd with 


- Vineyards, Orchards, and ameng the reft Mulberry- 


Trees, they came in few Days to a River, which rhey 
call'd Huens, from the Name of a German of the Dut- 
chy of Firtemberg', who ſunk fo in the Mud of ir, 
that they had much ado to fetch him our of ir. I believe 


that Facher Anaſtaſius miſtakes about the Name. of - 


5c and thar ir ought ro be Hans, which ſignifies 
Fohn. 

One of theſe Travellers croſs'd that River, ſwimming 
with-a Hatcher on his Back ; - another follow'd him 
preſently ; and being borh on the other fide, they fell'd 
great Trees, whilſt rhe others did the ſame on the op- 
pokite ſide : © Theſe Trees falling on borh ſides a-croſs 
the River, met about the middle. of ir, and form'd a 
ſort of Bridge , which made an eafie Paſſage from 
one {ide ro the other. This is an Invention they have 


_usd above thirry times to croſs the Rivers rhey. met in 


their way ; which ſeem'd more ſecure than that of rhe 
Cajeux, which are a ſorr of Floar-boar, made of ſeveral 
Branches of Trees faſtned rogether, which they ſhove 
with a Pole in the crofling of a River. 

"Twas in this Place that the Sieur /« Salle chang'd 
his- Courſe from the North-Eaſt to the Eaſt, for ſome 
Reaſons he never told , and which his Companions 


could never gueſs at. He had done a great deal better 


not to have been ſo reſerv'd with them, and would have 
prevented a great many Misfortunes, eſpecially being

There were there at that time fome of the Choumans 
Ambaſſadors at the Ceneſians. They made a Viſit to 
M. de la Salle, who was very much ſurpriz'd to ſee 
them fign themſelves with the Sign of the Croſs, and 
fall down on their Knees holding up their Hands join'd 
rogether towards Heaven. They kifs'd the Habit of 
Father Anaſtaſins, and made him underſtand, thar ſome 
Men cloath'd as he was, inſtructed rhe People,of their 
Neighbourhood, diſtant only rwo days Journey from 
the Spaniards. And indeed our Monks have very fine 
and large Churches in that Country , wherein the In- ' 
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habiranrs do afſemble rogether to make their Prayers.  . 


They expreſs'd naturally enongh the Ceremonies of the 
Maſs. One of them with a Pencil made the Deſcri- 
ption of a Picture which he had ſeen of a Tall Wo- 
man weeping for the Death of her Son hanging upon 
a Crols. | 

Father Anaſtafius adds, that the Savages gave M. de 
ia Salle ro underſtand how the Spaniards made an un- 
merciful Slaughter of the Indians; and thar if he would 
go along with them, or furgiſh them with Fire-Arms, 
'rwould be an eafie thing tb become Maſters of them, 
as being great Cowards, 'and; People of no Courage, 
who keep Men on purpoſe to carry before them huge 
Umbrella's and Fans to cool them, during the Hears of

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M. de ls Salle being formerly with me'in Converſa- 
tion at Fort Frontenac abour our. Diſcoveries, told me

Reſolution ro return back to Forr-Lowk.,, All his Com- 
pany were of the ſame Opinion, and they took their 
way directly 'thither. , Nothing remarkable happen'd 
in thar Journey, ſave rhar in repaſſing over the malignanr 
River, one of his Men was ſnarch'd away together 
with their, Sledge or Cajeu, by a Crocodile of a prodi- 
gious Length and Bigneſs. Ce 

After a Month's March, during which the Horſes 
were of grear Help ro them, they arriv'd in their 
Camp on the 19th of OFober in the ſame Year 1686. 
where they were receiv'd with all Demonftrarions of 
Joy imaginable. As for them, they were much divi- 
ded berween Thoughts of Joy and Sadneſs, every one 
making a Narrative to his Friends of the Fg oay 
Adventures thar happen'd ro them ſince their Sepa-

FE W People in the Hiſtories of Travellers can boaſt 

a Courage ſo undaunrted and invincible as that of 
M. Robert Cavalier de la Salle. His Heart did never 
ſhrink in rhe moſt contrary Events, but was always 
firm in hopes of Succeſs, with the Help of Heaven, in 
ſpighr of all che Obſtacles which he mer with almoſt

continually. 
He made a ſtay in Sr. Lous-Bay of two months and a 
half, and rook a View with Father Anaſtaſius, whereof 
I have ſpoken, of all the Rivers rhar run into ir. This 
Fryar faith, thar they found above fifry of rhem there 
tt for » Navigation, which run all from rhe #/*, or 
North-I/:ſt of that Continent» The Ground where- 
upon the Fort is built is ſomewhar ſandy, though any 
where elſe nothing bur a gaod and rich Soil is ig be 
found. You may there ſee Meadows on all fides, 
where the Graſs grows higher than our Corn ; and 
that in all rhe Seaſons of the Year alſo you meer with 
E e Rivers 
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Rivers at two or three Leagues diſtance one from the 
other, which are all beſer on both fides with Oaks and 
Mulberry-Trees. This continues eftward within rwo 
Days Journey from the Spanzards. . ;

De 12 Salle ſet forth from that Bay with Twenty 
* Men on the 7th of Fanuary, 1687. And the 
very firſt day they met with an Army -of Bahamo's, 
who went to War againft the Errigoanna's. M. de la 
Salle made an Alliance with them, and was willing to 
treat after the ſame m#fner with rhe Quzners, bur they 
berook themſelves ro flight ar his Approach, however - 
by the Celerirty of our Horſe they were overtaken, 
and Promiſes of an inviolable Peace were given on 
both fides. ES 
| On the 4th day, three Leagues further to the Norehe 
Eaſt, they found the firſt River abounding in Canes. 
There is nothing to be {cen there but Meadows and 
litle Woods; a little diſtant from one another. Theſe 
Lands are fo plentiful, that the Graſs grows ren or 
wwelve foor high. There is a very great Number of 
Villages ſeated on rhar River, which are extremely po- 
pulons. They viſited none bur the "Qzara's and the 
Anachorema. 

Upon the fame Rhomb, three Leagues further, is 
found the ſecond River of Canes, inhabited by diffe- 
rent Nations. And there are whole Fields full - of 
Hemp. | ; 

Abour five Leagues further they pals'd the River $4- 
blonniere , ſo call'd for irs running upcn a fandy bot- 
rom, though the Lands abour are firm Ground, and 
confifting of large Meadows. | 

They march'd thence {even or eight Leagues further, 
to the River Robec, paſſing through Meadows, and 
over three or four Rivers diſtant a League one from 
the orher. The Country abour rhe River Robec is peo- 
pled with ſeveral large Villages,. rhe People whereof 
ſpeak fo much in the throar, thar ir is almoſt impoſſi- 
ble for a Stranger to faſhion _ t@ it, They are 
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in War with the Spaniards, and ſollicited very much 
M. de 1a Salle to join himſelf with their Warriors ; bur 
the making any ſtay there, would nor have advanc'd 
their Deſign : Moreover, M. de /a Salle was not very 
lixely with rwenry Men to do great harm'to the Spa- 
niardi, Nevertheleſs, they remain'd five or "ſix Day$ 
amongſt thoſe People, endeavouring*tp win.them with 
Chriſtian Inſtructions, which they are not us'd to re- 
ceive from the Spaniards. | 

In their March they travers'd great Meadows,as far as 
the Malignant Tu is very deep,and ſo call'd becauſe 
one oftheir Menhad been devour'd there by a monſtrous 
Crocodile. This River runs a great length, and is in- 
habired by grear numbers of People, divided into forty 
. Very populous Villages, which compole rhe Nation of 
the Kanoatinnos, who are in War with the Spanzards, 
and exerciſe Dominion over the Neighbouring Na- 
tions. | | 
They vifited ſome of thoſe Villages inhabited by 
good though barbarous People. Father Anaſtaſinr 
adds, that the- Cruelty of the Spaniards had made 
them yer more wild and unſociable. But I fuſpect 
it to be one of M. de /a Salle's Remarks, who was wil- 
ling ro win thoſe Nations ro himſelf, and to pur them 
our of conceit with the Spaniards. *Tis true, that the 
Spaniards haye been forc'd to deſtroy ſeveral Neigh- 
bouring Nations, thereby to ſecure the Conqueſt of 
New Mexico, becauſe certainly thoſe People would have 
deſtroy'd them, had they not prevented 6 Ys Ir ought 
to be raken for granted, that thoſe Barbarians bave no 
conſideration for the Europeans, bur ſo far as they ſtand 
in fear of them. The promoting then of M. de ls Salle's 
Deſign, could not be done t by pulling down the 
Spaniards ; therefore he endeavour'd to raiſe thoſe Bar- 
barians againſt them: He might however remember, 
thar being formerly rogether at Fort Frontenac, I aflurd 
him very often of a thing with which he could nor diſ- 
agree, viz. Thar rhe Spaniſh Yoke is perhaps he eaſieſt 
and moſt tolerable in the World.

Therefore in order to 
facilitare ro them rhe means for doing it, we are going 
to trear of the Idea's which thoſe People have of Relig 
on, and ſpeak ar the fame time of their Manners. "Thar 
one may conſider which means are rhe beſt for to inſtruct 
'them, and render them capable of Truth and Salvation. 
As by our Diſcoveries we have made known the-greateſt 
part of the Northern America; fo I dont queſtion if his 
Britiſh Majeſty, and our Lords, rhe States, would ſend 
us thither to finiſh rhat which we have already ſo happi- 
ly begun, bur that it would be an eaſy marrer to diſcover 
whar the beſt Endeavours could nor yer bring to Lighe.Ir 
hath been impoſſible hitherto to go ro Fapan by the 
Frozen or Icy Sea. The going thither that way hath been 
ſeveral times attempted, bur withour Succeſs ; and I am 
morally certain that it can never be eficcted, unleſs: the 
Continent of thoſe Countries which are between the Fro- 
zen Sea, and the new Mexico be firſt wholly diſcovered. 
God, it ſhould ſeem, hath preſerved me from thoſe 
extraordinary Dangers I have been expoſed ro in my long 
Voyages, wy to bring about that happy Diſcovery. I 
profer my ſelf yer to rhe effecting of that Deſign, . being 
rſuaded that God will give his Bleffing to it, if I can 
bur be ſupplyed with the means neceffary to rhe perfor- 
mance of 1r. 
* 'Tam not ſurpris'd to ſec the Learned agree thar they 
are yet in the dark how America was peopled, and how 
tharinfinite Number of Nations, which are found there, 
came to be ſettled in that vaſt Continent. - America doth 
form half rhe Globe of the Earth. The moſt perfect 
Geographers have not yer a Tatal Knowledge of it; and 
the very Inhabitants of that new Worid (whom we have 
diſcovered, and who according to all reaſon. ſhould be 
beft informed of ir,) do not themſelves know how their 
Anceſtors came thither. Certainly, were we in Europe, 
as thoſe People, without rhe ingenious Art of Writing, 
' which gives 1n a manner Life ro the Dead, which tecalls 
ro remembrance whart 1s paſt, and preſerves the Memory 
of things to future Ages, it is certain that we ſhould be 
no leſs ignoraut than theſe poor Salvages. . Ml 
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Moſt parr 
thern America, believe commonly a kind of a Creation of 
the World. They ſay that both rhe Heavens and the 
Earth, and all Men, were made by a Woman who go- 
yerns the World with her Son. They add, thar her Son 

. $ the Principle of all Good Things, and the Woman of 
all Evil. They do believe that borh do enjoy a perfect 
Happineſs. They ſay moreover, that this Woman fell 
down from Heaven being big with Child, bur falling on 
the Back of a Tortoiſe, ſhe was ſaved from being 
drowned. And when it is objected how ridicnlous their 
Belief is, they anſwer ordinarily, that this Objection tis 
good for thoſe who make ir,bur of no force againſt Them, 

auſe They are otherwiſe made rhan the Europeans. 

Other Salvages of rhe fame Conrtinenr, betteve that a 
certain Spirir, which rhe Iroquozs call Orkon, and other 
Barbarians, who live ar the lower par: of the River Sr. 
Lawrence, Atahauta, 1s the Creator of the World; afd 
thar one named Meſſou was the Repairer of it afrer the 
Univerſal Deluge. They ſay thar this Me/ſou or Orhon, 
going once to Hunting, his Dogs were loſt in a great 
Lake, which overflowing, covered the whole Earth in a 
lirtle rime, and made bur a bortomleſs Pir of all the 
World. They add, that this Me/ſou or Othon gathered a 
ſmall quantity of Earth by the help of ſome Animals, and 
with it repaired rheWorld. They alfo believe rhar the Eu-

3s the River St. Lawrence, and that of Meſchaſipi, 1 
have likewiſe obſeryv'd with my Predecefſors, thar: the 
Salyages are not wanting in good Senſe as to whar re- 
lates to their Trade and Intereſt. They are very expert 
therein, and make uſe of the moſt reaſonable means ro 
bring their Ends abour ; bur whar ſurprizes me infinite» 
p is, that being ſo ready in tranſacting their own Af- 
airs, ,their Minds ſhould be ſo extreamly clouded as 
to what concerns Religion, Manners, Laws and Max- 
uns of Life.

This Savage Execured his Commiſſion with very great 
Succeſs, and manag'd the Afﬀairs ſo Dextrouſly thar 
he nor only caus'd them ro Abandon their firſt Project 
for the preſenr, but ever perſwaded 'em abfolutely to 
FenOunce it ; _ to be Reconcil'd ro the French, and ro ob- 
tain a ſupply of Provifions, which were then extreamly 
ſcarce among them : 'To this purpoſe, the Savages ſenr 
Forty Canou's with Women to Receive the Goods, and 
rhe Canadians furniſh'd rhem with as much as the time 
cou'd permir. ' The: French Receiv'd with a great deal 
of- Joy the Propoſals* of Peace, which were made them 
in full Council by the Savage La Foriere, on behalfof the 
Iroquois whom he had: appeas'd ; in which it was particu- 
lar pecny © that the Chief Commanders: and Caprains 
of rhat Nation ſhou'd deliver up the Two Murderers ro 
rhe Canadians, that they mighr diſpoſe of chem at their 
Pleaſure.

However, it 
muſt be confeſs'd, thar very lirtle progreſs has been 
made 'in rhis Reformarion, ſince theſe People are as 
Sevage as ever, always equally adhering ro their ancient 
 Maxims and profane Cuſtoms ; as being extremely ad- 
dicted ro Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, Pride and Cruelty, 
and even uncapable cither of Inſtruction or Obedience. 
Altho' a Man ſhou'd ſeek for a reformation''of Mar- 
ners, or eyen ſome marks of Humanity among the Iro- 
quois, as long as he ſhou'd think fir, nevertheleſs, they: 
wou'd be always found ro be ſuch as rhey were Thirry 
or Forty Years ago : 'Since the French of Canada have.

South-Sea, brought an exa&t Account 
of his Voyage, with a-Map of it; but his Ca- 


now being over-ſet, -at the Foot of the Fall of 


St. Lous, in ſight of Montroyal, his Cheſt and 
his two Men were loſt ; therefore the follow- 
ing Account contains only what he has: re- 
membred. a | 

I ſet out from the Bay of Puars in the Lati- 
tude of 4.2 Degrees, 4 Minutes, and havi 
travell'd about 60 Leagues to the Weltward, 
found a Portage ; and carrying our Canow's 0- 
ver-land for half a ue, I embark'd' with 
ſix Men on the River 4/con/ſmg, whichbrought

They have- abundance 
Hol y-Trees, and other Trees, the Bark 
crook is White ; Grapes, Apples, Plums, 
Cheſnuts, Pomegranates, ' Mulberries, beſides 
other Nuts unknown to Exrope ; plenty of 
Turky-Cocks, Parrots, Quails, Wild-Oxen, 
Stags and Wild-Goats. Theſe Savages are affa- 
ble, civil-and obliging ;- and the firft I met 
with preſented me with a Pipe or Calumet of 
Pha, which is'a Protection even in a Fight. 
Their Women and old Men'take care of the 


N Culture of the Ground, which is fo fertile as to 
afford three Crops of Indian Corn every Year. 


They have ach of : Water-Melons, Ci- 
eruls, ' and Gourds. - When they- have ſown 
. their Corn, they go a Hunting for Wild-Oxen, 

whoſe Fleſh they eat, and the Skin ſerves. for. 
their Coverings," having 'dreſsd the ſame with

The Miſſiſip; has few Windings and Turn- 
ings, and runs diredtly to the South, and ha- 
ving follow'd its Courſe till the 33d Degree 
of Latitude, I refolv'd to return home, ſeeing 
that River did not diſcharge it ſelf into Mar 
Vermejo,which we look'd for, as alſo becauſe the 
Spaniards obſerv'd our Motions for fix Days to- 
gether. - The Savages told me, that the Spani- 
ards live within thirty Leagues to the Welt- 
ward. 

The ſaid M. Folie: adds, That he had ſec 
down in his Journal an exa& Deſcription of 
the Iron-Mines they diſcover'd, as alſo of -the 
Quarries of Marble, and Cole-Pits, and Places 
where they find Salt-Petre, with ſeveral other 
things. He had alſo obſerv'd what were the 
fitteſt Places to ſettle Colonies, &>c. The Soil 
is very fertile, and produces abundance of 
Grapes, which might make delicious Wines. 

The River of Sr. Lews, which hath its 
Source near Miſſichiganen, 1s the biggeſt, and 
the moſt convenient for a Colony , its Mouth 
into the Lake being very convenient for an 
Harbour. It is deep and broad, and well 
ſtock'd with Sturgeons, and other Fiſhes. The 8 
Stags, Oxen, Wild-Goats, Turky-Cocks, and 
other Game, are more plentiful on the. Banks' 
of the ſaid River, than any where elſe. There 
are Meadows 'Ten or Twenty Leagues broad, 
incompalſs'd with fine Foreſts ; behind. which 
are other, Meadows, in which Graſs grows. 
Ix Foot high. Hemp grows naturally in all 
that Country. | :

The Mouth of the Lake Erie is full of Sands, 
which make it dangerous ; therefore to avoid 
that Danger, and not venture a Ship every 

X 2 oyage,

Voyage, it will be ſafer to{leave it at an An- 
chor, in a River which runs into the Lake fix 
Leagues from the River Niagara, and is the 
only Harbour and Anchorage in this Lake. 
There are three great Points which advance 
above ten Leagues into- it. ; but being chiefly | 
made up of Sand, they are fo low that there 
is great Danger of running a Ship againſt them 
before they are diſcover'd, and therefore a Pi- 
lot muſt be very skilful and careful to ſteer a 
Ship in this dangerous Lake. | 
'. The Streight or Canal between the Lake 
Erie, and the Huron, is very rapid, and no lefs 
difficult than that of Niagara, tho' much deep- 
'er. The Streight of Miſſlikinac between the 
Lake Huron, and that of the Illinox, is attend- 
ed with no leſs Difficulties, for the Current is 
commonly open the Wind. There is no An- 
chorage in the Lake Huron, nor any Harbour 
in that of the 7inois, upon the Northern, Welſt- 
ern, and Southern Coaſts. There are many 
Iſlands in both Lakes, which make the Navi- 
gation of that of the Ilinois very perillous ; for 
there being no Harbour to run into for ſhelter, 
'and the Storms being very terrible on that 
Lake, 'tis a | gh Providence when a Ship e- 
ſcapes being daſh'd in pieces againſt thoſe lands. 
However,ſome Canals and Anchorages may be 
diſcover'd in time, which will remove thoſe 
great Difficulties, as has hapned in the Lake of

that no Ship can venture to pet in, unleſs it 
be in a great Calm. Neither is the Country 
between the ſaid Creek and the Divine River, 
fit for a Canal; for. the Meadows between 
them are drown'd after any great Rain, and 
ſo a Canal will be immediately filld up wich 
Sands: And beſides, it is impoſlible to dig up 
the Ground, becauſe of the Water, that Coun- 
try being nothing but a Moraſs : But ſuppo- 
ſing it were poſhble to cut the Canal, it wou'd 
be however uſeleſs; for the Divine River is not 
navigable for forty Leagues together ; that is, 
from that Place to the Village of the 1ll;nois, 
except for Canow's, who have hardly Water 
enough in Summer-time. Beſides this Diffi- 
culty, there is a Fall near the Village. 

We have {zen no Mines, tho' ſeveral Pieces 
of Copper are found in the Sand when the 
River is low. There is the beſt Hemp in that 
Country I have ſeen any where, tho"it grows 
naturally without any culture. The Savages 
tell us, that they have found near this Village 
ſome yellow Metal ; but that cannot be Gold, 
according to their own Relation, for the Oar 
of Gold cannot be ſo fine. and bright as they - 
told us. There are Coa]-Pits on that River. - 

The Wild-Oxen are grown ſomewhat ſcarce 
ſince the 1/inois are at War with their Neigh- 
bours, for now all Parties are continually 


"Hunting of them. - The Navigation is eaſie 


from Fort- Creveceur to the Sea; and Neow- 
Mexico is not above twenty Days Journey from 
the ſaid *Fort. The Nations of the Meronton- 
ta, who live within Ten Days Journey aps 

3 | the 
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Zio A New Diſcovery of 
the ſaid Fort, came to ſee M. la Salle, and 
brought a Horſe's Hoof: They told us, That 
the Spaniards make a cruel: War upon them, 
and that they uſe Spears more commonly than 
Fire-Arms. One may go by Water from Fort 
Creveceur to the Habitation of theſe Savages. 
There are no Europeans at the Mouth of the 
River Colbers. ( or Miſſſip: ) and the Monſter 
of which M. Folet gives ſo dreadful a Delcri- 
ption, is a Fancy k. ſome Savages, and had 
never any Original. It is within a; Journey 
and a half from Fort Crevecew 5 but had 
M. Foliet gone down the River, he might have 
ſeen a more terrible one. That Gentleman has 
not conſider'd that the Moſopolca, of whom he 
takes notice in his Map, were altogether de- 
{troy'd before he ſet out for his Voyage. He 
fets down alſo in his Maps ſeveral Nations, 
which are nothing but Families of the 1/nois. 
The Pronevoa, Carcarilica, Tamaroa, Koracocni- 
tenon, Chinko, Caokia, Choponſca, Amonokoa, Can- 
kia, Ocanſa, and ſeveral others, make up the 
. Nation and the Village of the Iinois, conſiſt- 
ing of about 400 Cabins cover'd with Ruſhes, 
without any_ Fortifications. I have told 1800 
fighting Men amongſtthem. They have Peace 
now with all their Neighbours, except the 
Iroquois ; and it wou'd 'be eaſfje to reconcile 
them, were it not to be fear'd thatthey wou'd 
afterwards fall upon the Owtrouars, whom they 


mortally hate, and diſturb thereby our Com- . 


merce; ſo that we muſt leave them as they 


are ; for as long as they ſhall have occaſion for 


us, they will be ready to comply with any 
thing that we may deſire from them, and -_ 
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_ ſeveral Countrits m America. 311 
in awe the Nations inhabiting to the Weſt- 
ward, who are much afraid of the Iliinvis. 

The Banks of ſeven or eight Rivers, which 
diſcharge themſelves into the Miſſſipi, or Col- 
bert-River, the leaſt whereof runs above 300 
Leagues , are cover d with Fine Timber for 
Building Ships. De, 

M. la Salle has ſeen ſome Savages of three 
Nations thro' which Ferdinand Sotto paſs'd with 
his Army, viz. the Sicachia, *Caſcin, and Ami- 
99g: They told him that we might go by wa- 
ter from Crevecewr into their Country. 

It is highly neceſſary to carry on this Diſca- 
very ; for the River inhabited by the Sicachia, 
which in all likelihood is the true Chukagoua, 
has its Source near Carolina, and conſequently 
very near the Habitation of the Engliſh, about 
three hundred Leagues to the Eaſtward of the 
Mſhſſopi in the French Florida, at the foot of the 
Apalachin Hills: For had the Engliſh notice of 
it, they might by means of this River Trade 
with the Dinos, Miams, Nadoweſſians, and other 
Sayapes, and ſpoil for ever our Commerce. * 

The Winter has been as hard in the Coun- 
try of the Mins as at Fort Frontenac ; for tho' 
the Weather was there in Fanuary as temp 
rate as in Provence, yet the River was ſtill fro- 
zen on the 22d of March; and therefore I 
* conclude *tis much the ſame Climate as the 
Country of the Iroquos. | 
-» The Country between the Lake of the 1;- 
»0is and the Lake Erie, is a row of Mountains 
for a hundred ues together, from whence 
ſpring a great number of Rivers, which run to 
the Weſtward into the _ of the Mins,

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the North into the Lake Huron, to the Eaſt in- 
to the Lake Erie, and to the South into the 
River Ohio. Their Source are ſo near one ano- 
ther, that in three Days Journey I croſs'd twen- 
ty two, the leaſt whereof is bigger than that of 

Richelieuw. The top of theſe Mountains are flat, 
and full of Bogs and Moraſles, which being 
not frozen, have'prov'd an infupportable dit- 
ficulty and trouble in our Voyage. There are 
now-and-then ſome Plains, which I take to be 
very fertile ; they are cover'd with Bears, Stags, 
Wild-Goats, "Furkey-Cocks, and Wolves, who 
are fo fierce as hardly to be frighted away by 
the noiſe of our Guns. There is a River in the 
bottom of the Lake Erie, within ten Leagues 
of the Canal, which may very much ſhorten 
the way to the 7ins, it being navigable for 
Canows till within two Leagues of theirs ; but 
the moſt convenient of all is the River Oho, 
which being navigable for - Barks, will fave all 
the Trouble of making a Communication be- 
tween the Lake of the 7linmis and the Divine 

River, and the great 'Expences of making the 
ſaid River navigable to Fort Creveceur. 
One muſt not fancy that the Ground in the 
Con of the 1/linois is ready for the Plough ; 
ſome of them are too dry, others too wet; and 
in ſhort, all require ſome Toil and Trouble ; 
but I am ſure they*may ſufficiently recompence 
in a little time, thoſe who will be-at the pains 

tO cultivate them. . ea 

The Nations through which we have paſs'd 
have receiv'd us very kindly, becauſe of our Ca- 
tumet of Peace, which is a ſafe Conduct = a

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' ſufficient Recommendation amongſt the Sa- 
Vages. 70 

The Tilinois offer'd to accompany us. to the 
Sea, in hopes, as we told them, that we will 
ſupply them that way with [European Commo- 
dities; for the want of Knives, Axes, &c. 
makes them very officious. The young Calves 
may be eaſily tam'd, and very uſeful for ſerling 


our Plantations. '* The lines have alſo many 


Slaves, which may be of a great uſe to us. «i * 

\ There are as many idle Fellows amongſt 
them as among other Nations, and a great 
many more Women than Men. They marry 
ſeveral Wives, ſometimes nine 'or ten, and 
commonly all Siſters if they can, thinking they 
agree better in their Family. 2 

I have ſeen three Children who have been 
- Baptiz'd ; one call'd Peter, the other-Foſeph, and 
the third Mary, who nevertheleſs are like to 
live as their Father, who has marry'd three 
Siſters ; for they have no farther Chriſtian In- 
ſtruction, Father Allouez, who Baptiz'd them, 
having left that Country, unleſs one would 
think"that the Stick that Father left amongſt 
them, as a Mark that the Country belongs to 
him, has any extraordinary Virtue to promote 


Chriſtianity. Theſe are the only Chriſtians I 


have faund amongſt them, which I am 'ſure

Father Allouez, lives rtow in a Village of 


"Mamis, Maskoutens; and Ochiakenens, who have 
quitted their own Nation and ancient Habi- 
tations, to confederate themſelves wich the 1ro- 
quois. againſt the Nlincis; and for that a 
| " they 
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they ſent laſt Summer an Embaſlie into-the 
Country of the Iroquois, with a Letter of Father 
Allowez. The end of thac Embaſlie was, as I have 
faid, to oblige'em to unite themſelves with them 
againſt the [inois; and they were. negotiatin 
the Alliance, when I arriv'd at the Village 
the T/onnontouans ; and - upon notice thereof, a 
Woman was ſent to tell them to run away, 
for fear the Iroquois ſhould kill them. They had 


| however no deſign to do them any harm, as it 


appear'd afterwards ; for the Iraquois having 
overtaken the ſaid Ambaſſadors, they were 
kindly us'd;but they enter'd upon no Buſineſs, as 
Jong as I continu'd there.I met with one of the 

id Ambaſſadors ſince that time in their own 
Country, who told me fuch horcid things, that 
I cannot entirely believe them ; and I rather 
ſuſpe& the AMiamis to - be Contrivers thereof. 
However, Father Allouez, had no ſooner intel- 


ligence that I was arriv'd at the Village of the 


Illinois, that they fent one Mono, one of their 
Chiefs, with four: large Kettles, twelve Axes, 
and twenty Knives, to perſuade the 1Yinois that 
I was Brother of the Iroquois ; that my Breath 
ſmell'd like theirs; that I eat Serpents; that I 
was ſent to betray them, and attack them one 
way, While the Iroquois ſhould attack them by 
another ; that I was hated by all the Black- 
Gowns, who forſook me becauſe I deſign'd to 
deſtroy the amis, having taken two of them 
Priſoners ; and, laſtly, that I ' underſtood Phy- 
ſick enough to poiſon all the World. Their 
Suggeſtions were ſo ridiculous and fo falſe, that 
I had no great difficulty to convince the. 1/;- 
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»ois of the Malice of my Enemies; and Moxſo 


was in great danger of- loſing his Life for. his 


They told him he had an Iroquois Ser- 
pent under his Tongue , mecging his Baſe- 


neſs and Malice : that his Comrades who 


had been Ambaſſadors into their Country, 
had brought that Venom, and had breathed 
in the Malice of the Iroquois in ſmoaking in 
their Calumet. I was oblig'd to interceed for 
him, for elſe. they would have murthered 


him. 


gage Count Frontenac into a War with the 
Iroquois ; and having try'd in vain ſeveral 
Ways to ſucceed, they think there is no 
better than to perſwade the Nation: of the 
Miamis, who are our Confederates, to ſettle 
themſelves near the 1linois, and make an 
Alliance with them , inſomuch that the Ire- 

is Cannot attack ,one Nation , without 
eaking with the other, and thereby ob- 
lige your Lordfhip either to forſake our Al- 
lies, .or declare Wars againſt the Iroquers.

This is not a raſh and groundleſs Judgment; - 


for theſe Miamis, with whom Father Al- 
louez, lives, have kill'd ſeveral Iroquois this 
Winter; and having cut the Fingers to a- 
nother, they ſent him back to cell their 
Nation that the Mami: are join'd with the 
Ilinois againſt them. Perhaps that Perfidi- 
ouſneſs obliges Father Allowez to. quit them 
next Spring, as I underftand he deſigns to 
do. However, I am confident to ſtop the 
Progreſs of this Cabal, if your Lordilip 
comes 


"Tis certain, that their Deſign is to en- 
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' comes this Year -to weep ifor the Death of 
rhe Onontake, who. have been kilfd ; for the 
Plinois have promis'd- me to releaſe ' ſome 
Slayes and. forbear their Excurſions. againſt 
. the Iroquois , who having been inform'd. of 
my. Good Offices , have expreſs'd a great 
Gratitude thereof. This Weeping is a- com- 
mon. Ceremony among the Savages, when any 
of their Warriors have been kill'd. 

I do not wonder that the Iroquois ſhould 
talk of invading our Allies ; for they are 
every Year provok'd; and I have ſeen at 
Miſſuinaokinak, amongſt the Poutouatamits and 
the Afiamis, the Heads of ſeveral Iroquois, 
whom they have kill'd by Treachery, as they 
were a Hunting laſt Spring. This is come 
to the Knowledge of the Iroquois ; for our 
Allies have been fo impudent as to boaſt of 
of it; and eſpecially the Poutouatamits, who 
dancing the Calumet at Miſſlinaokinak before 
three Agniez., or Envoys of the Iroquois, boa- 
fted of their Treachery, and held in their 
Hands ſeveral Heads of Hair of Iroquois's. 

I cannot forbear to take notice of the 
Diſcourſe I had with a Savage of the Na- 
tion of the Wolf, who being convinc'd of the 
Truth of the Chriſtian Religion, and preſ- 
ſed by ſome Millionaries to . embrace the 
Catholick, and by ſome Engliſh Miniſters to 
embrace Theirs, was in great perplexity 
which of the two he ſhould chuſe ; for, as 
he told me, theſe Men are very unlike the 
Apoſtles; the former becauſe of their great 
Covetoulneſs, and the latter becauſe' of their 

| being 
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being marry'd. But having obſerv'd in the _ 
Recolle#s both Chaftity and the Contempt of 
the Riches of the World, he was Baptiz'd 
by them. 

I have ſeen in this Country abtindance of- 
Green Parrots , bigger and finer than thoſe 
of our Iſlands. ;

N the 13th of May, 1673. I embark'd_ 
"dion M. * Joliet, who was choſen to be 
our Director in this Undertaking, and 
five other French-Men, in two Canow's made 
of Barks of Trees, with ſome Indian Corn and , 
boil'd Fleſh for our Subſiſtence. We had taken 
Care to get from the Savages all the Intel- 
ligence we could, concerning the Countries 
through which we deſign'd to ns I” had

319 
drawn a Map of the ſame, a ing to. their 
Relation, in which we had mark'd the Rivers, 
and the Name of the Nations we were to 
meet, and the Rhombs of the Wind we were 
| to make uſe of in our Journey. 

The firſt Nation we meet with is call'd the 
Nation of the Wild-Oats: 1 went into their Ri- 
ver. to viſit that People, to whom we have 
preach'd the Goſpel for ſeveral Years, and a- 
mongſt whom there are many good Chriſti- 
ans. The #ld-Oars, from which they have 
got their Name, is a ſort of Corn which grows - 
naturally in the ſmall Rivers, the bottom 
whereof is owzie, as alſo in marſhy Grounds. 
It is much like our Exropean Oats; the Stem is 
knotted, and grows about two foot above the 
Surface of the Water. The Corn is not bi 
than ours, but it is twice as long, and therefore 
it yields much more Meal. It grows above 
the Waters in June, and the Savages gather it 
about September in this manner: They go in 
their Canow's in thoſe Rivers, and as they go 
they ſhake the Ears of the Corn in their Ca- + 
now's, - which eaſily falls, if ic be ripe: They 
dry it upon the Fire ; and when it is very dry, 
they put it into a kind of Sack made with the 
Skin of Beaſts; and having made a Hole in 
the Ground, they put their Sack therein, and 
tread on it till they ſee the Chaff is ſeparated 
from the Corn, which they vann afterwards. 
\ They pound it in'a Mortar to reduce it into 
Meal, or elſe boyl it in Water, and ſeaſon ir 
with Greaſe, which makes it near as good as 
our Rice. ES 
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320 A New Diſcovery of 
T acquainted that Nation with the Deſign T 
had co travel farther into the Country, to dif- 
cover the remoteſt Nations, and teach -them 
the Myſteries of our Holy Rehgion ; at which 
they were mightily ſurpriz'd, and did their ut- 


moſt to diſlwade me from that Enterprize. 


They told me that I ſhould meet ſome Nations 
who ſpare no Strangers, whom they kill with- 
out any Provocation or Mercy ; that the War 
thoſe different Nations had one with the other, 
ſhould daily expoſe me to .be taken by their 
Warriors, who are perpetually abroad to fſur- 
prize their Egemies : That thegreat River was 
exceedingly dangerous , and full of dreadful 
Monſters, who devour'd Men, and even the 
Canow's themſelves. They added, That a 


\ Devil ſtopp'd the Paſſage of the ſaid River, 


and ſunk thoſe who were fo bold as to come 
near the Place where he ſtood ; and, in ſhort, 
that the Heat was ſo exceflive in thofe-Parts, 
thar we ſhould never be able to preſerve our 
Health. 

I return'd them my hearty Thanks for their 
good Advices ; but told chem IT would not fol- 
low them, fince the Salvation of a great many 
Souls were concern'd in our Undertaking, for 
whom I ſhould'be glad to loſe my Life. I ad- 
ded, That I laugh'd at their pretended Devils 
and Monſters, and that their Informations 
would oblige us to ſtand the more upon our 
Guard to avoid any Surprize. ' And fo having 
pray d to God with them, and given them ſome 
Inftructions, we parted from them, and arriv'd 
to the Bay of Puans, where our Hoa 2m 
a conſiderable Progreſs towards the Converti 
of thoſe Ignorant Nations. The

' may call it as well the Salted Bay, as the Stink- 
mg Bay'; for they call the Sea after the ſame 
Name. This oblig'd us to enquire whether 
there were in that Country any Salted Foun- 
tains, as there is one among the Jrequeisz but: 
we'could find none ; therefore we think that 
this Name was given to this Bay, becauſe of the

whence ſuch Yapours ariſe, that occaſion 
the "moſt dreadful Thunders that eyer I heard 
in any Cou 
This Bay is about thirty Leagues long, and 
about eight broad, that is to ſay in its greateſt 
breadth ; for it grows narrower, and forms a 
Cone at the extremity 3 where one may 
caſily obſerve, that this Bay has ies ſerled Tides 
juſt as the Sea. This is not a proper place to 
enquire whether the Flowing and Ebbing of 


the Water of this Bay, may be properly oi a 


a Tide, or whether they are occafion'd by.che 
Winds, which never, or very ſeldom fail to 
blow from the ſame Point upon the Moon's af- 
cending our Horizon ; but this I may fay, That 
In _— reateſtCalm,the Waters in this Bay flow 


Ny I will not aey but that the Winds, which 
move the Waters" towards the mnnddle of the 
Lake, may contribute to this effect. 

We left:this Bay co go into a River that diſ- 
charges ir ſelf therein , and found its Mouth

very broad and deep.. It flows.very gently;

it, we ſaw it was interrupted by ſeveral Rocks 
and rapid Streams; and fo ſhallow in ſome 
places, that it would hardly bear our Canow's. 
The bottom is full of Flints, which are as fo 
many Razors that cut the Canow's, and made 
it impoſiible for our Men to walk therein, 
to make the CEnow's more light, when the 
ſhallowneſs of the Water did not permit us to 
row away. It is full of Buftard, Ducks, and 
Teals, becauſe of the Wild Oats in the Marſhes 
' thereabouts. However, we conquer'd thoſe 
Difficulties, and came to an Habitation of the 
Miami, Maſhoutens, and Kikabeux; but before 
we arriv'd to their Village, I had the Curioſity 
to taſte the Mineral .Water of a River near it, 
and found a Simple of a wonderful Virtue a- 
gainſt the Venom of the Serpents... A Savage 
who knew it, had ſhown it to Father Allouez, 
who had often occaſion to try its Virtues, God 
having been pleas'd to provide that Country 
with that wonderful Antidote againſt the Ser- 
nes, who are very dangerous in thoſe Parts. 
The Root of that Simple 1s very hot, and taſtes 
like Gun-powder; they chew it, and apply it 
upon the Partof the Body ſtung by the Serpents; 
and this without any other Myſtery cures the 
Wound ; and the Serpents have ſuch an Anti- 
_ with this Herb , that they run away 
romany Man who has rubb'd his Body with 
the ſame. Ir brings ſeveral Stalks about a foot 
high; the Leaves are ſomewhat long; the 
Flower is white, and the whole looks like our 
Gilliflowers. I took one into our Canow, the 
better toexamine it. | 
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This Bay of Pawns had been hitherto, as one 
may ſay, the Ultima Thule of the French, for 
they never durſt advance further into the 
. This Village; as I have intimated, 
conſiſts of three ſeveral Nations, wiz. Miamis, 
Moaskoutens, and Kikabeux. The firft are more 
civil than the other, and better ſhap'd, as well 
as more hberal. They wear long Haw over 
their Ears, which looks well enough. They 
areaccounted valiant Men amonegſt their Neigh- 
bours ; but are fo cunning, that they ſeldom 


_Teturn from their warlike Expeditions without 


Booty. They are apt to learn any thing, for 
they love to hear the Ewopeans talk ; and Fa- 
ther A/ozez, told me, That they had ſuch a vio- 
lent defire to be inftruted, that they often 
difturb'd his Reſt to ask him Queſtions about 
what he had told'them the Day before. The 
Maskoutens and Kikabeux are more clowniſh; and 
there is as much difference berween the Mza- 
is and them, as between our Boors and Ci- 
tizens. As the Rind of Birch-Trees are fcarce 
in this Country, they are oblig'd to make theic 
Cabins with Ruſhes, which ſerve as well for 
covering the ſame, as for Walls. It muſt be 
own'd that theſe Cabins are very convenient ; 
for they take them down when they pleaſe, 
and carry them by ſmall Parcels where-evec 
they will, without any trouble. -. | 
When TI arriv'd there, I was very glad to 
ſee a great Croſs ſet up in the middle of the 
Village, adorn'd with ſeveral White Skins, 


Red Girdles, Bows and Arrows, which that 


good People had offer'd to-the Great Manitow, 
to return him their Thanks for the'icare he 
| XJ 4 had 
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had taken of them. during the Winter , and 
that he had granted them a proſperous -Hunt- 
ing. Manitou is the Name they give in gene- 


. ral to all:Spirits whom they think to be above 


the Nature of- Man. 

Their Village 1s ſituated on a Hill, from 
whence one may diſcover the largeſt Meadows 
in the World, aCtorn'd at certain diſtance with 
Groves. and Woods. | The $oll is very fertile, 


and produces a great «cara of Indian Corn. 
| They preſerve alſo Plums an 


Grapes. 

As foon as we were arriv'd, M. Folie and I 
deſir'd the Eldeſt of the Savages to meet us, 
and I told them that M. Folie: was ſent by. the 
Governour of Canada to diſcover new Coun- 
tries, and I from God Almighty to teach them 
the Knowledge of their Creator, who being 
abſolute Maſter of all his Creatures, will haye 
all Nations to know him; and that therefore 
to comply with his Will, I did not value my 
Life, which I freely expos'd to all manner of 
Dangers ; Concluding, That we wanted two 
Guides to put us in our Way, which we. de- 
fir d them to grant us. We enforc'd our Compli- 
ment with ſome Preſents that were kindly ac- 
cepted by the Savages 3 who anſwer'd us like- 
wiſe with a : Preſent, viz. a Mat, which was 
our Bed: during our- Voyage. They granted 
us alſo two Guides, to- accompany us for ſome 
Days. 'The next Day, being.the. rozb of Fun, 
the two Miamis. who were to conduet us, im- 
bark'd with us in ſight of all the Inhabitants of 
the Village, . who cou'd not. admire enough 
that ſeven Europeans ſhou'd 'venture upon ſo 


dangerous and extraordinary an Underta ing.

'We were inform'd, that within three Leagues 
of the Maskoutens, there was a Ri- : 
ver which runs into the * Mifſyſipi, * Henepin calls 
and that we were to go diredtly it Meſchaſipr. 
to the Weſt-South-Welt, to find | 
it ; but there are ſo many Moraſles and Lakes 
between it, that had it not been for our Guide, 
we had never been able to find it; and the Ri- 
ver upon which we row'd, to find the Place 
we were to land and carry our Canow into 
the other, was ſo full of Wild-Oats, that ic 
lookt rather like a Corn-Field than a River ; 
inſomuch that we cou'd hardly diſcoyer its 
Channel. As the Miams frequented this Place, 
they conducted us to the uſual Place of Peor- 
rage, and help'd us to carry our Canow over- 
land into the other River, diſtant from the 
former about two Miles and a half; from 
whence they return'd home, leaving us in. an 
unknown Country, having nothing to relie 
upon but the Divine Providence. We made 
a ſolemn Vow in this place, and reſolv'd to 
uſe ſome particular Prayers every Day to the 
Blefſed Virgin, co recommend our - Perſons 
and Enterprize to her Protection, and after- 

wards embark'd. © 
This River is call'd Meſconſm: It is very 
broad, but the Sands make its Navigation dit- 
ficule; and this Difficulty is increas'd by an in- 
finite Number of Iſlands cover'd with Vines. 
The Country thro” which it flows is very fine; 
the Groves diſpos'd at certain Diſtances in the 
Meadows, make a noble Profſpet; and the 
Fruit of the Trees diſcovers the Fertility of 
the Soil. Thoſe Groves are full of Wallnut- 
= 3 ? Trees, 
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326 A NewDiſcovery of 
TH0G; as alſo of Oaks,” and of nc -S 
of Tree unknowrr to us in Emrope, Boughs 
whereof are arm'd with long Thorns. We 
ſiw no other Game in theſe 'Meadows but a- 
bundance of Wild-Goats , and Wild-Oxen. 
Within chirty Leagues of this Place where we 
embark'd, we found ſome Iron-Mines ; and 
one of our Company, who had formerly feen 
ſuch Mines, told us that theſe were extraordi- 
nary good : They are not above three Foot 
deep, and are ſituate near a -Row of Rocks, 
the Foot whereof is cover'd with fine Woods. 
After having row'd ten Leagues further, that 
is, forty Leagues in all from the Place where 
we embark'd, we came into the Mſſiſſipi on 
the 17th of June. The Mouth of the Meſcon- 
fin is about 42 Degrees and a half -of Latitude. 
The Satisfaction Þ had to fee this famous Ri- 
ver, is almoſt incredible ; for tho' the Savages 
had often ſpoken of it to our Men, none of 
them had been ſo bold as to venture fo far in 
this unknown Country. This oblig'd me to 
conſider this River with a greater Attention 
than otherwiſe I wou'd have done, as the Rea- 
der will perceive in peruſing the following 
Account. - 
The Miſiſjp: is fornyd by ſeveral Lakes in 
the North-Country, from whence its guns to 
the South. Irs Channel is pretty narrow at 
the Mouth of the Me/con/mm, being ſtreighten'd 
by a Row of high Mountains on whe other 
tide ; but however its Stream 1s very gentle, 
becauſe of irs depth ; for we found. there 19 
Fathom Water. But a little below that Place, 
it enlarges it feif, and is about three nn 
| 0 
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©. ſeveral Conntries in Am 
_ of a League broad. Its Banks are very fine ; =o 
but three Days after, we diſcover'd amuch bet- = 
ter Country. "The Trees are higher, and the 'H 
Iſlands ſo beautiful, that I verily believe there 
is nothing like it in the World. 'The Mea- 
dows are coverd with an infinite number of 
 Wild-Goats and Oxen, and the River with 
Buſtards and Swans without Wings, becauſe 
their Feathers fall in this Country about that 
time. We ſaw extraordinary Fiſhes, and one 
of them was ſo big, that our Canow was like 
to be broke into into Pieces, becauſe it run a- 
gainſt it. We faw alſo a very hideous Sea- 
Monſter ; his Head was like that of a Tyger, 
bur his Noſe was ſomewhat ſharper, and like 
a Wild-Cat; his Beard was long, his Ears ſtood  _ 
' upright, the Colour of his Head being Grey, «7 
and the Neck Black. He look'd upon us for A 
ſome time ; but as we came near him, our 
Oars frighted him away : This is the only one 
we ſaw. We caught abundance of Sturgeons,and ' 
another ſort of Fiſh ſomewhat like our Trouts, 
except that their Eyes and Noſe are much. le{- 
fer, and that they have near the Noſe a Bone 
like a Woman's Busk, three Inches broad, and 
a Foot and a half long, the End whereof . is 
flat and very broad, inſomuch that when they 
leap out of the Water, the Weight of that | 
Bone makes them fall backwards. We ſaw al- I 
fo abundance of Turky-Cocks on the Banks of | 
.the River: ,* | 
The Piſckinns, which we call #/d-Oxen, are 
not 'much unhke ours ; they are not altogether 
ſo long, but twice as big : We ſhot 'one of 
them, and Thirteen Men had much ado to 
| E 4 drag 
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drag him, from the Place where he fell. Their 
Head is of a prodigious: bigneſs, their Fore- 
head broad and flat, | and their Horns (between 
-which there is at leaſt a Foot and a half di- 
ſtance) are all black, and much lonper than 
thoſe of our European Oxen. They have a 
Bump +on the Back; and their Head, Breaſt, 
and part of the Shoulders are cover'd with 
long Hair. They have in the middle of their 
Forehead an ugly Tuff of long Hair, which 
falling down over their Eyes, blinds them in 
2 manner, and makes them look dreadfu)]. The 
reft of the Body is cover'd with curl'd Hair, or 
rather Wooll, like our Sheep, but-much thick- 
er and ruffer. Their Hair falls in Summer- 
time, and then their Skin is as ſoft as Velvet, 
FE nothing remaining but a kind of ſhort Downe. 
The Savages make uſe of their Skins for Gowns, 
which they paint with ſeveral Colours. Their 
Fleſh and Fat is excellent, and the beſt Diſh 
of the Savages, who deſtroy abundance of 
them , tho' they are very fierce and dange- 
rous ; and if they can but take a Man with 
their Horns, they toſs him.up, and. then tread 
upon him. The Savages hide themſelves when 
they have ſhot at them, for elſe they ſhou'd 
be in' great danger of their Lives, thoſe Beaſts 
being fiercer when wounded ; They follow 
them at certain diſtances, till they have loſt 
ſo much Blood as to be unable to do them any 
hurt, or to defend themfeives. They graze 
upon the Banks of the River ; and I have ſeen 
above 400 together. Wy ep 

We continu'd to fall down the River, ha- 
ving ſeen nothing for above 100 Leagues, _

- Beaſts and Birds ; however, we were always 
upon our Guard, and eſpecially during the 
Night, for fear of any Surprize. We landed 
in the Evening to dreſs our Supper, and made 
but a little Fire, and then left'the Shore, caſt- 
ing an Anchor near the middle of the River, 
where we lay, as the ſafeſt Place, and, yet one 
of us watch'd always by turns. On' the. 25th 
of Fune we: went a-ſhore, and found ſome 
freſh Traces of Men upon the Sand, and-then 
found a Path which led into a Meadow. | We 
call'd our Men together, and it was refoly'd 
that our Men ſhou'd continue in the Canow's, 
while M. Foltet and I ſhou'd follow that Path, 
and endeavour to find the Habitation . of the 
Savages. This Undertaking was very bold, 
yet relying upon God Almighty, we went on, 
and within 10 Leagues from thence, diſcover'd 
a Village on the Banks of a River, and, two 
other Villages on a Hill within half wv League 
from the former. Having again . implor'd 


v 


God's Protection, we advancd ſo near. to the 
Savages, that we cou'd hear them talk, and 
therefore thought it was time to give them 
notice of our' Arrival, which 'we did with a 
loud Cry, and then ſtoppd. The Savages 
immediately came out of their Cabins, and 
ſeeing but two Men, they were not frighted, 
and eſpecially becauſe we had acquainted them 
by ' our Cry, with our Approach, therefore 
they ſent four of their Old Men to talk to us, 
and ſee who we were, and what Ruſineſs we 
came upon. 'They carry'd two Pipes, adorn'd 
with Feathers of ſeveral Colours, which they 
preſented to the Sun, without ſpeaking a Word.

They march'd ſo ſlowly, that we began to be- 
impatient ; and when they camenear us, they 
fropp'd, and us'd many Ceremonies. We were 
" very glad to ſee them cover'd with Cloth, for 
we judg'd they were either our Allies, 
or Friends of our Allies ; and therefore I ſpoke 
to them, and ask'd them who they were ? They 
anſwer'd, that they were Illinois ; and preſent- 
ed us cheir Pipe to ſmoak, deſiring us alſo to 
walk to their Habitation.

. We parted from the [ilines towards the mid- 
"Se of June, about 4 a-clock, and fell down 
Ge River, looking for another call'd Pakicanoni, 
which runs from the North-Weſt into the Mi/- 
Jp of which I ſhall ſpeak anon. As we 
ollow'd the Banks, I obſervd on a Rock a 
Simple, which I take to be very extraordinary. 
Its. Root is like ſmall Turnips link'd together 
by fome Fibres of the fame Root, which caſtes 
like Carrots. From that Root fprings a Leaf 
as large as one's Hand, and about, an Inch 
thick, with fome Spots in the middle; from 
whence- ſpring alſo ſome ocher Leaves, each 
of them bearing five or ſix yellow Flowers, 
WH Hke lictle Bells. z 
MH We found abundance of Mulbberries as good 
= andasbigas ours ; and another Fruic which we 
MW took atfirſt for Olives, butic taftes like Orange. 
-= We found -another Fruit as big as an Egg, 
and having cut it in ewo Pieces, we found 
the inſide was divided into fixteen, eighteen, 
and ewenty fmall Cell or Holes, and in each 
of them a Fruit like our Almonds, which is 
very {weer, tho' the Tree ſtinks: Its Leaves 
are like our Walnut-Tree's. We ſaw alſo in 
the Meadows a Fruit like our Filbirds : "The 
Tree which bears it bas its Leaves much broad- 
er than ours; and at the End:of che Branches 
there+is a kind: of a Purſe like a _ Tirnbols, in 
which the Filbirds are lock d up. | 
Mong the Rocks I have mention'd, we 
found one very high and ſteep, and faw two 
Monſters painted upon it, which are ſo hide- 
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ous that we were frighted at the firſt Sigh, 
and the boldeſt Savages dare not fix their Eyes 
upon them. They are drawn as big as a Calf, 
with two Horns like a Wild-Goat ; Their 
Looks are terrible, tho' their Face has ſome- 
thing of Humane Figure in it : Their Eyes 
are Red, their Beard is like that of a Typer, 
and their Body is cover'd with Scales. Their 
Tail is ſo long that it goes o'er their Heads, 
and then turns between their Fore-Legs under 
the Belly, ending like a Fiſh-Tail. "There are 
but three, Colours, viz. Red, Green, and 
Black; but thoſe Monſters are fo well drawn, 
that I cannot believe that the Savages did it ; 
and the Rock whereon they are painted is ſo. 
7, that it is a Wonder to me how it was 
poflible to draw thoſe Figures : But to know 
to what purpoſe they were made, is as great 
a Myſtery. Whatever it be, our beſt Painters 
wou'd hardly do better. | | 
As we fell down the River, following the 
gentle Stream of the Waters, and diſcourſin 
"__ thoſe Monſters, we heard a great Noiſe 
of Waters, and faw ſeveral Pieces of Timber, 
and ſmall floating Iſlands, which were hudled 
down the River Pekitanoni. The Waters of 
this River are ſo muddy, becauſe of the vio- 
lence of its Stream, that it is impoflible to 
drink of it, and they ſpoil the Clearneſs of 
the Miſiſppi, and make its Navigation -very 
dangerous in this Place. This River runs from 
the North-Weſt; and I hope to diſcover, in 
following its Channel ans x; its Source, lomse 
other River that diſcharges it ſelf into the 
Mar Marvejo, or the Caliphornian-Gulph. The 
Savages 
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Savages told me, That about ſix Days Journey 
from its Mouth, there is a Meadow of thirty 
es broad, at the end whereof, dire&ly to 

the North-Weſt,is a ſmall River, which is near 
navigable for Canow's, and runs to the South- 
Welt into a Lake, from which ſprings a deep 
River, which runs diretly Weftward into the 
Sea, which certainly muſt be the Mar Vermejo 
and I hope I ſhall have, one time or other, the 
opportunity to undertake that Diſcovery, to 
inſtrut thoſe poor Nations who have been fo 
long ignorant of their Creator. But leaving 
this Digreffion, I return to the Mifſiſſops. | 
About 2o Leagues lower rhan the Pekitanonz, 
we met another River call'd Ouabouskigou, which 
runs into the Miſiſſips, in the Latitude of 36 
degrees ; but before we arriv'd there, we paſs 'd 
through a moſt formidable Place to the Savages, 
who believe that a Manitoa, or Devil, reſides 
in that Place, to deliver ſuch who are fo bold 
as to come near it. They had told us dreadful 
Stories to deter us from our Undertaking ; but 
this terrible Manitca proves nothing but ſome 
Rocks in a turning of che River, about thirty 
foot high, againſt whom the Stream runs with 
a great violence ; and being beaten back by 
the Rocks and Iſland near it, the Waters make 
a great noiſe, and flow with a great rapidity 
through a narrow Canal, which is certainly 
very dangerous ro _unskilful Canow-men. This 
River Ouabouskigou comes from the Eaftward ; 
the Chuanows inhabit its Banks, and are ſo nu- 
merous, that I have been inform'd there are 
thirty eight Villages of that Nation firuared on 
this River. This People is mnch infected by 
1h: A413 is 
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the Foquoas, who make a cruel War tpon ther 
without atiy Puevoration , but only becauſe 
they are a your harmleſs Nation, unacquainted 
with any Arms. They take them without aty 
reſiſtance, and carry them into Slavery, 

A little above the Mouth of the River, we 
faw fome Downs, wherein out Men diſcover'd 
a good iron-Mine : They ſaw ſeveral Veins of 
it, and a Lay of about a foot thick. There is 
alſo a greacglantley of it adhering to the Flint, 
ſome of which they broug'it into our Canow. 
There is alſb a kind of fat Earch of three diffe- 
rent Colours, viz. Purple, Violet, and Red, 
which turns the Water into adeep Blood-colour. 
We found alſo a” red Sand very heavy; I put 
ſome upon my Qar, which imtnediately becattie 
red ; and the Waters cquld not waſh it away 
for a Fortnight together. We had ſeen no 
Reeds or Canes; but they begin to be . fo 
thick fn this Place, that Wild Oxen can hardly 
g0 through them. They grow very high and 
big, and their Knots are crown'd with ſeveral 
Leaves long and ſharp, the greennefſs whereof is 
incomparable. 

' We had not been troubled hitherto with 
Gnats, but they began to be. very troubleſo ta 
us a little lower in the Ozabouskigow, The Sa- 
vages who inhabit this Country are oblig'd © 
build their Huts in a different manner from the 
other, becauſe of thoſe troublefom Flies. "They 
drive into the Ground big Poles, very near one 
another, which ſupport a large Hurdle, which 
ferves them inflead of a Floor, under which 
they make their Fire ; and the Smoak ditves a- 
way thoſe Creatures, who cannpt abide it.

As we were conſidering the Country, the 
Banks of the River being very low, we'difco- 
ver'd ſeveral Savages arm'd with Fire-Arms, 
waiting for us upon the Shoar, where the 
| Stream of the River carry'd us. Onur Mer pre- 
par'd themſelves to fight, and it was reſfolv'd to 
ket them fire firſt of all ; and as we came near, 
I ſpoke to them in the Language of the Hurons, 
and ſhew'd my Calumet of Peace ; but they did 
not anſwer me, which we took far a Declara- 
tion of War. However, we refoly'd to venrure 
to or ; but when they had feerr us at a nearer 
diſtance , they defir'd us ina friendly manner 


to come to their Habitations, where they en- 


tertain'd us with Beef and Oil of Bears, toze- 
ther with white Plums, as good every bit as 
ours. Theſe Savages have Guns, Knives, Axes, 
| Shovels, Glaſs-Beads, and Bottles wherein they 
put their Gun-powder. They wear their Hair 
long, as the Iroquois, and their Wortien are 
cover'd as they are amongſt the Hurovs. '"Fhey 
told us, That they were only within ten'Days 


Journey of the. Sea ; that they bought thoſe 


Commedities from Europeans who hve to the 
| Eaftward; that theſe Europeans had Images and 
Beads ; that they play upon Inftruments ; that 
ſome were cloart as I was, and that they 
were very kind to them. However, I could 
find nothing in them, that conld perſwade me 
that they had receiv'd any Inſtruction abontour 
: Z 4 Holy 
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They lay upon that Hurdle, the Roof whereof 
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\ Holy Religion. I endeavour'd to give them a 
| om Idea of it, and preſented them with 
e Medals to put them- in mind of it. 

The account given us by the Savages was a 
great Encouragement to us, in hopes to ſee the 
Sea in a few. Days; and therefore we row'd 
with an extraordinary vigour. The Banks of 
the River began to be cover'd with high Trees, 
which hinder'd us from obſerving the Country, 
. as we haddone all along ; but we judged from 

the bellowing of the Oxen, that the Meadows 
-. are very near. We' ſaw ſome Quails on the 
_\Water-ſide, and ſhot a ſmall Parrot, who had 
the half of his Head red, and the other part, and 
the Neck, yellow,and the reſt of the Body green. 
\ We found our ſelves in this Place in the Lati- 
tude of 3 3. Degrees, ſteering directly Southerly;; 
and a little while afterwards we diſcover'd a 
.. Village on the River-ſide call'd Michigamea. 
The Savages made a great noiſe, and appear'd 
in Arms, dividing themſelves into three Parties, 
' one of which ſtood on the Shoar,while-the others 
went into their Wooden; Canow's to intercept 
'our Retreat, and prevent our eſcape. They 
-were arm'd with Bows and Arrows, Clubs, 
Axes, and Bucklers. Notwithſtanding theſe 
Preparations, we row'd direaly to the Shoar, 
where their main Body ſtood ; and as we came 
near, two of their young: Warriors flung them- 
{elves into 'the Water to board my Canow, 
which he would have done, had not-the ra- 
pidiry of the Stzeam.prevented his Deſign ; fo 
that they were forc'd to return a-ſhoar, having 
thrown at us their Clubs, which by good for- 
tune went over our Heads, I preſented my. 
ry Calumes 
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Calumet of Peace, but they were fo bufie that 
they could not ſee: However, as they advanc'd 
in a body to ſhoot at us, the Old. Men diſco- 
verd my Calumet; whereupon they made an 
Oue-cry , commanding their Youth to ſtop, 
and two of them advanc'd to the Water-ſide, 
throwing their Arrows and Quivers into our 
Canow, as a ſign of Peace, deſiring us by ſigns 
to come a-ſhoar,, which we did,.tho' with 
gront apprehenſions. I ſpoke to them in ſix 


ifferent Languages, of which they underſtood: 


none ; but they brought an Old Man who 
ſpoke Ilines, whom we told, That we deſign'd 
'to gO to the Sea, and made them ſome ſmall 
Preſents. They underſtood what I told them 
. on this matter ; but very little, as I fear, what 
I added. concerning the CREATOR of the 
World. They anſwer d, That we ſhould learn 
whatever we delird ten Leagues lower, at a 


great Village call d Akam(ca, and preſented us 


with their Sagomerta and ſome Fiſh. 

We lay there that Night in great Fears, and 
the next Morning embark d again with our In- 
terpreter and ten Savages in one of their 
wooden Canow's,and met within haif a League 
from Akamſca two large Canow's full of Savages. 
The Captain was ſtanding in the firſt, holding 
his Calumet, of which he made ſeveral Motions, 
according to the Cuſtoms of his Country. I ſtood 
up likewiſe in my Canow with my Calumet, at 
which they were fo pleas'd, that _ met ns 
with all imaginable Demonſtrations of Joy, at- 
tended with Songs and Shouts. They preſented 
us their Calumet to ſmoak, and ſome Bread made 


of Indian Corn, and then return'd home, bid- 
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ding vs. to follow him, which we did at fome 
diſtance. They had in the mean. time pre- 
pard a kind of Scaffold to receive us, adorn'd 
with fine Mats; apon which we fat down, and 
the Old Men and Warriors near us, the reft of 
the, Peopte ftanding off. We fond amongft 
them a young Man who fpoke 1lineis much - 
bercer than the Interpreter we bad brought 
with us from Mitchigamea; and we delir'd 
him to acquaint .his Nation with the Sub- 
jet of our Voyape, as he had underſtood it 

om ns. We made him ſome ſmall Prefen 
which they receiv'd with great Civility, 
ſeem'd to-admire what I told them coricernin 
' GOD, the Creation of the World, and the 

Providences; telling . us by the Interpreter, 
Thac they ſhould think themſelves very hap- 
PY; if we would remain with them to: teach 
them. | 

They told us that we were within five Days 

Journey from the Sea ; but that they were not 
acquainted with the Nation inhabiting the 
fame; ._ meaning doubtleſs the Europeans ; for 
their Enemies hindred them from keeping an 
Correſpondence with them. They add 
That their Axes, Knives, and Glaſs-Beads, had 
been given them in exchange of other Com- 
modities, by ſome Nations inþabiring to the 
Eaſtward , and by ome Winos , who had an 
Habitation $o the Weſtward within four Days 
Journey : That the Savages whom we had 
met with Fire-Arms, were their Enemies, who 
hindred their. Commerce with the Europeans ; 
and that we ſhould be expos'd to great Dangers 
did not venture to proceed WOE fe 
bz ' SaVages 
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ſeveral Comtries in Aamerica, q4y 
Savapes were continually cruizing at the River; 
In the meant time, they broughe us ſome Saps- 
metez, with ſome roalted Corn, and a piece of 


a Doyp. 
Theſe Savages are very.courteous, and give 
freely whar they have ; but their Provifions 
are bur indifferent, becauſe they dare norleav 
their Habitation to go a Hunting for fear 
their Enemies. "They have Indjan Corn in great. 
plenty, and at all citnes, having chree CIOs 
every Year. They roaſt it, or elfe boil ic in 
_ great Pots of Earth, which are coriouſly made. |: 
They / go neked , and wear their Hair very 
ſhort, Berle g their Fars, which they adorn 
with Rings of Glaſi-Reads ; but their Women 
are cover'd wich Skins, having cheir Hair divi- 
ded inco two Trefſes, which they throw be-: 
hind theic Back, without any other Ornament. 
Their Feaſts are. without any Ceremony: They 
ſerve their Meats in Diſhes, and every 
one ears as much as he pleaſes. Their Lan- 
guape is very difficult; and 1 conld never pro- 
nounce any Word. Their Cabins are made 
with the Barks of Trees, and are generally very 
bong ;. they lie at the two Ends, their Beds be- 
ing about two foot higher than the Ploor. 
' keep their Corn in Paniers made” of 
 Ruſhes, or in grear Gourds. They have no 
Beavers, - and all cher Commodities ars the 
Skins of Wild Oxen. It never Shows in their 


Countty, and they have no other Winter than 
fome viotent Rains, which makes the only 
difference between Summer and Winter."'Th 

haveno other Fruit bur Water-Melons, chough 
their "Wil might produce any other, did they 
know how to cultivate it. :. 'They 
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They held a Council, wherein ſome propo- 
{ed to murther us, becauſe of our Commodi- 
ties ; but their Chief oppos'd that baſe Deſign, 
and having ſent for us, danc'd the Calumet in 
our Preſence, which he. preſented me with, to 
feal our common Friendſhip. M. Toke: and I 
in the mean. time call'd our Men together, to 
adviſe whether we ſhou'd proceed any further, 
or return home from thence ; and having con- 
fider'd chat che Gulph of Mexico lying 1n the 
Latitude of 31 Degrees. and 4o Minutes, cou'd 
be but within three or four Days Journey from 
the Akamſca, and that therefore the 2/i//ipi dif- 
charg'd it ſelf into it, and not to the Eaitward 
of the Cape of Fyrida,or into the Californian-Sea, 
as it was expedted,* it was reſolv'd to return 
home. We conſider'd likewiſe that the Advan- 
Cage of, our great Voyage wou'd be altogether 
oſt co our Nation, did we fall into the hands of 
the Spaniards, from whom we cou'd expet no 
other Treatment but [Death or Slavery ; and 
therefore it was more prudent to content our 
ſelves with this Diſcovery, and make a Reporc 
thereof to thoſe who had ſeat us. So that 
| tg reſted another Day, we left the Vil- 
lage of the Akamſca, 'on x 17th of Fuly, ha- 
ving \ hs the M/iſipi from the Latitude of 
k 


42 4, and preach d the Goſpel to the ut- 
molt of my Power, to the Nations we vilited. 
We went tiptthe River with Ag Difficulty, 
becauſe of the Rapidity of the Stream, and 
left'ir_in the Latitude of 38 Degrees, and went 
into a' River, which conducted us into the 
Lake'of the Tlinvis, which Way is much ſhort- 
er than the other, by the Rivet Me/cuſin, thro” 
. which we came. It

I never ſaw a more pleaſant Country than 
the Banks of that River. The Meadows are 
_ coverd with Oxen, Stags, Wild-Goats ; and 


the Rivers and Lakes with Buſftards, Swa 
Ducks, Beavers. We ſaw alſo abundance of 
Parrots. Several ſmall Rivers fall mto this, 
. which is deep and broad, for 65 Leagues, and 
therefore navigable almoſt all the Year long. 
There is but a Portage of half a League into 
the Lake of 'the 7//inow. We found on the 
Banks of the faid River a Village of Ilimeis 
call'd Kwilka, conſiſting of 74 Cabins. They 
receiv'd us with all the Kindneſs imaginable, 
| and oblig'd me to promiſe that I wou'd re- 
turn to inſtru& them, and live in their Coun- 
try. Their Captain, with moſt of their 
Youth, accompany'd us to the Lake of the 
Illinois, from whence we return'd to the Bay of 
Puans ; where we arnvd towards the latter 
end of September, having been about chree 
Months in our Journey. .. 
Altho' my tedious Journey ſhou'd be attend- 


ed with no other Advantage than the Salvati- © 
on of one Soul, I ſhou'd think my Pains ſTuffi- 


ciently rewarded, and I hope I may preſume 
ſo much, for having preach'd the Goſpel to 
' the Illinois of Peronacca for three Days together, 
in our Return, my Words made ſuch an Im- 
preſſion upon that poor People, that as we 
were imbarking, they brought to me a Dying 
Child, to Chriſten him, which I did abok 


half an Hour before he dy'd, by a ſpecial Pro- 


vidence of God, who was pleas'd to fave that 
innocent Creature. 
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Frequent mention having been made in the 
preceding Journal of M;, da Salles ; 
« way be expitied ſome Account 
ſhould be given. of his latter Diſcove- 
ries, the unfortunate Succeſs thereof, 
and his own Tragzcal End ; which ſo 
diſcourag'd the French, that they never 
af ter made any further Attempt. 


R. du Salles, with divers French who 
did accompany him , fell down to 
4 YV þ the Mouth of the GreatRiyer, where 
it diſembogues it fe!f into the Gulf :of Mexico ; 
but neither he nor any of.his Company under- 
ſtanding Navigation, or wanting Inſtruments, 
fancy'd they were in the Latitude of 27 De- 
prees , whereas really it was 29; and not be- 
1g able co inform themſelyes of its Longitude, 
.or diſtance from the maſt Wefterly End of the 
Gulf, they prefſum'd they were within a few 
Leagues of che River of Mag4aler, which'ts 60 
'Leagnes North of the River of Pabzs, ard 120 
from the River Pannxco, as it is repreſented'in 
' Hennepiris Chart , and on the Great Globe'of 
Corenelli ; which great Miſtake was the cauſe of 
' aff his Misforrunes : For after his retprn up the 
* River, and through the Great Takes to Canada, 
*he embrac'd the next Opportunity-of gr 
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ſeveral Countries in Arnetica, 351 


b Shipping for Fraxce; where he to the King - 
bonds Howe who be ape ig 


ſentation of ;the Country; and Commodities 
therein contain'd, the Populouſneſs of the 
Country, -Civility of the Inhabitants far ex- 
=ceeding all the other Natives of Awerice they 
had the Knowledge of : The King thereupon 
order'd him a Fleet,: and a very conſiderable 
Equipage, viz. a Man of War carrying 56 
Guns, a great Fly-boat, a Patache, and a Bri- 
yantine, with things convenient for eftabliſh- 
ing a Colony and Traffick with che Natives. 
This Fleet was Commanided by M. Beanjeas, 
an Experienc'd Sea-Captain, who was Victu- 
all'd fora Year; and M. du Salles had under his 
Command 150 Land-men, who were to ſettle 
in the Country. The Fleet paſs'd by Maxsi- 

nico and Guardaloupe, where they tookin Fe 

Proviſion and Water, together with divers Vo- 
luntiers ; and by M. du Sales's Direion, ſail'd 
thence to the North-Weſt end of the Gulf, in 
27 Degrees. When they arriv'd there, they 
were in; great confuſion, not edn able to coagne 
near the Coaſt of Florida, by reaſon of a Jong 
Bank Reciff, . or as.the French call it Comme-cofte, 
which they ſearch'd for ſome hundred. Miles. 
It was no-where above a Musket-ſhot over, and 
every 20 or 30 Miles there was a Breach, by 
which the Waters iſſu'd out of a vaſt Lagun 

whoſe breadth they could not learn, "They 
weat-1n their Ship-Boat above 40 Miles, and

could not gain ſight of che main Land or Can- 
tinent. This Lagwne was ſhallow, in ſame Places 
ſix foor, in few above nine or ten ; there are 
ſcatter d up and down in it divers, fraall

| there, but , came accidentally, being upon 
uy ſome. Expedition. They were all Archers, 


very proper goodly Men ; their Hutts were 
cover'd. with Skins of the wild crook-back 
Kine,. which the French call Peſikiews, the Spa- 
niards Corcobades, or Crook-back'd. They con- 


versd and traffick'd very friendly with the 


French divers Weeks, until an unhappy Acci- 

dent made a great Breach. = 
M. 4u Sales, againſt the Opinion of the Þi- 

lots , would adventure the Fly-boat through 


| one of the Breaches into the Login, appre- 


hending he had found a Chanel] of ſufficienc 
depth., through which he might paſs to the 
Continent : But whither, the Chanel was too 
ſhallow, or that they miſtook it, the Fly-boat 
was loſt, andthe Frigate drawing lictle Water, 
eſcap'd.. The Indians upon. the Ifland fſav'd 


fome ſauall matter of the Wreck, which the 


French would take by force from them : They 
offer'd in exchange Skins, and ſuch. other 
Commodities as they had. The French when 


they could get no more, took two of their Pi- - 
roques, or large Canow's ; which being abſo- 


lucely neceſſary for them, and wichout which 
they could not poſlibly return to the main 
Land from whence they came,,,occaſion'd a 
een. Men, 
and the Indians many more. M. du Salles bein 
almoſt diſtrated, not knowing how to fi 
the Mouth of che River, cook the Frigate, di- 
vers Boats and Pinnaces, together with a hun- 


' @rad and fifty Men, andProviſions for a Month, 
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and croſs'd the Lagune ; with an intention to 
ſearch the Coaſt till he found the Mouth of 
the Great River. M. Beaujeu waited ten 
Weeks, and heard no Tidings from him, it be- 


ing in the Heat of Summer. They wanting 


Water and Proviſions , beſides abundance of 
his Men falling ſick of Fevers and Bloody- 
fluxes , he departed for France , without any 
News of M. du Salle; who after he departed 
from the Ships, rambled ſome Days in the 
Lagune, and coalted the Main chiefly towards 
the Weſt ; which was direaly contrary to the 
Courlſe he ſhould have taken, the great River 
being diſtant above one hundred Leagues to the 
Eaſt. But many believe M. du Salle was 

uilty of a wilful Miſtake ; for he perſwaded 

is Men, That ſince they could not find the 
River, and were come to the River of Sr. Mag- 
dalen, being the North-Weſterly- end of the 
Gulf, which was not above two hundred 


Leagues from the rich Mines of Endebe, Santa 


Barbara, la Parale, and others in the Province 
of Saceatecas, where the Spaniards are few, and 
not Warlike, they could not fail of a rich and 
ealie Booty. This Propoſition occaſion'd a great 


Diviſion amongſt his Men, and deadly Feuds: 


One part were ready to comply with his Pro- 


zect ; others for returning to their Ships ; a. 


third Party for ſearching the Continent: to- 
wards the Eaſt, till they Bond the Great Ri- 
ver, and then return and Pilot the Ship thither, 
and purſue. their. Inſtructions of Planting and 
Trading. From Words they came to Blows ; 
many were kill'd in the Scuffle, and amongſt 
others M. du Salle very treacherouſly by w_

of his pretended Friends. Upon his Death they 

_ divided, and took ſeveral Courſes. They that 
return'd to ſeek theShip, found it departed, and 
were never heard of ſince ; others ſcatter'd, 
ſome Eaſterly, ſome Weſterly and Northerly. 
When I receiv'd this Account, which was a- 
bove three Years after this diſaſtrous Expedi- 
tion, not above Six were return'd to Canada, 
and amongſt them M. de Salle's Brother. 


So, that the Providence of Almighty G O D 

ſeems to have reſerv'd this Country for the 

Engliſh, a Patent 'whereof was granted above 

Fifty Years ago to the Lords Proprietors of 

Carolina, who have made great Diſcoveries 

therein, ſeven hundred Miles Weſterly from
